So little of this great world of ours is new Lo the ex- 
plorer or the naturalist, that it becomes more difficult 
year by year to find unworked. fields. Choice is there- 
fore mainly confined to those which have hitherto been 
only superficially examined. The countries in which 
these occur are not easy for a Turopean to work in, 
either from the hostility of the natives, or difficulty of 
travel and the transport of collections. After consider- 
- able thought f decided to proceed. to China and ascend

the Yang-tve-kiang, with (he intention of penetrating

view [ left Hngkil on February 7, 1887, in the 
3.8. Palinurus, bound for Shanghai, with my wife and 
funily, who T intended should. accompany me as far as 
Tehang, the last. treaty port on the viver, Nothing of 
any special interest occurred daming the voyage, and as 
it has been frequently desevibed, and is now so often 
taken by the ordinary globe-brotter, it will receive no 
notice in this work, 

I wrived on April 2, and after a stay of a week, 
left in one of the splendid river steamers for Kiu-kiang 
on my way to Jehang, which place 1 purposed to make 
my head-quarters, 

Those boats are most luxuriously furnished, and the 
comfort of passengers is carefully provided for in every 
way. At Kivekiang my real work conmenced. This 
lown is situated on the right bank of the river, and 
just above the Poyang Lake, [tis Iuilt as high as 
possible above the ordinary level of the river, but as 
violent floods occur during the swmner, it suflevs, like 
all the other towns on the flab banks of the river, from 
inundations, floods being caused by the molting of the 
snow on the mowntains among which the river takes 
ils rise, 

Just before reaching Kin-kiang one of the most 
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remarkable objects in the lower part of the river was 
passed—a huge isolated rock surmounted by a joss- 
house, which was cmbowered in gracefully growing 
vegetation consisting principally of bamboo. This rock 
goes by the name of ‘The Little Orphan, and it is 
worthy of note that pelicans are first met with here. 

There being no hotel at Kiu-kiang, I was most 
hospitably entertained by Dr. Underwood till I could 
gel away to the hilly country about nine miles to the 
south of the town, where I might expect to commence 
collecting, Here I got accommodation through the 
kindness of the Rev. John Hykes of the American 
Central China Mission. This gentleman most generously 
placed his bungalow at my disposal for the whole of 
the summer season. Jt was most delightfully situated 
in a gorge, with a heantiful view of the river and valley 
below. ‘There were three rooms, with the usual 
verandah in front, and a detached cook-house. A.t the 
back was a precipitous hill covered with trees, scrub, 
and undergrowth. Numerous watercourses ran down, 
and after heavy rain the noise from the waterfalls was 
almost deafening. 

These ranges are called the Tu-shan Tills, and the 
voatl from Kiu-kiang lies at first through a fertile valley 
in which vice is largely cultivated. About six miles 

+ out the ascent commences, and small streams passing

through rocky ravines clothed with mderwood are seen, 
Further up the vegetation increases in size, andl consists 
on tho northern slopes: principally of coniferous phunts 
andovergrecns, On the southern side firs appeared to he 
more numerous Chan on the northern, — Taies of several 
species were common here. A) few orchids were seen, 
all boing terrestrial, and one species very fragriit. 
Tho wistaria grew luxuriantly, and its masses of lilac 
bloom formed in places a magnificent spectacle, White 
and yellow gardenias jtlso grew wild in profusion. Tn 
these hills are several temples, and the trees around 
them are not permitted to be destroyed, This appears 
to he a universal custom throughowt China, No great 
allitude is altained, bub during the hot season they are 
much frequented by tho Hnvopeans from Kiu-kiang as 
& sanatorium, the nabural pools being greatly appre- 
clated for bathing purposes, hero is a lremendous 
rail here during the months of May and June, but 
having no suitable instrnments Twas unable to deter- 
mine it exactly, 

Tlere T remained till August 4, all my tine being 
fully oceupicd in collecting Lepidoptera and Coleoptera, 
Of the latter I amassed an enormous collection, anong 
which were many new species, and of the former many 
were closely allied to the Japanese forms. 1 also made 
a collection of reptilia, among which was a fine new 
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species of crotaline snake (/alys acuius), This was 
foundat Wu-suih, about three days’ jowney from the 
bungalow, which place has now attained an unen- 
viable notoriety for anti-European riois. Taving 
completed my series of them, T refused to purchase 
another specimen from a Chinese collector, and he 
thereupon threw it among my children, who were in the 
verandah, with the charitable intention that one of them 
might be bitten, I am happy to say that his design 
was frustrated, as the poisonous reptile was promptly 
killed before it had time to do any harm. While here, 
one of my collectors was bilten on the thumb by a 
small red and black snake. His arm swelled very 
much, and on sending him to Kiu-kiang Dr. Under- 
woot found it necessary to amputate his thumb. He 
resumed. his work as soon as he was able, but one day 
had the misfortune to hil the still wnhealed wound 
against a branch, This caused it to bleed so much 
that he with difficulty reached the bungalow, where he 
nearly fainted, and he had to be sent down a second 
time, in a chair, to Kiu-kiang for treatment. 

Tn addition to forming these collections I had a 
large number of the larve and pupa of Lepidoptera 
under observation, and found that procuring suitable 
food for the former occupied a good deal of time. 

Near this place is a celebrated manufactory of china, 
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and it is here that llthe Lnperial wave is naumlvet ured, 
Tt is lurdly necessary to say anything abou! the town 
of Siv-kiang, as it isa plaice comparatively well known 
lo Turopeans, The tnhabituis are celebrated for their 
skill as silverauiths, and tam oud much Deantitul work 
which is highly prized hy Muvopeans, During my stay 
[ experienced much kindness at the hands of My, Wavell 
of the Lmperial Chinese Customs, 

On August 4 [left for Haukow and arrived’ on the 
6th, ‘The scenery ascending the river is flat andl mu 
interesting, and nothing noteworthy was seen. Thankew 
is the great centre of the lea trade, mud possesses the 
finest bund in China, As ust, however, ay in dest 
other Lowns on the Yang-lze, during floods the streets 
and bund are under water, am communication his to 
he made from house to house by sampans. [hero 
obutined from TL. Consul Che necossary pagsparl foe 
the provinces of Thn-peh and Sze-chnen, 

A delay of three days was caused by the steamers 
hot runing in connection with each other, and during 
this time Mr. and Mvs, Armour were most kind to 
Mrs, Pratt, my echildven, and myself Tad i not been 
for their hospitality we should have experienced great 
inconvenience from the mosquitoes and the heat, ‘The 
a8, Kiang-iung took us lo Ichang, where we arrived 
op August 14. The river being uew high, no didieully 
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was oxperienced in getling by Sunday Island, the 
channel past which is, during the winter and spring, 
when. the river is at its lowest, always a cause of delay 
to the steamers. They always send a boat ahead to 
sound on the way up, and in spile of all precautions 
frequently get aground. The bed of the river here is 
very wide, and consequently shallow, and each year 
when the water falls low it cuis a new channel for 
itself, No permanent survey is therefore of any use, 
and the fairway is usually buoyed afresh as it shifts, 
This place is the most serious obstacle to navigation 
on the river below Ichang, and during winter, only 
steamers of the shallowest dianght ever attempt the 
passage. This town is situated on the left bank of 
the Yang-tze, and 1,110 miles from its mouth, It is 
the last treaty port, and I considered that it would form 
a base for my work for at least a year. The first dif- 
ficulty was to find a house for my wife and family, and 
this was by no means an easy task. It was, of course, 
impossible to live in the city, and fox some tame it ap- 
peared to be equally impossible to find any habitation 
near the European settlement. The Consul, however, 
most kindly lodged us for about a fortnight, at the 
expiration of which Twas fortunate enough to be able 
to rent what was called a Chinese house. It 1.¢ally was 
* nothing bul an empty barn, with mud walls and a roof 
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of timber and tiles. Shere was neither coiling nov pare 
litions, and the fleor was of earth, Close to the side 

was a large cesspool that was replenished daily from 

“the city, and in the evening its contents were wsed to 
fertilise vlarge garden opposite, ‘The continual siirriayy 
of its contents made ne quite auvave of its fragrance, 
and though none af us stfered iv consequence, my 
Chinese boy got typhoitl fever, from whieh Tam glad 
to say he eventually recovered. 

We were not, luckily, obliged to stap in the house 
jnst mentioned during the whole of om stay in Tehang, 
for in September T hired a house-hoat with six compart 
ments, in which we embarked for the San-yu-ting Cen, 
which is sitnated on the left bank of the river, and just 
ab the mouth of the Tchang Gorge.’ T filly determined 
to live in the boat as Jong as the weather would pornit, 
and, leaving Tehang on tha L0¢gh, wo arvived ab our 
destination the samo day. ‘The boat was much move 
comfortable than the house in every way, und ny ine 
tention was to make the most of the remainder of tha 
serson in’ collecting insects. T brought my Chinese 
boy up in the hope that the change. would assist his 
recovery, and.on artival sent him wp to a joss-housa, 
Ue only was permitted to stay for five days, when 
his mother arrived and wished to make some of 
her ‘joss pigeon’ over him, and removed him for the 
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purpose, Te had, however, nmch benefited by the 
jowney, aud was nearly well when he lef, The joss- 
house just mentioned is formed of a natural cave of 
great beauty and considerable size, the entrance to 
which is on the face of a precipice. Here I found 
gvowing in great luxuriance a variely of primula, the 
leaves of which are scented, and the flowers, which are 
borne singly, manve. This grows in large masses and 
forms a most conspicuous object. The joss-house was 
certainly very damp inside, but was not considered to 
be unhealthy, and the chief priest has lived there for 
forty-five years, showing that ib has not affected his 
health, Tl possesses a single hell of considerable size, 
aud the sound of ils vibration and echo in the cave has 
avery weird eflect. 

We lived entirely in the hoat, making daily excur- 
xions into the glen and collecting Lepidoptera and 
Coleoptera, of which I found a fair number, Among 
the more striking plants is the bohenta, which grows 
in great profusion over the rocks and bears very pretty 
bunches of waxy pink flowers, Tilies abound, and 
their flowers are eagerly sought for by the commoner 
pupiliog, Among them, however, T was fortunate enough 
to cuplure a magnificent new species, which has since 
Deen named Papilio Hlwesi. Clematis and various 
species of erm abound, and in the more shady places a 
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beatiful variety of begonia is fonnd, whieh haa white 
flowers with yellow centres, ‘This: prows principally 
in a difureation of the glen, called hy the Murapoms 
the Goat Glen. Maidenhair fer grows Tesuriandy in 
the soft sandstone, and the Chinese eut large slabs, same 
of considerable size and weight, with the ferns atiached, 
for sale bo the Muropeans ab lehang, frome whence Vey 
find their way lo the ports alldown the river, Varieties 
of Daphne aud Uerb Paris ave also found, and, on the 
hills surrounding, two species of porsimmuons (Dinspyros 
virginiana and J), kasi) ave grown in large quantiies 
and exported, The whole place, aul especially the 
Goat Glen, is very rich in vegetation, and Dr, A, Henry, 
of the Tnnperial Maritime Customs, a celebrated botunial, 
has found many new species here, 

*  Aatvoan of remarkably clear water having many 
(wibulary branches runs into the viver from tha valley, 
and fishermen may be seen using the castingnet with 
great SK near the mouth, Tarther up, where the 
water is shallower, they capture fish by the method 
known in this country as ‘tickling. Water ouzels ate 
common, and high up the stream among the previpices 
T saw & large species of grey kingfisher whieh nesta in 
holes in the cliffs. It is, however, hy no means common, 
and I failed to procure a specimen, A. few monkeys 
are to be seen, bul they appeared to be very shy. 
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GOAL GLEN a 


The Goat Glen mentioned before is a branch of the 
Nun-yu-tung, and is so called from its being inhabited 
by a species of wild goal. Owing to the wildness and 
previpilous nature of the locality, it seems to be par- 
ticularly adapted to their habits, 

Picture to yourself a decp valley, with the entrance 
very narrow and sleep, widening out here and there 
bilo broad cup-shaped expansions almost surrounded 
hy wnsealable precipices, and here and there huge 
piles of enormous boulders lying in the greatest. con- 
fusion, © small stream of water running through 
the centre fed hy several rivulets, plants of almost 
fimunerable species, many being of great beauty, 
vrowing in evory possible place, and some idea may 
je formed of this exquisite gorge. 

Lt may be imagined that in such a place it is not 
casy to gel a shot ab the goats, particularly as Lhey con- 
cecal themselves in the luxuriant vegetation for the greater 
part of the day, The most practicable way is for the 
sportsman to gain the summit of the cliff in such a place 
as Lo command a view of the valley in one of its wider 
parts, taking care to gel there as quietly as possible. 

Tho beaters also ascend, but on the opposite side, 
and hurl huge stones over the precipice. These descend 
by leaps of hundreds of fect into the valley beneath, 
and startle the goats from their concealment, when they 
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invariably make for the higher ground, and being den 
more exposed, frequently ofr a good shot, Tam 
doubtful as to the species of there goats, bub a fine 
living adult specimen has been obtained, and is now, t 
believe, in the possession of Pore Teurde, in his garden 
ub Sicawei. 

A beantifil flying squirrel is also fond bere. One 
was obtained alive by Porey Montgomery, [sq of the 
Imperial Maritime Customs, and sent by him to the 
gardens of the Royal Zoological Society, where ib is still 
living. 

The hill Chinese are exceedingly good mountaineers, 

~ and it is most alanning to sco them on the face of a 
cliff nearly perpendicular, finding foothald: on ledges 
only wv few inches wide, with a sheer drop of perhaps 
hundreds of feeb beneath them. If a break occurs in 
the ledge, and there should happen to be any vagatation 
over their heads, they will not hesitate to seize it with 
their hands-and. swing themselves over the gap. Tt is o 
thing to be seen before one can thoroughly comprehend 
it, and T heard, without much surprise, that loss of life 
by accident was not unfrequent among them, 

The whole aspect of these gorges is beautiful in 
the extreme, Lofty presipices, clear limpid streams, 
luxuriant vegetation, aid chamming flowers combine to 
make it one of the most delightful spots I have ever 
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visited, and it was also the furthest point from civilisa- 
tion I had as yet reached on thisjoumey. ‘The increas- 
ing cold, however, and the scarcity of specimens for 
collection, warned me of the advanced season, and in 
the beginning of October I reluctantly decided to return 
to Ichang.

On my return to Eohang Pat ones set about patting 
my collections in order, with (he view of sending: then 
home at the ewliest opportimity for classifieation. 
This, of course, took considervble Cine, aoeb i he 
arranging and the preking alone, bat tn aecing Chat in 
the first place the tn Tnings of the eases wore perteotly 
air-tight. Many of thom were made in Shanghai, and 
Talways tested them by fling with water, when the 
slightest fault could be detected. TMaving been ins 
tried, they were omptied and thoroughly deied. The 
upper edges of the tin were flanged inwards, and Chen 
when the case was carefully packed sheet of din was 
laid on the flanges and carefully soldered down, taking 
especial care that the corners were partienlarly ox. 
amined, as this was found to be the most diftiendt prart 
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in which to make a perfectly tight jom. The Chinese 
are excellent workmen, and could do all this work very 
well indeed when they liked, but I found that they 
yequired continual watching, otherwise they were apt 
to scamp the work. They could not understand, either, 
the value I set on my collections, and therefore did not 
see the necessity for all the care I insisted upon having 
bestowed on them. 

Many objects of great curiosity are found in Ichang, 
and are much valued by the Chinese as well as by the 
Europeans. Among them may be mentioned a very 
hard and dense black stone, in which iron pyrites occurs 
in lumps of irregular sizes and shapes. These stones 
ave beaulifully decorated in relief with human figures, 
animals, or plants, the pyrites being most cleverly 
brought in as eyes, ornaments, fruits, or flowers, The 
largest that I saw might be about thirty inches by 
twenty-four, and they are executed in many smaller 
sizes. ‘The stone itself resembles compact lava, but I 
am unable to say what it is. 

Another curiosity is what is called the pagoda stone, 
and is a species of belemnite with concave sections. 
They are nearly always brought in as sections cut in 
the natural block of stone in which they occur. This 
stone being of a dark colour and the fossil that is em- 
bedded in it white, or nearly so, and sometimes as 
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much as thirty inches in length, they have when per. 
fect and polished a very handsome appenmmnes, Very 
powerful bows may bo purchased here, and T brought 
home two, as well ay some arrows. They are earriod 
by some of the Chinese soldiery in the disteiet, who are 
very well skilled in their use. 

As the weather was now much cooler thin when T 
first arrived, T found it more pleasant to explore the 
city, which iy walled, and with, as usnal, very narrow 
streets, It is comparatively clean to some Chinese 
towns I have been in, and contains about 70,000. ine 
habitants. 

There is alarge guild (called the Svo-chuen guild) on 
the bank of the river, and this is of considerable fmport 
ance to the town. Tb is, of compa, cntively for thie 
up-tiver wade, and as the character of the river here 
changes completely (the hanks instead of hettys flat 
become precipitous, for the monitahous region ts 
nearly now reached), the navigation becomes uteh more 
dificult. Tho Tankow boatimen, indeed, refuse to pros 
ceed further, and if the same boat is to continne to 
ascend sho must have another erow. ‘Tho grewtor part 
of the population is engaged in the transport af goods 
in one way or another, there being a very large export 
ag well as import trade, Of the exports, the principal 
are medicines brought down from Szu-chuen and Tibet; 
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these’ cousist largely of rhubarb, of which a great 
quantity goes’ to Europe, and the remainder of elk 
horns, dried centipedes, pey-mou, and Tehing-Tsdio. © 
All these latter are used exclusively by the Chinese, 
and the last-named is a most curious plant, growing at 
a great elevation in the eastern part of Tibet, It has a 
single spathe-shaped leaf about three inches long, and 
the root bears the most extraordinary resemblance to a 
caterpillar, all the segments, legs, eyes, &c. being faith- 
fully represented. ales 
, Large quantities of raw silk calso pass through on 
the way to Shanghai, and a considerable quantity of 
musk, 7 

There is a laiye import trade of Manchester goods, 
cotton, long-cloth, figured prints, and velveteen. These 
arrive in bulky bales, and are here examined. by the 
Custom House officials. They are then made up in 
smaller packages more suitable for the up-country 
transport, Quicksilver is also imported in heavy iron 
hottles for use in the silver mines of Yunnan, There 
is a fine new China merchants’ ‘go-down’ where all 
these articles may be seen. . 

The time of arrival of a steamer from Hankow is, in 
‘the winter and spring, when the river is low, very un- 
certain, the navigation being difficult owing to the 


channels constantly changing, more particularly at 
G 
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Srnilay Island, wbeut halfway between Whee dyvan pala, 
Tn the summer and aut there is plenty of water, 
The arrival of a stemner is always wr exeiting event to 
the Europeans. , 

There is only one Protestant tission herethit of 
the Church of Scothud—-and itis i charge of a mast 
zedious inissionury, the Row. @ Coekdurm, whe ds the 
oldest European inhabitant anid a first rate Chinese 
scholar, Tle is groatly assisted in his many and varied 
Aunties by his wile, who was the first eavepemn lady: to 
ascend the river beyond Thankow. 

They veside ina small lingalow, whieh is nude a 
freqnent house of eal by Protestant) iniasionartes off all 
denominations and travellers passing up and dawn che 
river, who have all to be thankful for Che lospitdiny of 
these kind-hearted people, 

The Roman Cuthalios have nlaaainissian, prosidect 
over by Bishop Benjamin, whose predecesser died. of 
cholera shortly alley my arrival. This disense works 
great hevoe wl corlali sensors among (nitive. Che 
Rev. Father kindly gave me usefal letters of intro 
lion fo the missiouarios finether wert, Tle Tue recently 
exected a fine building facing (he river, ite whieh the 
Franciscan Fathers have been transferred, their old 
mission house being uow inhabited by the Sisters whe 
havo lately arrived. While the now tuilding was tn 
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course of construction, he suffered a severe loss in the 
almost total destruction. by fire of an immense mass of 
timber which was to be used for it. On the alarm being 
given all the Europeans turned out to his assistance, 
but, owing to the want of any ellicient fire-engine, were 
unable to be of much use. After a considerable time 
a mandarin appeared with several European portable 
hand fire-engines, but the small jets of water thrown by 
them were of no avail to extinguish the now fiercely 
burning pile. 

On proceeding Lo tlre scene of the couflagration, I was 
somewhat surprised to find a Chinaman at a consider- 
able distance from it diligently throwing water upon 
the reflection of the flames on the eaves of his house. 
Finding it impossible to satisfy him that his house 
was not on fire, I left him to his unprofitable labour. 

In 1888 the Chinese new year occurred about the 
middle of February, and this is the most important 
festival in the year. During the ceremonies all work 
is suspended, and the whole population give themselves 
up to festivity and the payment of new year calls. All 
monetary scilements are concluded, and should a Chinese 
find himself mable to meet his liabilities, he frequently 
prefers death by his own hand to the dishonour. At this 
season it is the custom to send a servant to paste the 
card of the intending visitor upon the doors of all his

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acquadulances, and the effet of (he doors sometimes 
ahnost covered wilh visiting ends of various eolotes is 
vather curions. | do net knew whether this enstom is 


general. 

Whon the river is low, ithe whiter aul ceaely spehig, 
numbers of begyars may he seen tiluthiting the shallow 
caves scooped, oul by the asetion of the water on the 
bank, which is composed of conglomerntes 

There Uhey exist—for it cut hardly be ealled living 
---in a most miserable state, skinning and) cooking for 
food cats, dogs, ov anything Chat Chey era hey Chote hads 
upon, totally indifferent as to whether they have caught 
and killed than ov whether they have died a atival 
death, many lying pon small heaps of damp sha 
or reeds, and all in stich aw alates of disense, diet, aad 
destitution as world be haadtly eredited, When fi the 
town the heggars all erry sles te pratect therselyes 
from the dogs, who instinetively seem to knew and in 
variably abllack them on leaving a house where they 
have heen begging. These beggars are very potsistent, 
bub are somathnes cruelly treated hy thet cieher 
brethren. A case enme (omy knowhalge where a tied 
Chinese caused a quantity of boiling water mixed with 
wood ashes to be thrown over the baek of ene who 
had seated himself on his doorstep and refased to leave. 
The unfortunate man, who was terribly injuved, was 
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taken to the Rev. G. Cockburn’s hospital for treatment, 
where his wounds were dressed, but they were so severe 
that he died in a few days. No one was punished for 
this, the mandarin declining to take any action in the 
case as the injured man’s friends had no money and, 
therefore, he could not squeeze them, 

In February the ground was covered with snow, 
the river very low, and looking as black asink, It was 
difficult to realise that in August the heat had been so 
intense. 

Various kinds of vegetables are grown in the vicinity 
of the town, also cotton; and women may be seen 
spinning and weaving the latter into yarn and cloth 
while sitting outside the doors of their houses. 

Tn times of unusual drought long processions headed 
by a magisivate may be seen, The meu composing 
them are decorated with wreaths of small green branches 
of tees intermingled with lotus leaves, and many carry 
gongs or brass cymbals, as considerable noise seems to 
be considered necessary to attract the deity’s attention. 
Thus they perambulate the iown and the droughty fields 
util the rain comes, which is then attributed to their 
efforts or entreaties, 

On the opposite side of the river to the English 
settlement there is a conspicuous pyramidal hill. For 
some reason or another the natives took it into their 
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heads that this would bring trek to the foredners, ane 
they therefore, ut considerable expense, built a joss 
house ona hill of nearly as great an alitueles sitnated

A large species of sturgeon, Prephriis gladius, may 
he seen exposed for aule in sections in the city, Che (leah 
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much resembling beef in appearance. These fish some- 
limes attain a weight of over 2,000 Ibs., and are captured. 
in nets, The meat is, however, coarse and unpalatable 
to Europeans. When on an expedition down the river 
Tonce had an opportunity of purchasing a living spe- 
cimen; but though I was only about eighty miles from 
the town, the fisherman refused to take my Ichang 
notes, which was the only form of money I had with 
me; consequently this chance of securing a large 
specimen to send home was lost. 

Au excellent fish for food, and much appreciated by 
the Iuropeans, is the mandarin fish, It is small and 
averages about a pound, rarely reaching more than 
four, in weight. Shaped somewhat like a bream, it is 
of a beautiful light silvery brown colour on the back 
and silvery while underneath. It is fairly common, and 
is captured both by nets and lines. In the river is 
also found a large species of carp, which forms a con- 
siderable article of diet among the natives; it atlains a 
weight of 25lbs, The whole river is teeming with 
fish of many other sorts, which are much fished for by 
the natives, who are expert anglers, in various ways. 

The abundance of fish is so great that the natives 
are at certain times in the habit of setting long lines 
with many hooks attached to short lengths at small in- 

‘tervals, These are shot across the stream withoul any 
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bait whateva, and with a tambien laos i whieh Chere 
is bell, at Che further end, Phe fish comings chown the 
atreu e enn hie qaiatities (hooked fon, af eartiase), 
and if one of special siz is hooked, its ateagedes sid thes

Situated on the appasite hank af (he vives to de 
town iva small village, knowin to the Maropeam as the 
Otter Villages from the fiet that the natives there made 
uso of otters for fishing. "These alters niay he seen any 
day tied up in the bows of the sunpans, and appear to 
he qnite tame. 
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On the other side of the river, at the village of 
Amman-miao, the Europeans have a small cemetery, 
where they have great difficulty in preventing the 
Chinese from desecrating the graves. During ny stay 
I was present at the funeral of a young missionary who 
had died of dysentery at Sha-shih. 

An interesting trip may be made from Ichang to a 
hill known to Europeans as ‘The Dome.’ It is situated 
some little distance inland on the right bank of the 
river below the town, from which it may be seen on 
clear days, the top of the hill having a dome-like ap- 
pearance, whence its name. It is approached by a very 
picturesque valley, which is called the Monastery 
Valley, in which there is a temple and cave, called 
Tung-woung-iung, on the side of a hill. In the cave is 
a lake which is held in great veneration by the Chinese, 
and which has no visible inlet or outlet. Turopeans 
are not allowed to thoroughly explore it, and it is pro- 
bable that it is some enlargement of a subterranean 
river, which aré not uncommon in the district. 

Tn the month of September one is often surprised 
to sce thousands of tiny lighted lamps floating down on 
the surface of the river. They sometimes extend for 
miles, and are started at some little distance above ihe 
Chinese city. They ave offerings to the deity for the 

« souls of those who have lost their lives by drowning in 
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the river, and cousist simply of aceup with a litte oil, 
into whieh a wiek extends. ‘The wieks are formed of 
the pith of a rush whieh is found higher up dies iver, 
the trade dn whieh is considerable and the nae af 
transport curions, Several borts bein lashed tupether, 
huge stacks of the pith, packed in bales, are bail upon 
‘them mil the structure ix the size of a goad darpe 
house, ‘They are then floatedt down the stresia, and dat 
wonder of a stauger on first seeing sneha toatiinges pile 
is oxereised ats Go whut it ean possibly: be.

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CHAPTER IIL 
EXPEDIMONS YO CIANG-YANG AND SIN-TAN RAPID 


‘Want of forort noav rivor~ Chang-yang—Journey to—Dosoription of

‘Nas chief diffenlty that prescnts itself in China to the 
entomologist is the lack of accessible virgin forest, and 
the want of reliable information as to where the raver, 
or porhaps as yet undiscovered species, may he expected 
to betonnd, ‘The rivers appear to be the natural high- 
roads of the natives, and as (he banks are generally 
thickly populated, the forest has long ago disappeared. 
Marvo Polo spoke of the river Yang-ize as being thickly 
wooded in places where a tree is not. now to be seen for 
miles, and ab the present day there are no trees worth, 
folling within any distance of a siream that might be 
ulilised to float the logs to a market. 

After many inquiries, T heard from a native botani- 
eat collector in the employ of Dr. Tenry that a district 
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such as Towas di seavel of might le found at threes 
days’ joumey south of Tehang, in the listeiet of Chine 
yang, where (he fovest was of considerable extent, aid 
where also he had ahouse, PT therefore deterniael to 
make an expedition to see if the conntey hore ont bis 
description, aud accordingly set ont on the morninjs of 
October 7, 1887, with three coolies amd oa rauk, whe 
also acted as interpreter, My jommey was made partly 
on foot and. partly ina chair, After crossing the river 
and Gaversing the flat country on the Danka 1} entered 
a valley, and found iny fivst sleeping atation on a sual 
hill called Shih-te-yah, twenty miles from the start, 
Tore f found the conntry begiming Co pot titeventings 
fo anataralist, On starting the next morning | tonal 
the road at first deseonded slightly, and new che pine 
trees appenved growing in ¢liumps tn i soil of a vito 
brown colow. ‘hese were the first conileraus trea 
met with, and [now entered a valloy of great leaty, 
which was studded with precipitons kiotls crews 
with a few firs and thick undergrowth, ‘This valley 
trends to the wastward for seven miles, aid one pened 
through shady copses of gracefnl bumbon, some leing 
nearly 2 mile Jong. As L procewded the vegolition 
became much more varied, and patches of cultivated 
ground were mot with. Tt had every appearmen af 
being rich in entomologioal species, antl 1 determined ta + 
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make a station here at the proper season the following 
year for the purpose of collecting. After proceeding 
for about seven miles further I came to some paper 
mills, where the material manufactured is bamboo. 
The buildings, or rather huts, were wretched in the ex- 
“treme, but as there was no choice of better, I decided to 
stop the night. Starting at 780 A.. the next day, the 
first range of hills was soon met with. The road turned 
sharply to the left and led nearly due south, the ascent 
being very stecp in some places; so much so, indeed, 
that in many places flights of steps had been cut. 

T passed. many beautiful gorges and valleys, and hav- 
ing travelled about fifteen miles over a very up-and-down 
road, reached a small Chinese village of about 250 huts, 
but which contained a new native inn, where I took 
up my quarters, ¢ nd found it, for a wonder, to be very 
clean, The highest altitude reached during the day 
was nearly 8,000 feet, and the village was situated in a 
valley. 

The nexl morning, after journeying for an hour 
along the ordinary road, I arrived at the foot of a high 
range, which T called afterwards the ‘barrier.’ T here 
determined to leave the main road and make the ascent ; 
but as ib was exceedingly steep and precipitous, and the 
mountain foot-(rail very rough and winding, it was 
necessary to gel additional assistance in carrying the 
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loads, the Tehang coolies being quite ineapable of petting 


them np; and Inckily Tavas able to engage some of the 
mountaineers, who have a totally diferent. way of erry 
ing from the natives of the plaing, ‘Mee have a cetqs 
conical basket, fhuttencd on the side whieh is nest their 
back, and springing round in a bold semieirely. © At the 
top of the flat side ave two large beekets Uirough whieh 
‘the arms are passed. ‘This is called a pees, and after 
ib has been filled to the brim they pile up articles on the 
top till they reach high above their hewls when in tte 
ourying position, and lash them securely dawn. ‘They 
all carry sticks, and use them when resting to stppire 
their loads, one end hei placed on dhe gronnd acl the 
other under the bottom of Che gayle, 

The ascent took whout two hours and n lialt) and 
there was only one nition the path ip. Heresy the awner 
being luckily ab home, we were ahle to ped sent water 
and vest awhile, From this point the track trends ti 
the west aud is more level, and at best midday 1 
arrived at two hints, ‘The aneroid here showed lat die 
altitude reached was 4,200 feck ‘The countey was 
park-like, with detached chumps of timber, and warereat 
by several amall streams. Across a valley 1 eeulel seen 
high range thickly wooded, and felt contident. duet thin 
must be the virgin forest that De. Henry's collestar lind 
informed me of. ‘By dint of hard work [ Inter fo 
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reach the edge of the forest at § pat, and soon found the 
house that he told me he had there (altitude 4,700 feet). 
I have every reason ‘to believe that I was the first 
European who had ever visited the place, and I may 
mention that, when I came to stay here later on, natives 
would make journeys of four or five days: to see the 
Foreign Devil who they heard was living there. . Being 
very. tired, I was glad to find a fairly decent house, and 
after tea turned in early. 

On the next day, October 10, I started to reconnoitre 
and make inquiries of such, natives as I might be fortu- 
nate enough to meet with, for the district is very thinly 
populated, the few that do inhabit it growing a little 
Tndian corn for their food, and it is worthy of note that 
here they will not eat rice. Before T had gone far I 
came across the tracks of a wild pig, which I followed 
for some distance, and. then, not far from it, found the 
remains of a domestic pig that had evidently been killed 
by aleopard, for the tracks could be plainly seen, These 
T decided to follow, and found they led into the thick 
jungle, where in most places it was impossible to advance 
excdpt upon hands and knees. Soon I came upon 
the lairs of two of them, which they must have very 
recently quitted, for they were still warm to the hand; 
probably the brutes had been alarmed at my approach. 
The jungle now became so thick, and progress so slow, 
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that Twas reluctandy abliged to give up the pursiits 
and perhaps it would have been wiser never to lave 
“ attompted if, as they would have heow very awkyetel 
customers in such a élose thicket. 

T remained until October lk by whieh tiie TE tud 
satisfied myself that the locality was admirably adapted 
for making collections, provided it was visited at che 
proper season. of the year, UC therefore made iuringse: 
ments to fake the house for fonr months tie dhe followings 
spring and summer, aul shall deseribe the plice more 
fully when dealing with my longer visit. Before leaving 
Tascended to the ridge of the range, the alditude of whieh 
T found to be 6,500 feet, die sonthorn slope being more 
grassy than the northorn, Pheasants were fairly plentt: 
fal, both Reeves’ and the vommon, and t shot several 
hefore T lett, 

As it-was useless to think of colleeting in Chingy: 
yang in the early part of the yeu ils altitude being 
too great, Towishodk to make a shork expedition mp the 
river to see what could be done close to its bunks. Por 
this purpose the Consul very kindly lent me his hoarse: 
boat, and in her T loft. on Mareh 80. 7 hid often 
heard from the Muvopeans of im enormous creeping 
plant not far from the town, but on the opposity side of 
the river, and I now determined to nuke a visit te if, 
When at some little distance off, it presents He appa: 
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ance of a large mass.of dark-green foliage, and on land- . 
ing Tfound that there were two separate plants growing 
just above the high-level water mark of the river, and 
in such a position that the bases of the trunks would 
‘be submerged during floods, These plants formed a 
truly remarkable sight, the stems being much larger 
round than a man’s body, and growing in a slanting 
direction; branches are thrown out all round, and creep 
over a clump of bamboos which support them from the 
ground, some of the branches reaching to a height of over 
sixty feet from the surface. They cover a considerable 
avea—not less, in my estimation, than half an'acre each, 
After a diligent search I found a few seeds among the 
dead leaves on the ground, and one seed pod. As this 
was not its lowering season, I paid another visit when 
it was in bloom, and found the blossoms were papilio- 
naceous, about the size round of a florin, and produced 
in bunches about a foot long from the main stem and 
principal branches... They were of a deep maroon 
colour and waxy appearance, the interior being covered 
with stiff hairs, and are much sought after by hymenop- 
terous insects ; so much go, indeed, that their buzzing is 
almost sufficiently loud to drown ordinary conversation 
beneath, The seeds are the size of large broad beans, 
and are contained in pods about six inches long. ‘This 
remarkable plant is evergreen, and the branches are 
D 
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inhabited by munerous species of Liirds, nuuagrst 
which pigeous and aeveral kinds of thrush were tos! 
common. 

The ground beneath (hese creepers fornps a taveneite 
playground for native children, who carey olf thee secs 
for playthings. Near this a gpecios of sony Cree praws, 
and attains a height of seventy or eighty feet, with a 
girth of about six fect. Hs foliage resembles that al the 
common ash, but is of a darker green, with thee testes 
nob so pointed, Tha tasefal part is the pod, whieh is 
gathered, stoved, and used, withont ray farther prepay 
Hion, in the sme way and for the sme purpose as sop 
is used. These pods are of dark-brown colo, nod 
about six inches Jong. Amore highly peigel pul is 
produced on the momtniig, and this is shorter (nt 
thickor than that grown on (he plats, The tree pro 
ducing ib appears lo he a species of aeacha, judging 
from the Jew! and flower, the latter Deine yedlow, Cure 
mab by taken when sing this mtu! sep thar die 
hands are free from eats or abrasions, for it (ada dei 
out ab onee and canses fitense pain, Mor thie sane 
reason it camob be used for the frees as ita prurtiole 
enters the eye it is ab least adn hour before the putin 
is got rid off 

Passing up the river, T now entered the lehang 
Gorge, where the scenery is magnifiveent.  lastaul of 
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low, swampy banks, the river is here confined by 
mountains and precipices, The towing path is now 
confined to one side of the river only, and sometimes 
has to be cut out of the face of aclif. In the course 
of a few hours J reached. the village of Pin-san-pa, where 
oranges are cultivated by the natives. This is a small 
Le-kin, or Custom House station, where native boats are 
exumined, After a short stay the journey up the river 
was vesuined, and Shi-pi-san was soon reached. This 
is a village about filleen miles from Tchang, situated on 
the vight bank of the river, andvat the upper extremity 
of the gorge, : 

The river here takes « sharp bend to the northward, 
and from this point may be seen a range of mountains 
to the southward and away [rom the river, which 
[ ascended when on another expedition, but found too 
much cultivated ground to make it a good collecting 
station, The first night was passed here, and starting 
the next morning at 5.30, the bend of the river was 
followed round, and the same precipitous banks were 
found, which in some places were very prettily covered. 
with vegetation, among which ferns were conspicuous, 
ill, ab 8 eat, the Mu-ian Rapid was reached, which is 
vemarkable only as being the first on the river. Track- 
ing on till dark, a small village was reached, where the 
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‘boat was secured for the night. 
ne 
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On proceeding the nest ooridige the Te tanp Kapil 
was rynchod and salely passed ih onet bein very dill 
cult in the low state of the riser, bat is chimeeroits when 
the water is rising, and also when it be high he viver 
here widens ont considerably, stud most at due dangers 
of the rapids were exposed, many af the hope pranite

The seenery is very wild and rovkyy and alia a 
Travd day's work the boat was made fist for die night 
a abort five mites helow the velelmated Sin tan Rapid. 
Starting erly the next morning: the Laken Chorpre wis 
passed through, the river now Urkinge it ship tien toy 
the south, aud (hen, rottneling: it slecprueky clit) almost 
immediately turns to the westward mcgin. ‘Phin pre 
diwes a curions efloct on ascending the river, ag at frat 
glance one is apt to Utink Uhr farther [reyes is 
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impossible, ‘The scenery is very fine, as may be seen. 
from the iustration, ‘The gorye is nol long, but is 
dark and gloomy, and soon breaks into a more open 
country. Tlere on the left bank a vein of shale about 
(wo yards thick crops up, and is worked by the natives. 
Cormorants may be seen nesling among the crags. Sin- 
tan was reached at about twelve o’clock, and T saw for 
the first time this notorious rapid. ‘The boat I was in 
was Loo old to venture to inake the ascent, and, more- 
over, was not filted with the necessary beams. It was 
low waler now, and the most dangerous time at the 
vapid, for wheu the iver rises sampans and junks may 
be seen ascending and descending in comparatively 
smooth water. There is, T believe, suflicient water for’ 
a light-draught steamer at all times, but at some little 
distance oul. T gathered fvom the natives that when 
the river ig at ils lowest some of the rocks are visible 
ahove the surface. , 

The most dangerous part is in the centre, where 
there are many whirlpools, and there is great aumnal 
loss of life from drowning. The large junks have at 
low water to he lightened before passing up, part of 
the cargo being carried by coolies to the other end of 
the vapid, where it isvestowed. Most of the population 
get. their living by tracking and transporting cargocs. 
“~On April 20 hired a sampan above the vapid and 
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proceeded up the Mean Gorge, where verfient clits 
deseend sheer into the water, whirk ia itis fathoms 
deep. [tb fook Ovo bors te venel (eather cud, wherg 
the banks opened and one was able te bud Hea | 
gob a few bulterilies, but nothing worthy ot mention, 
After Giffin} vehirned to Sin tot, amd on Iseeltag: ved 
walking through the village te amy boat 1 twive heal 
snd thrown inomy fae, ancl waa frequently diated, 
Lativibnted hiv exhibition of hostility hy the natives 
to thei comaating me dt some way with arnimenuy Cau 
had reached them of the river hein apened ta steer 
traffic, which, it ever did happen. worltl of eons 
seriously damage, Io notruiiy their prinedpal soured af 
‘livelihood.

On petting: ott 
hoard there was a fair wind, and a start was males ont 
the return journey, A short distance dawn a tanptinge 
looking gorge was seen rumuinge down tothe river, It 
on landing T found only disappointaent awaiting, for 
T soon Sonnd ny progress efleetnally barred hy awaten 
fall tumbling aver Unclimbable vorha, Chow byt is one 
of the oxtphordinary pachs, or vathor ladders, nade hy a 
sories of stops out into the almost perpendietua snetiee 


of the rock, taking advantage of every fr¥orrd 
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gradient and ledge, and zig-zagging up in a most. 
curious fashion, somelimes making a very wide sweep 
to avoid an overhanging spur or perpendicular surface, 
On atiempting it I found that the ascent was very 
tiring, and the descent extremely difficult, if not 
dangerous. ’ 

On April 3 the homeward journey was continued, 
and on landing ab a gorge I found that T could ascend. 
it and reach some mountains about four miles inland. 
There was, however, loo much cultivated land to make 
it worth while to collect, indigenous vegetation being 
found in the glens only. tn these are large boulders 
of grey granile and much iron pyrites, The next 
day I collected in such glens as I found accessible, 
and stopped for the night at (he village of Nan-too. 
From this place is seen a range of hills, which ave made 
vory conspicuous by having their front of high white 
cliffs, one being a precipice 2,000 feet deep. ‘The range 
is crowned with many, sharp peaks, one of which is 
called by the natives the ‘Needle of Ieaven,’ 

On April 6 Ichang was again reached, and this 
short trip conchided,

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mace arrangements to get ag many thousands of the large 
cash as T thought T should require from the hankers 
and merchants. Their weight was considerable, and 
the cost of anspor added not a little to the expense 
of the jowney up. 

T then saw to my collecting boxes, cases, &c., all of 
which were made of teak, the only wood I found service- 
able in the damp climate in which Iwas 1o live for four 
months. For firearms I had a double 12, a small 
collecting gun, a Winchester repeater, and a revolver, 
L also laid in a stock of tinned provisions, as from former 
experience I found that nothing eateble, except Tndian 
corn and millet, was to be had I was afterwards 
much disappointed with these, as a large proportion 
turned out to be bad. ; 

These things, together with Wy clothing, bedding, 
nets, &e., made loads for fifteen evolics. Jt is never 
advisable lo hire these in the street, but to go Lo a hong, 
where no doubt a little more has to be paid, bnt then 
a wrillen agreement can be made with the manager, 
whereby he is made responsible for the honesty of the 
men he may send you, and be held liable in case of 
thell. 1b should also be stipulated that a head coolie 
is sent for every seven to ten men, who is, again, made 
responsible for the men under his charge. THe is paid 
ab Lhe sane vate as the others, but carries a lighter load, 
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and his duties ave to keep his nen upeto their work, 
md make all areaements for their feelings Wes Tt 
is always usual to give a ead or present at the 
end of a jotuney if the men have hehived) theneielves 
well, The hongs where coolies are tu he enpaued: tre 
licensed by thy local government, 

My passport [or the provinee of [hte pel lievinge been 
already obtained at Tankew, and all being rentdy tars 
start, T eft Tehaig on Ayril 16, aceompanind by De, 
‘Henry as far as the Inrvier, behaving obtained three 
months’ leave, which he tutendetl te spel ina leds.

The journey lo Chang-yang Iie been described 
before, and the oyly dillerence hetween thia ed the 
former journey was that it oeenpied four cays iuateal 
of three, Tavrivingatany destination on April 20, 

Here T found that-hut house had bean sheer ant 
and cleaned for my reception, Tt was abort SQ ford by 
20 feet, with mul walls abort 12 tet tiga, aud tel nun 
earthen floor anda thatehed rout, lit ne intemal divi- 
sions. ‘This was ineonveuient, anil ag xeon ye pomailale |. 
got a rough native carpenter in, mad muade hin build a 
partition right across frony the ridge tothe floor. Th 
the partition T had adoor fitted with a Took, se hat any 
collections, money, and other valuables might be kept 
in reasonable security; and ay this private room of 
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mine was fairly lofty, I had a boarded floor put in, 
about eight feet from the ground, and ascended to it 
by means of a ladder from the outside, ‘This I made 
my bedroom, and when the arrangements were com- 
pleted, found myself fairly comfortable. In the outer 
room the cooking was done, and here the coolies, col- 
lectors, &c., assembled. The outer doors were secured 
ou the inside by two stout pieces of timber sliding across 
as a protection against robbers, who are reputed to be 
vommon, in this particularly wild region. 

The day after my arrival I paid off and discharged 
the Ichang coolies, keeping only my cook and inter- 
preter and aboy with me. Soon after their departure 
J found that the large cash I had-peen to such trouble 
to. secure had all been changed fér.gmall, and upon in- 
quiry discovered that the thief Was’a native of the dis- 
trict, who had come down by ‘attangement to assist and 
act as a guide to my coolies, I blamed myself very much 
for having trusted him with such a valuable load, which, 
if it had been taken by a coolie engaged from the hong, 
would in all probability have been delivered untam- 
pered with. The thief naturally kept ont of my way, 
and T was unable to afford time to trace him out and 
have punishment administered, which was unfortunate, 
ag it seta bad example to the other natives, who might 
think they could treat me in the same way. 
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Th was now wet weather, aud tan early fae bnitter 
fies; bab my Une was filly avetipierl ia aged tiie Ue 
native collectors acqnainted with He work wished at 
them, establishing diffrent: xtalions, We. atk tien in 
spare time heating the flowering bushes, with a ligeht 
but closely woven civeular Tasker held auderieatly, ta 
collect the small, but highly interesting, eolvapterats 
insects that aboumd in sueh places, 1) felt eoavineesd 
that the place would eventnally prove veh in hep 
doptera, and in this | was not disappolnterd, 

On April 28 T was fuforned tut a igea Teel killed 
a pony, and upon proceeding to the spot tom the 
pony to be one that my boy and mysel! dtd netierd 
feeding the day before, The tiger mast have bern 
an enormous brute, ag his footmarka aieseaured 4) 
inches across, found diving mny sty that pers 
are very mimnerons tn Que disteiet, and that they cde 
much damage to the livestock of the nutiver, whieh 
consists of horses, ponies, cows, wil pigs. ‘Mhvy never, 
as far ag T could learn, attack lum hein, aud the 
natives are slvangely careless in Uhe protection of their 
livestock, Pigs, for exunple, are usually kept ina 
small bamboo pen by the side of the hu, al if one ix 
taken out by a tiger, the owner will replace it as Koon 
as he is able; bul the idea of using a few more humboos 
in making the pen or sly secure against another attuek; 
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does not appear to enter into his head. Yoison is used 
to destroy them, as well as leopards, in the following 
manner, When the remains of an animal that has been 
killed are found, an incision is made down the back of 
the neck, and the skin drawn aside. Two powders are 
then rubbed in, the first, of which a considerable quan- 
tity is used, being of an emerald-green colour ; the other 
is white, and not much (perhaps an ounce) is con- 
sidered sufficient. I was unable to find out what these 
powders consisted of, and it would be inleresting to 
know, for they are undoubtedly very effective in poison- 
ing the tigers or leopards, whose flesh is invariably de- 
youred again by their poisoners, afer having been 
otled in two or three waters, and, as far as I conld 
hear, without any ill-ollects following. 

On. visiting a carcass that has been poisoned, the 
natives arm themselves with long spears, the only occa- 
sion on which they are carried except when in the pursuit 
of wild pig. Many people in China assured me that 
pigs and tigers are never found together in the same 
locality, but Iam convineed they are mistaken, as here 
they both ovcurred plentifully, and leopards as well, 
Tn small covers and jungles it is quite possible that the 
presence of a tiger or leopard might cause a general 
exodus of the pigs; but in forest lands, such as are 
-found here, they exist together in numbers, The only 
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tiger that T saw eve destroyed hy potson dra hillert st 
pig on dune 28, and partly eaten it, ‘Pave genaniay weet se 
poisoned in the manner previously deseriluad, and lett 
till the next morning, when, on approaching, Hee latte 
was seon ahont a hundred yards frome it pty ina 
helpless, cramped condition, and it very scorn diel Tt 
proved to bea fine young mule, aud measared as fol 
lows: Tip of nose to base of tail, GH) huchos ¢ tai 
Inches; round head, 29 inehes; somnd nid, 25 inehes 
round fore-arm, 28 inches 5 length of fore log, 20 duedies y 
round fore-foot, 184 inches; length of dined Igy at 
inches; round hind foot, 10 inches. Might euoties were 
required to carry the carcass to Che lonae, wheae it wan 
triced up to a boum and skimmed. "This aperttion, te 
gether with cutting the flesh off The bones, tuk se grent 
partof the night; Che latter was widertiken as | wishead 
lo preserva the skeleton, 

The meal, &o., was al cavvied off wid thevanted, the 
bones being pul to macerilo; and now nouew dill 
culty presented itself to me, ‘This was how te prevent 
their being stolen, as they are worth at leat hint y ticks, 
and ave used partly in medicine, Some are supposed te 
be most effective in strengthening Uhe museles an whitel, 
they are rubbed, a rounded bone of the hint hae heinye 
much prized for this purpose, I therefore kept them in 
a tub of water in the house until my nostrils celled ,« 
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They were Chon pit ont of doors ab some distance 
aways bib | was obliged to have a coolie on guard day 
and night over the tub, ant owing to these preeantions 
Tmanaged (ao keep the skeleton entire, 

Yo show how common tigers are, Tmay mention 
that (his figer was killed on dune 29, and on duly 2a 
tiger kiled a pony, both of these being close to my 
house, while from a hamlet about two miles distant, 
nid situated aver a spr af Che monntain, Thad almost 
daily reports of domestic animals, such as ponies, oxen, 
ant pigs, being killed by (gers or leopards, 

Wik pigs are common, and do much damage ab 
night in the fields of Pndian corn, the mischief most 
frequently heing done when dhe grain is vipe ov nearly 
ga. AL tha time they are sometimes surprised by 
the natives and killed with (he long spea's mentioned 
before, At other tines they ave marked inte detached 
patches of jungle or small woods, and snrvonnded and 
kiMed, 

One day vw native bronght me two wild bons’ husks 
al some af Che fine, ahnast hristle-tike, quills af dhe 
porenpine, ‘These he wished to sell to me, saying they 
were the (eath and whiskers of an enormots (iger. Tle 
asked a laladous price for them; but upon my telling 
him to what anbnals they had once belonged, he 
eventually alleved fo make me a present of then, 
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Acamall species of deoy is form in the rocky parts 
of the forest, whieh are very didiealt af neces. They 
ave far from belug connuon, but en ane aecusion a 
specimen was bronght in alive, whieh 1 puredaisedt, 
Unfortumately, T failed to keep it for tong, 

Porerpines are common, diving: among: the rocks, 
but being noetwmal in they hibits are net alien see, 
Their quills may be frequently pieked wp, andl miaubers 
wore brought in hy my collectors, Talsa obtained: a 
young specimen alive, anid sent it to Min, Montgomery 
at Ichang, where it lived and thrived, 

Golden pheasants were not found near niy hose, 
Dat at a place abows two days’ jommioy clistiunt qpencead 
to. he numerous, as mimy were bron te nie alive, 
having heen snaved by the leg, ‘the gone aul 
Reeves’ pheasants were plontifal where T lived, ancl t 
occasionally shot them to vary my diet of Taina earn 
sake, but being out of seaxon they were nat very palit 
table. ‘These also were caught by the natives in snares, 
Inoticed a species of woodeuek here, hut it was net hy 
any means common, 

The poppy is cultivated in the valleys for tha pri 
duction of opium, which is used priieipally te buter 
for goods brought from the towns, 

In May and June the enekoo may he heard remind: 
ing one of home, and the air ty loaded with dhe fragrances 
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af the Loneysiiekle, Avalaas grow to 2 height of from ; 
tvelve to fourteen feet, and are covered with pink 
hlossoms. ‘Chere is also a very fine clematis running 
over the rocks, Higher up in the forest, rhododen- 
“dvous ave found growing luxuriantly and in. many fine 
varictios, some specimens being twenty feeb high and 
bearing large white fragrant blossoms. ‘Towards. the 
north the country is much broken; range alter range 
could be seen on a clear day trom my mud house. Look- 
ing to the west, the spurs aro covered with dense forest, 
antl T remember on one partioular moonlight night the 
Dlack forest standing ow’ againat the horizon, the 
loneliness, isolation anc wildness of the scene were 
Mash tupressive, 

Afyer residing for two months here, reports were 
constinfly teaching me theb the natives had convinced 
themselves that my stay would bring them bad luck,” 
One day U found a disorderly crowd.at my house, and 
heard that a big meeting was to he held the following 
day to consider what steps should he taken to vemove , 
me. Two days later T found notices pasted on the 
frees all round, to the effect thas any native who’ was 
fowid to hégcollecting for me, or assisting me in any 
way, would be bambooed, and stating that T was 
bringing bad luck to the district, At the same time 1 
was threatened that, if I did not remove immediately,

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Tshowld be ted up ton tree and beaten, Tila these 
civeumstanees my work came toa studatill, but TE fede 
sure that the stale of afltirs coal dee renmealied hy 
application to the proper anthority, Leaving all iy 
things in the house in charge of the interpreter, | 
started for Tchang, with one eoolic only, on duly 28, sand 
travelling light, made the journey iy Gye days, Cbeae | 
atance went la her Majesty's Consul (lv. Gregory), who 
ab my request reported the state of alltivs to the prefoet 
of the town, Letters were timmeditely seat hy hin to 
the magistrate al Chang-yang by special mamers yan 
after making sure that these were well an their way, 
T started on my return journey on Angst Ay ae Twins 
especially anxious not to lose any tine, Twi again 
only to days on the road, and on arriving found the 
house safe and everything quietly the object of ny 
jowney heing known, had somewhat damped the 
ardour of some of the more prominent ayituorn, On 
August 12 seven men arrived bearing a despatel for 
me from the Chang-yang magistrate. ‘Mey naked me 
to explain overything fo them, and after having: done 
so and also indicated the ringleaders of the disturbances, 
they squeezed them to the extent of several thonsnud 
cash (a considerable sum for suet peor people), tad had 
notices put up throughout the district, in every village 
and hamlet, commanding Chat | was to Le defi at peste, 
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Tlaving done this they left, and T had no more trouble 
of the sort, evorything going on smoothly and all the 
collectous rejoining my-.service, ‘Che weather was, how- 
aver, now beginning to get cold, with heavy rain, showing 
plainly that the season for collecting was drawing to a 
loge, and (hat C should soon have to return, T decided 
before going to make an oxeursion over the summit of 
the range wud into the valley heyoud. When T gottothe 
ridge T suw that the country to the southward was much 
more open, there being no forest; the surface also was 
more cullivated, and there were no more mountain 
rages near, but it was much cut up by deep ravines 
and watereourses, Which were vich in beantifal plants, 
flowers, und ferns, Tt is no exaggoration to say that 
ii is quite possible to (atk to a man across one of 
these ravines when it would perhaps take two days’ 
journey fo veach hin, so deep and precipitous ave they 
uid dangerous to traverse, The watercourses, which 
are very munevous, form tributaries of the Btu River, 
which enters the Yang-ize liventy miles below Ichang, 
and is navigable for sampans only for some distance 
fron. tis mouth, Tlere is found tho tree whose sap 
produces vegelable varnish (Zehus vernicifera?), Th 
prows bo about the size of an ordinary ash or walnut 
on the sides of the slopes at considerable elevation, In 
the month of May longitudinal incisions are made in 
u2 
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the trim and finbs, and at the lawee end of cael is 
inserted the shell of a species of freshwater intesed, dita 
which the sap, whieh iv of the eomsistenee at chink 
cream, flows, ‘These ave eavelilly emptied inte a 
wooden bucket every morning, snd the Tileertines is 
continued for about a fortnight. ‘The quantity af sap 
produced from each ineisiow ix very smalle raul it takes 
along time to half fithe bueket. The colleetars suflie 
from a severe forme of rash. Chis varnish isan iatiele 
of cousiderable imporlanee. and forms with walnut, 
which are produced in qrantities, wel a anid) quantity 
of opium, the only articles of commerce. "To ofa very 
inforior quality, the conmionest pottery, saad eoarae 
native colton cloth are the only ticles broiglt ite 
this poor aul priniiive region, where the syste al 
barter genevally prevails, Ti this aeeiggibnasteliael a 
certain species of glutinous-looking figs ja fated 
growing in lamps on various sorts of treed in diamp 
places, and this is much appreciated as an article ef 
food. My coolies collected ay mach as they ear, and 
after constming what they wished, took the remainder 
to Icha to give lo their frieuds orte sel My ex 
pedition to the south extended ever three tive, and on 
my veturn fo the house | commenced to make prepare 
tions for a retwn to Teh. Teal congratahite 
myself upon having made a vory satiafnetory eallection 
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in spite of the diffenitios that were pub in my way. 
Thosy that have heen mentioned were nob the onty 
ones, tad as a farther ilustration of the way in which 
J was treated, on one Gecasion one of my men, collect- 
ing w large species of Ornithoptera, wafortunaiely 
damaged a few shools of growing Tudian corn, doing 
harm. bo the oxtent probably of twenty cash. An old 
woman cane wp, and poured Lorth upon us some of the 
most lowery portions of the Chinese language with such 
volnbility and persistence that she cased a crowd to 
collect, and to avoid a disturhance L was obliged fo 
pay 2,000 cash, 1b took some Gine getting everything 
together and packed, golling (he rapparatus from the 
nulive collectors, aul especialy seeing to the hottles 
containing eyanide (as to Teave these among such a 
enveless and ignorant people would be culpable), and 
arranging for stationing collectors fov the following 
season, Ablast, having completed everything, 1 lett for 
Iohang, and took four doys over the journey, T found 
(he viver very high, and (he current go stvang that the 
hoat was swept down two miles and tucl to be (racked 
up on (he other side,

My colleations from Chang-vangg were now finally lacked 
over, parked up, and despatched au, Whe this 
was finished several excursions were minde clown the 
river, and syeh as omizht interest thee render will be 
described, 

On November 17, the Cousul having kiully oflivedt 
me the uae of his honse-hoat, | went down to Sha shilt, 
which is eighty miles from Teh, and beige with the 
current, the journey wax made in one tay. TU stayed at 
this place for afew hours, and found two Bugliste 
missionaries, Me. and Ms, Culatons Che former kindly 
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accompanied me (through the town. It is a place of 
cousiderable size, having a population of about 100,000, 
and hus five siveets aud shops for a Chinese town, Th is 
wv large (rade contre, and at certain seasons hundreds of 
junks may he seon waiting for the water to fall, in order 
to proceed up the river, They form rows nearly lwo 
miles long, and thickly packed off the town; their 
cargoes being principally colton goods for the wp-viver 
ports, Mr, Gulston informed ime that last: year the 
cholera worked tewifie destruction among the inhabi- 
bunts of the town, and that the stench from the corpses 
was almost wibearahle, the Chinese eustort being to 
allow a considermble (ime to elapsa bedween death and 
itovment, withowl taking into any consideration the 
stile of the weather, : 

Continuing down the stream, Loavvived at To-sia, 
thivty miles farther, on the 19th. Tlaving heard that 
(hore weve some Takes inland that were much frequented 
hy warling birds, | wished to visil then and have some 
shooting, if possible. [ landed with one of my men 
and, with the intention of spending the night on shore, 
hired a eoolie, who professed (o know the way, lo carry 
my things, After several hours walk through a very 
fertile countey in which tohacco and sugar are largely 
grown, and aveing no traces of the Jakes, he brogght 
me toa large and thiekly populated village, where f 
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found the inhabituats very badly disposed towards 
foreigners, 

There Tavas stonedt nck tiaudted, let pettiige caviny aay 

quickly as possible, proceeded with the coolio in further 
search of the lakes. He proved to beau ulter dnpostar, 
for I never saw a lake the whole day, and afler mother 
walk of somo distance found anysell fee sinatl vitligs, 
where I was told by the peasuats Ui by ments ol tt 
stream near T could got down fo the river dia wmmpan 
t6 within.a short distance of the place whore the louse: 
boat lay. T have no hesitation tn siyinge Mint Twas 
deliberately deceived hy false information, for on pros 
ceeding in the direction indicated, no stremn could de 
found. T now found a fresh diffientty, tar the eaolie 
threw down my things anc relive fo emery thea any 
further. 7 

A crowd quickly assembled, aud ffotuwl mynelf ine 
a most disagreeable position, for thay were anythings bib 
friendly, and again stones and mind were throws aus ne. 

- The man Thad brought from the loal ltimeately found 
two men to do the work of the one who lind atruck, and 
Tengaged them at an exorbitant wage, for | was quite ab 

thelr merey. Before they had gone far they pat down 
their loads and refused to proceed further wiles paid 
400 cash, and to this demand I felt obliged to yield. 
A little further on they just put the londs down and lef 
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me For the third time {was in a crowd of natives, 
who appear to quickly assemble in cases of the sort, 
and after more mud-throwing and insults, my boatman 
got two coolies who eventually carried my things down 
to the boat, where 1 arrived ab 11.80 van, after a most 
disaprecuble. time, and having had nothing to eat all 
day. he farmhouses in the district through which 1 
passed appeared to he better and more substantially. 
Dull than usnaly dub the natives are undoubtedly hos- 
tile to Muyopeans, and, among other things, they are 
piven to assemble on the banks of the ziver to pelt with 
stones the steamers rmmning between Hankow and 
Tohang. 

On November 205 commenced my return jommmey 
up Lhe xtreun, and after a few miles found a fisherman 
with a freshly-canght sturgeon still alive, ‘This is the 
fish which, as [have mentioned before, T was wmable to 
purchase. It weighed about 200 catties (260 Ubs.), and 
was hataveen eight aud nine feet long, ‘he captor had 
hauled it np on the bank previous to eutting it wp for 
stla. The boat was secured for the night ab a village 
etled Da-ku, and on trying to procecd tho next morn- 
ing I found that the wind was too strong to allow 
tracking wp-straun, so the boat was huloed over to the 
other side to try on the more sheltered bank 5 but ig was 
of no nee, antl sho had -to be secured ina ereek until 
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the galo subsided, While here, | witnessed for the 
first imo the interesting operation of washing for gold, 
which ig camied on more or tess vl up (he river, 
About forty men were enemyged al Chis part, and worlcer 
in pairs, one man being employed tu digging: the earth 
out of the bank and carrying it to the other, who 
workel the washing apparatus, which was of very erade 
construction, LW consisted of a Dashet slung so a (0 
be easily rocked, aid ef corrse rons metion, having x 
wooden lever attached to rock tl with Undernenth 
was a board about six feet long by four bread, in whieh 
were cul a number of transverse grooved. This was 
fixed in aninclined position, the upper part being ander 
the rocking-hasket. The earth was tipped date the 
basket, the man attending working: dhe lever witht one 
hand, while with the other he threw water into it, Nhe 
contents being thus washed through, van down the in 
clined board, the black sand and gold dust lodging in 
the grooves, and tha lighter soil being washed away. 
About every four hows the grooves were seraped ont, 
and the dust and sand collected in small bags for tuns- 
port home, when it would he treated with merenry to 
collect the gold, The amount recovered, however, is 
very small, and T understood thal the average daily 
earnings were about 100 cash por man—suy Hie. fu 
English money, Only @ Chinese could live upon such 
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asum, and you there ave thousands so engaged in the 
upper paris of the river, 

The next day, the wind having modlevated, 1 was 
able to continue my return voyage up the river, and 
arrived at Sha-shih at about 8 pt, Proceeding up- 
wards again the nexl day, T stopped at what is called 
the Tiger's Tooth Gorge, This is not a gorye in the 
proper sense of the word at all, but simply some hills 
which come close lo the viver banks. On the right 
hank thove is a curious natural bridye at a considerable 
elevation, so high that from the river the sky may be 
seen wuiderneath it, Some years ago a junk laden with 
vw large quantity of shoo silver, the property of the 
Covermment, was wrecked near here; but although 
many altempls were mada to recover her valuable cargo 
they all proved fenitless, nob a single picee of silver 
leing aver recovered, 

1 found on my return that my wife was sullering 
fron: & severe abtack of fever. She was, indeed, so 
seriously iL (at ( considered ib necessary to take her 
to Slanghai for medical advice, and wo therefore em- 
barked in the next steamer for Tankow. Provided 
that the shouls new Sunday [sland are passed without 
the boat gelling aground, the passage usually takes 
about three days, but if the steamer should happen to 

+ pet ashore, she may slop there for some days, At

after threo days more Shanghai is vonched, 

Tere I at once set about gelling: a stpply of tin 
lined cases for the collection | proposed to make in the 
fav west of China and in Tibet, ‘These are made very 
well in Shanghai, but T was unable to get them at 
Ichang, 1 was also fortunate enough to be able to buy 
two large-bore shoulder duck-guns, such things nol 
usually being found for sale here, ‘The Yangtze king 
is the home of myriads of wild-fowl of many kinds, 
andl in the lower part of the river, eapecially at a place 
called Wu-hu, they are shot with comparative case, as 
there are, as a rule, plenty of reeds, rashes, &e., whieh 
afford some cover, Turther up the river, however, 
things change considorably, for there are generally 
plenty of wild-fowl and litle ov no cover, They are, 
therefore, very dilicull to approach, and ae ordiany 
J2-bore is nob of meh use, fF took one of these 
duck-guns afterwards into Tibet, where it proved to he 
of the greatest possible service, 

After a stay of a month al Shanghai my wife had 
nearly recovered from her attack of fever, and | new 
thought it would be safe Lo retwn wp the river mid pre 
pave for my most important trip—that to Tihet, if T eanld 
get as far, The journey up isa more tedious allhiv than 
the journey down, and takes from ten days to three

weeks to acconuplish, the time being according ta the 
strongth of enrvent which has to be combated, ‘When 
the viver is high the current is slrong, and may he aug- 
mented by flood water from certain districts, and the 
floods, unless caused by the melting of tho snow in the 
upper put of the river, ave nearly always local, the 
breadth of the river hed gradually reducing the ap- 
parent volume of water as ib passes down towards 
the sea. ‘Thuy Lchang may be in flood, and at Tlaukow 
only a slight vise may bo observed ; and Mankow may 
he flooded from the Tan River and Tung-ting Lakes, 
while a slight rise only is noted in the lower reaches, 
whore the viver widens considerably. Another cause 
of delay in the upward journey is he uncertainty of 
finding the steamer for the wpper river ready ab Ton- 
kow, lassenyors may have to wail, there for thee or 
four days, 

After Joaving Uankow we soon came to the mouth 
of the Tung-ling Lakes, and saw many of the buats for 
which the district is well known. ‘These are very clean, 
small, and narrow, and ave haltdecked, by which pocu- 
liarities they may ie easily recognised among the other 
river-lrading boats, [tis worthy of note that the river 
tralia soeme to inevoase quite LO] per cent, below the 
entrance to these lakes, indicating that there ts a large 

sinland trade through them. ‘Tho river decreases in 
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volume very much after passingy the entrance, and 
though T made every endeavour to find oul something 
about the district in which they are situated, (failed to 
get any reliable information, That an enormons trade 
takes place through them is evident; Dut as far as T 
could find out, they had nob been explored to their 
southern limits by any Mnropean for many years, if 
ever, and the rivers running into them run from the 
province of Quei-chow, nearly Louching the borders of 
Quang-si and Quang-timg. = This is irrespective of the 
province of Tloo-nan, in which the lukes are sitnated, 
so it is evident that they form a road to the Yan. 
tze-kiang from at least four large previnees. 

On my arrival ab Tchang, 1 commenced hy trying 
to find a boat suitable for my purpose to aseend to 
Kia-ling-fu, and having sullicient room for the storage 
of collections, &e. Tb was soon evident Chat nothing 
was to he bought that was in any way desirable, and | 
had no intention of hiring, as T wished on arrival at 
the town mentioned to discharge the grenter part of 
the crew, and keep the bout afloat as a sort of base to 
which I could send my things as fash as they were eol- 
lected. Nothing remained, then, but to have such a boat 
as I required built, and as soon as possible | had rough 
specifications drawn up, and asked contractors ta jive 
a price. After a fortnight this was to all appearance 
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settled satisfactorily, I having given the contract to a 
native builder, and with the promise of a preminm for 
each day she was in the water before a cortain date, he 
at the same time being Hable to a corresponding fine 
for ench day she was late. 

‘The work was now commenced, but before any pro- 
gross had been made to speak of, a rival builder, whose 
¢laim was that he had always before conslrteted boats 
fov the Huropeans, appeared upon the scene, and tried 
to assert his'claims to have the work put into his hands. 
Finding that his demands received no attention, he col- 
lected a band of such viffval!’ as he could find, and did 
all he vould to hinder my man at his work, and it was 
only after an appeal to the Consul that this obstruction 
was pub astop to by his representation to the prefect 
of the town. ‘Chis disturbance, [ may mention, caused 
a cossition of worl for a fortnight. T should here say 
that my contract was for a boat about 86 fect on the 
water-dine, fo be built of pine, with 10 feet beam, and 
having a flat Door and long counter, the only difference 
in the construction of the actual hull from that of the 
ordinary native gunboats being that on ¢ach side of the 
timbers, which were of a red wood resembling juniper, 
there should be a good Iknee of the same wood, the 
ordinary practice being to have one only,  T stipulated 
for this extra strengthening because, as ib may be 
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remembered, £ had gone up to the Sin-tan Rapids before, 
and was able to see the amount of knocking shout a 
boat might have to go throngh. She was only. to 
dvaw about two feet of water when filly louded, and 
to be fitted for ascending all the rapids that might ba 
met with. 

Having seen the boat fairly started in building, 1 
was able to take a trip down the river to an tslaid 
éalled Pa-chow, about thirty. miles from Tehang. | T 
went with Mr. Montgomery in his bout, wil luvin the 
duck-guns with us as wellas the smaller bores, we got at 
Swain’s Shoal, within sight of the town, a shot with one 
of the former, which resulted in bagging five teal and 
two ducks. Proceeding further down we got to Topo 
Island, which is from four to five miles long, with ponds 
in the centre, but. having no cover bo speak of Th ig 
frequented by wild-fowl of inany species, Inu more es 
pecially by a very large species of crane, one of which 
Twas anxious to secure ag a specimen, In this To was 
disappointed, for it seemed impossible to get within 
range on such flat ground. ‘This crane, and also astork 
marked in a very striking manner with Dlack and 
white, were frequently seen on various parts of the 
river'in this district, but, often as T tried, T was unable 
to obtain a specimen of either. On the isluid wore to 


be seen many cranes, storks, pelicans, and cagles. . 
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After getting a few ducks only, we went on to Pa-chow. 
‘This ishuxd is in great part submerged when the river 
is Tigh, aul ig situated neav the right bank of the 
Ying-tze-kiang, ‘There is a passage for native craft 
between it and the shove at all times, but as the river 
subsides the sands are very dangerous, being quick, 
or runing, wntil the water has drained out of them, 
Thoy we then hard, and yuite safe. 

The island may be from seven to ten miles Jong, and 
is sparingly inhabited, there being a few hamlets ouly. 
The natives oceupy thenselves ag agriculturists or 
fishermen, but are all very poor, Numbers of grey 
veexe are seen on the banks, bub they are very difeult 
to approach, At anid-day they may be seen in large 
flovks resting on the dry sands in the higher parts of 
the ishuwl At night they go ivland to the cormfields 
ta feed, and do much damage Go the erops. Cranes 
and storks af te same species that were seen at Tope 
Tsland were aso seen here plentifully, and a small 
species of turkey buzzard also. Deer occur sparingly 
on the isle, and ave not easily shot, ‘They aro of a 
amall species, On the bank of the river opposite the 
shin very good pheasant shooting used to be had, 
but it has uow heen ruined by the Chinese, who have 
destroyed the caver, 

We now commenced ovr return, and on the way up

the river slopped al Min, iwenty miles helow Tehang, 
which is situated on the bank of a river flowing into the 
Yang-tze, and which Chad ona former oecasion ascended 
for about ten miles ina steam lameh. The town stands 
high up on the right bank, well out of the way of floods, 
and a considerable trade is carried on with Tehaag: in 
the vegetable varnish hefore mentioned, opium, and 
garden produce. The hanks of the river Hit are roeky 
and rugged, but every available spot is cultivated. ‘The 
water (except during floods) is remarkably cloar, 
and the bottom of stones and shingle, On the left bank 
of the Yang-tze, and nearly opposite to the town of 
Ely, a branch fom the main reac from Pekin comes 
down to the river hank. 

On my return to tehang [found the boat progrosy 
ing satisfactorily; bub before giving a deseripion of 
how she was filled up, | should say that, laine heard 
of the most msetiled slate of the eorumtry about Ching 
king and its humid and uthenlthy elinate, | decided not 
to take my wile and litle ones ap Chere as | tad origin 
ally intended, bul to send them all home, UL therefore 
arranged for their passage, saw all the packing done, 
and regretfully saw them off for home on Mareh 88. 

The boat upon which Twas (o depend so meh had 
now better be more fully deserthed. To commences 
with the most important part afler the hull, whiel Wilsy, 
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in amy opinion, the eabin, This was about sixteen fect 
long by eight broad, with nearly sevon feet head room, 
Owing to the flat nature of the floor of the heat there 
were no awkward triangular lockers or euphoards, lui 
the whole inside wags as square as a room in a house 
ashore, and was thus available to be made use of in 
the most advantageous manner for shelves and lockers, 
A doorway was fitted ai the fore and alter ends, with 
Yn hooby-hateh over each and steps leading down from 
the dock (for the floav of the cabin was only fave inehes 
from the flat bottom of the boat), a ventilator being 
fitted ahove. The vool was slightly rounded and 
coveredL with Hngtish saileloth well painted; windows 
were fitted al the sides, lo whiel were atlached wooden 
blinds. Phere was a puigway space of a foot on each 
gidle of the cabin, toeming a deck plank ov waterway to 
the gunwale, dust before and just abaft the cabin were 
seenved hy lashings (a the frame of the haat twa 
adnwartships spars of about six inches in diameter, mid 
projecting a fool beyond either guiwale, Great care was 
taken in their fitting and securing, as they play an im- 
portant part in the tracking wp-stream as well ag being 
a support for the Imloes or sculls, which are worked 
on a smal pin driven ilo their outer ends, The huloes 
were about thirty feet Jong and made in two pieces, 
dhe hlade anc the loom. The blade ts a plank or 
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board: about nine inches wide, wd bound with iron 
at the outer end to prevent splitting, The ter end 
. is narrower, and is joined to the loom hy iron bolts and 
hoops. A-collar which has a loose hole for the pin to 
awork.in. is Jashedl on. As there were two spars there 
: wag room for for huloes; Dut, wnforbiunately, on start 
ing I was only provided with fave, and later on one of 
‘these breaking when in a dangerous place, put the 
boat in-e perilous position, All hots should he pro- 
vided. witly ab least -two spare hulocs. 

Just before the cabin the mask was stepped, aud on 
this, there.was fitted to set, when the wind was fhvonral te, 
a Chinese lug sail made of native cotton emivas, All 
the-fore part was decked.in flush with the eunwale wid 
had.two hatchways fitted. "This fore hold. was nearly 
four fect deep, aud-was most useful for stowbys eablos 
and stores-in. In. wet-or cold weather also the erew 
used to go’ down and-sleop there, but in fine weather 
they had-a'light bamboo frame to cover over the fore 
part of.the boat, and mats being hrawn over this, ib 
formed quite sufficient shelter, Across the Lows of the 
boat there was. built a strong beam of hard woot 
hooped with iron, and fitted with two thole-pins in the 
centre: for the bow sweep, 

The Chinese builders in choosing a piece of woorl 
for this beam always give the preference to one that.

has a erooked grain, saying that it is stronger. ‘The 
how sweep that works on this beam is a spar suitable 
to the size of the boat, with the thick end inboard, 
andon to the thin end ave secured by lashings, or bolts, 
or both, two narrow but thick blades. he spar is 
fitted at the inboard end with Deckets and heel ropes 
according lo ils size, Mine was only about thirty feet 
long 5 bub many of the large junks have them of nearly 
sixty fool in length, and manned by about forty men 
or more, ‘They ave absolutely indispensable in the 
navigation of the rapids, and are, as fav as! T am 
aware, only in use in China, By their skilfal use boats 
may be tuned quickly in the strongest current, and 
although cliumsy-looking, are perhaps the most useful 
thinyss in the boat when coming down-stream in. a flood, 

Abalt the cabin the boat was again decked to the 
cower, wid under the deck were two lockers, one 
fara stove aud the other for the cooking utensils of 
the crew, which weve very simple, The tiller nearly 
touched the cabin door, and my skipper, though a very 
worthy and good man, was so short that T was obliged 
to have « spocial stool made for him to stand on, lo 
gnahle him to see over the voof of the eabin. On the 
high counter was built the cook-house, where my pro- 
visions were cooked, and in which the cook and my 
hoy slept. The whole of the boat way varnished with 
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the vegetable varnish before mentioned, which is univers- 
ally used for this purpose in China, U had, however, 
the cabin and topsides painted white in addition, as 
I thought it would be cooler. ‘This answered very well 
from my point of view, but was a failure in another, as 
will be seen later on.

uw boul being uow peady, my next consideration was 
fo get a eaplain anderew. ‘The former PT sneeeeded: in 
getting Ghrough the Commissioner of Customs, ad he 
stayed will me for two years, proving limeel! to be a 
good man and very eapable-of talking charge of the 
oat in the most dangerous places, ‘Lo him T left prin- 
cipally the selection of the erew, which consisted of 
dight boatmen and eight trackers. ‘Tho last. lave 
severely hard work going up-river, and dangerous 
work (oo. Paths, perhaps a lundred feet above the 
water and barely eighteen inches wide, are often all he 
has to work wpon, and in sneh places, if the boat should 
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make a sudden outward sheer and he cannot quickly 
disengage himself from the tracking: rope hy slipping 
the toggle, which connects ié ta the Wwacking hand an 
the shoulder, he is vory likely to be dragyerl over the 
cli. A. sullen plunge, and in the viver hy whieh he 
has made his livelihood he finds his grave. Bodies are 
frequently seon floating about, but Chey ave carefully 
avoided hy the natives, This crew, with an assistant 
collector sant out from home, a Geman named Wriehel- 
dorfl, and my cook-interpreter and boy, made with 
myself twenty-one hands on board——elose packing for 
such a small eraft—but before going very far | was 
obliged to increase the number, 

T now had the lockers and shelves tu (he eabhs 
well stocked with boxes of a suitable size for holding 
auch specimens as Thoped to obtain, and these, with 
aboul seventy bublerily nets for distribution among the 
local collectors T intended (o engage, chomirals, mec 
cine, botanical drying paper, papers for Lepidoptera, 
and tins for Coleoptera, took up a good doal of room, 
and the remainder was taken up by timed provistons, 
photographic apparatus, clothing, and amy guns and 
ammunition, The firearms consisted of a 19 and 
a 4-bore shot guns, a small collecting gun, and a Win- 
chester vepeating vifle, Bamboo tracking ropes of 
great longth and several sizes were coiled away in the” 
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hold ov on the eounter out of the way. These ave of 
grea sbreugth, provided: that no kinks are taken in 
them, but with a short nip they snap at once. hey are 
in universal use on (he river for tracking, and, owing to 
the sharp edges of the bamboo, ave somewhat dangerons 
{o use ess Iumdled with great eure, Thad also on 
board an anchor mula $-inch chain cable, whieh { had 
purchased at Shanghai for use in case of emergency. 
After having seen all ready, a start was made at 4,380 
pat on March 26, with a fair wind upstrean, Tvery- 
thing, however, was nob in its place, for one of the 
crow was ashore. To came off hurriedly, seeing the 
bout under way, aud in gelling out of the sampan fell 
overboard, Tit was promptly picked up, wilh no 
dlaage done beyond getting wet through, ‘Che steamer 
Kiany-ving was at anchor in the river, and as we 
passed hor the captain saluted with a blast of the 
steam whistle, (he last sound of the sort we heard for 
uiany months, After getting well away from. the town, 
Thad the boat anchored for the night opposite the 
mouth of the Unknown River, ‘This is a small stream, 
and takes its name from the fact til none of the 
Kovopean intabitauts of Tohang have as yel ascended ib, 
‘The Chinese always make a point of taking a short dis- 
tance as the day’s journey on making a start for a long 
trip, and Twas quite prepared for an early hall, only 
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taking care that Iwas far enough from the town to 
prevent any of the crew ov trackers returning (here that 
night, 

The next morning a start was made ab dl Aa, 
and the wackers had to work for several hours, At 
last a fair breeze sprung wp, aud we were able to proceed 
under sail until arriving al a small village ninety di from 
Ichang, where the boat was made fast for the night, 
This place was reached at 6.30 ra, and Thad been 
busy all day rearvanging the various things in the enbin 
and seeing that those articles which might be wanted. 
in a hurry were stowed in accessible places, On March 
28 we were under way ab 4.64 am. with w fiir wind, 
which, however, soon died away, and the tackors had 
to be landed to tow against the stream. We were now 
approaching the 'Ta-tung Rapid, where the rocks md 
boulders are extremely dangerous, Tere was one of the 
life-boats whose duty it is to piek up all bodies Hoating 
in the river, and Lo save life if possible. ‘Thay get paid, 
Tbelieve, so much for each one brought on shore, whether 
living or dead. ‘hey aro usually maimed by five nen, 
and are easily known as they ave always painted ved. 
The Government supplies them and their crew, and they 
are stationed in the dangerous parts of the river. ‘The 
current was found to be very strong, and this, combiner 
with a head wind, compelled us to anchor for some 
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hours, Liter on we mumaged to make a short advance, 
but were obliged eventually to make fast to the bank 
just below tho rapid. 

Making a start at 446 the next morning, it took 
nearly three hours to get against the stroug current ‘to 
the foot of the rapid. Here more trackers had to be 
engaged, and ik Cook fifteen to get the boat through, 
Y hoped to reach the Sin-tan Rapid during the day, as 
there were no bad places to pass, The wreck of a large 
house -hoat was seen in the forenoon, she having come 
{to gel about (hres days previously. 

Such wrecks are very common, and it is impossible 
to nuke any estiuate of the number of men drowned in 
tha viver, hut ib must he very lage. Che thermometer 
today vowistered 86°. ‘The Sin-tan Rapid was reached 
uh ESO tan, and | fowl that the boat would have to he 
unloaded before tha aseent was attempted, nob on ae 
count af dhe shallowness of the river, dub lo make her 
tow more easily agains the current, which was very 
violent, but with no actual fall that T could see, ‘This 
aftarnoan a juuk was wreeked, but happily na lives 
were lost, A sandatorm raged all dey, and everything 
in (he boat was eovered with very fine sand which 
seemed to penettale everywhere, dust before arriving 
hore one of my men ent his Chunb severely through 
Gavelessty iundling a bamboo hawser. ‘The muscles 
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were ctl round down to the bone, T dressed i as well 
as T could with lint and eurbolie lotion, aud kept hin 
on board in the hope it might heal. ‘This, however, it 
did not do so rapidly as 1 expected, and L had, in the 
end, to land him and get another man in his place. 

On March 30 commenced unloading the boat at 
6 at, sending everything hy coolies to a shed built for 
the purpose at the head of the rapid. The boat then 
had to await her tin to be towed wp, and this caused a 
delay of eleven hours, There were thirty men on the 
tow rope, and even then the progress was made by 
inches, Though the rapid was only about 220 yards 
long the ascont took till 6.80 pan, so some idea may be 
formed of the violence of the curvent. As soon as the 
lop was reached the reloading commenced, and this 
took till dark. My boat was the first owned by 
European that had made the ascent, and knowing Cron 
former experience the feeling of the natives lownrds 
foreigners, I took especial care in seeing her secured 
for the night. Two anchors were Jaid out, to oue of 
which was secured the chain cable (a thing hardly ever 
seen in native boats), and a watch was kept all night to 
guard against treachery, for they would have liad no 
hesitation in cutling us adrift, if possible, and sending 
us down the rapid to destruction. ‘The sandstorm, cou- 
tinned all day, and the river was at ils lowest. 
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On the 8[st, after a most uneasy night, a slart was 
made wb 7.80 aa. To was a rainy morning, and the 
trackers had hard work to get through the Me-tan 
Ctorge. Tho cliffs here are 150 feet high. Stopped at 
Kwel, and hore, to avoid hiring oxtva men so often to 
help through the rapids, I engaged three more per- 
manently. ‘There are many had places about here, and 
at certain seasons, when the river is high, a very danger- 
ous vapid, in which many lives ave lost. Last ycar the 
wail boat was wroeked, all the mails lost, and (wo men 
drowned, There was no wind all day, and the trackers 

“hal hard work, 

alprdl L—Started at Oa. and found the current 
very strong. At! A,a., alter three hours’ work, T found 
that we had only made fifteen Ti. The Yeh-tan Rapid was 
reached ab tree in the afternoon. Tiwas uot very bad 
in the present state of the viver, bub is reported to be 

“Tanygorous wt certain times. ‘The current is always 
strong. Wall an hour afterwards another short rapid 
was veached, and here the viver was certainly narrower 
than I had ever before seen it, Though the wind 
was Javourable, it took thirty men to tow the hoat 
up against the strong ourent. Pa-tong-hsien was 
reached at 7.30 pat Th is situated on the vight bank 
of the river, and was, by my caplain’s stalement, 860 
ht from Tehang., Here the boat was made fast for the 
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night. The weathor had been fine during ie days 
thermometer 80°. 

On April 2 got under way al 6 Aat. The weather 
was lovely, bul the wind light and balling, causing 
much hard work for the trackers and erew. A sinall 
rapid was passed during the day, and a gorge entered 
in which the boal was seenved to the hunk for the night, 
On shore T found a fine variety of wild rose, the flower 
being large and of a crimson colour, The scarcity of 
hirds.was remarkable, Tt was cortainly nesting line, 
and they might he expected to he more in seclusion ; 
but one rarely caught sight of a solitary specimen, with™ 
the exception of the small while heron, which is plenti- 
ful on the banks of tho river. The Chinese do not 
destroy or trap them to any extent, aud they do wot 
appear to have many natural enemies. 

On April 8 T got under way al 4.80 aw with a fair 
wind, and proceeded through the Wu-shan Gorge. This 
is the longest in the rivor, being Awenty miles long. The 
hills here are about 2,000 foot high in places on each. 
side, but breaking ont here and there inte more 
open ‘country, and the scenery very fine, the land 
being cultivated where possible; Int the population is 
sparse. The boat was made fast to the shore at the 
head of this gorge for the nigh, being now 560 li Crom 
Ichang and 1,400 from Chung-king. Several rapids 
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were passa through during the day, none, however, 
being of any importance, 

Tho next day the start was made at 4.80 Aat Lo ascend 
the Ving-sien (wind-box) Gorge, Just before reaching 
the gorge the river takes a sharp tum, and there is a 
vory awkward and dangerous rapid. Ilere the boat 
nearly came to serious grief through the carelessness of 
the dowban ov captain. Te did not use a stout enough 
tow rope or have cnough twackers, the result bemg that 
the beat hung in the rapid, and then the rope carried 
away. A large junk was made fast to the bank, and 

hor crew were asked to assist us, but they would not 
move © finger to help a foreign devil out of a most 
perilous sitnation, 

The boat was driven back tuto a whirlpool, and by 
dint of hard work was hiloetl inte a backwater and 
thon to the bank, alter having been swept down a eon- 

Bilorahle distance, ‘This caused a vexatious delay, but 
upon proper preeantions being now taken, the rapid 
was safely ascended and the gorge entered. Tb is very 
winding, aud the scenery particularly striking, The 
mountains ave high, and precipices are seen 2,000 fect 
deep, There are bub few landing-places, and the locality 
is dark and gloomy. ‘There are a number of Chinese 
coffins laid shout in cracks and crevices that appear to 
be utterly inaccessible, and the wonder is how they wore 
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ever conveyed there, On the left bank a road has been 
lasted on the face of the precipice for about for miles, 
and is still in progress, Coolics may be seen snapended 
on the perpendicular face on plank seaffolds, drilling 
holes for the explosives. ‘This is dangerous work, and 
T heard that many lives are lost. 

The water is generally very deep and smooth, the 
current being strong. There are several rapids, bub 
none of a dangerous character, Ab the hoad of the 
gorge the river takes a bend to the southward, and the 
banks break oul very suddenly. There is a large sand- 
bank here that is uncovered when the river is low,* 
and on which brine springs are found. ‘This bring is 
evaporated in iron vessels, and a considerable quantity 
of salt is produced. Just above is Quol-chow-lu, 
which was reached ab 6 ie, and is 666 Ti from 
Ichang. Tt is a Tie-kin station; and ay now T had 
left the province of TIu-peh and was in Sao-chuen, Le 
Custom JTouse officials came on heard and made a 
copy of my passport as the boab passed the town. 1 
landed a few men to get provisions for the crew, and 
gave them orders to rejoin the boat further up the 
river. I had no intention of stopping olf the 
place, as the men might get on shore, and then it 
is very uncertain when they would come off. ‘The 
boat was made fast for the night just above the town, 
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‘This is a place of considerable importance, trading in 
salt and coal, Large jimks come down from the upper 
parts of the river, bat do not, as a rule, proceed lower 
down Chan this, [eve T was obliged to take two sol- 
diers on board asa guard, They ga by the name of 
‘runmers’ among the Wuropeans, and are of little or no 
use when lavelling by boat. On the road they are of 
greal assistance in procuring lodgings. In the alfter- 
noon, before vonching the town, my dog Voby, a 
spaniel, jumped overboard, bat could not land, and 
was canied two milos down the stream before ho was 
picked wp by a coolie whom T had sent down in a sam- 
pan lo his assistance, 'Lhis caused some delay. 

lpr B—Starwed os usual ab 4.80 Aart, and there 
heing no wind the tackers had to go on shore. The 
curvont ‘was very strong, and only fourteen li were 
got over during the day. ‘Che comitry passed through 
was open snd highly cultivated, cereals, tobaces, and 
vepolahles heing largely grown, 

slpwil O—A. welvome fair wind on starting, and at 
9.30 came to a small rapid, which was safely got 
trough. Tho wind helped us all day, and in the 
evening we got through a very bad vapid and thon 
male dust for the night, having done 138 li—a vory 
good run. Tfero T heard from the natives that there 
was a very bad place ahead, ‘There’ is so litle water 
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near the banks in the river at this time of the year 
that it seems 1o he almost a serics of rapids. 

On April 7, the weather being bad, a start was not 
made till 7 o’clock, and T found three men missing, 
they having gone across the river without my leave or 
knowledge. The bad rapid Thad heard of the night 
before was soon reached, and the water was hoiling ; 
with four men at the helm, and the bow sweep in use, 
40 was almost impossible to steer the boat, and had it 
not been for a strong, fair wind I doubt if we should 
have got through. ‘The banks ave precipitous, with 
many sharp rocks and boulders, and altovether a dan- 
gerous place. Cedars and pines grow sparingly about 
among the rocks, and the scenery is fine, but dark and 
gloomy. 

Near any vapid of importance a village is always 
to be found, the inhabilants making thoi living by 
tracking, and also by manufacturing and selling bamboo 
rope. They inhabit bamboo-framed huts so constncted 
as to be easily moved, and always live close to the 
water. When the river is low the huts are moved 
down as soon as the ground gels dry, and on ils rising 
they are shifled back again. 

On April 8 left at daylight with a fair wind, but 
not much of it. The vegetation seems to change about. 
here, and I noticed a sort of banyan tree growing. 
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"This is not the Tndian species, as it sends down no 
adventitious roots from its branches, but is a hant- 
some tree with foliage resembling laurel, aud is very 
wseful from the shade it affords, 

All this part of Sze-chuen is very interesting, and is 
highly cultivated, with a fair population, principally en- 
gaged in fuming, Anchored for the night just below 
Wan-hsion, a town on the left bank. On the opposite 
side ave two conspicuous pagodas, The river here 
lakes a big bend to the 8.8.W., and according to my 
estimaic is about a mile wide. The town is half-way 
between Ichang and Chung-king, and is a most piclur- 
esque place. 

At Wan-hsien an English missionary came on homd, 
mud kindly offered to send any letters T might wish to 
dispatch down by the native post. 

April 9—VYusler way ab daylight with a favour 
able but light wind, which soon died away, After 
having made sixty Hi the boat was secured to the shore 
opposite a small hamlet, no diMeult places having been 
passed during the day. 

April 10.—A. staré was made at daylight as usual, 
the day being fine, bub no wind and a strong current 
mado hard work for the trackers, It was very hot 
towards the middle of the day, and on landing T found 
some interesting species of plants, which I had not 

ag 
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noticed ag occurring lower down the river, Those 1 
collected and dried for future identification, ‘The air 
was loaded with the perfume of orange blossoms, (he 
fruit being largely cultivated about here, and forming an 
important article of commerce, The distance traversed. 
to-day was only fifty li, and in the evening the boat 
was made fast just off a village. 

April 11,—Weather still lovely ; but as there was 
no wind it was hard work for the trackers, especially as 
the current was song, ‘The distance mace was sixty 
li, and the boat was secured for the evening at the north 
end of what I believe to he the St. George’s Teland of 
Captain Gill, ‘The bed of the river here is very 
rocky. 

April 12—Started againgh a alrong eurrent ab 
daylight. This was a very close, steamy day, the ther 
momeler being 80°, but tho sahmdkphere oppressive, 
My. Kricholdorf fell overboard, but was piokel wp 
quickly, and suffered only from a thorough wetting, 
Fifty li were made to-day, and the boat was seanred for 
the night off the village of Tung-chau, a amall place 
all round which poppies ave cultivated for the prods 
tion of opium. This place is 600 li from Chung- 
khhe. * 
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CHAPTER VIT 
JOURNEY UP NUE RIVER CONTINUED

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April IBA, light’ breeze helped us at our ngual 
daylight start, and during the day 1 noticed the beaaty 
of tho vogetation, which was of a sub-tropical character, 
| often veyretied that in such spots I could not make a 
longer stay ; but knowing the importance of pushing on 
us rapidly as possible, for my intention was Lo get as 
fur to the westward as C could before stummer was too 
fur advanced, Twas obliged to forego the pleaswye, in 
the hope that Tonight he able to make a stay on iny 
retin journey at those places which scemed the richest 
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in natural history treasures, AL noon tho wind 
freshened and the poor trackers were somewhat re- 
lieved. ‘The weather was cloudy, and a rim of ninoby- 
five li was made, The thermometer only showed 70° 
to-day, and in the evening the boat was secured near 
a small town about 505 li from Chung-king. 

April 14,—The journcy made to-day was much 
the same as usual; nothing of special note occurred, 
with the exception of the intricacy of the chamel, to get 
salely through which I was obliged ta cigage a native 
pilol, there being so many dangerous rocks in the 
camel, ‘Tivo pagodas were passed on the right bank 
of the river, and one on the left. Tho boat was made 
fast for the night, after having made a run of 100 I, 
about two miles above a small town on tho right bank, 
the distance from Chung-king being now about 406 IL 

April 16.—A light wind favoured ns to-day, and 
eased the work of the trackers, ‘The weathor was 
cloudy but fine ; thermometer 80°, There arene gorges 
in this part of the river, the cowry being move level, 
Flat sandbanks and shingle beds oceur, and a good 
many men are engayed in washing for gold, which 
occurs rather more plentifully than lower down the 
river, but still in such small quantities as to make the 
industry profitable only to a Chinaman, Ueaps of 
stones on the shingle banks formed by their washing 
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‘ operations are frequently seen, A ran of sixty li was 
made Lo-day, and the distance from Chung-king is now 
reduced to 845 li, The country is well cultivated 
about hero—cereals, pulse, tobacce, frail, and poppies 
being grown. ‘Lhe district is well populated, and the 
inhabitants seem to he fairly well off. 

Aprit 16.—Started ab daylight with a light favour- 
able breezo, and passed Fu-chaw at 4 put. Ilere the 
Khian river joins the Yang-tzo-kiang, flowing down from. 
the province of Quei-chau, which is one of the poorest 
and wildest in the Tinpire., Itsrocky and rugged surface 
admits of but little cultivation, but it is probably rich 
in ndnerals, The halt for tho night was made twenty 
H above Fu-chau, 

* On Apeil 17 thera was no wind ab starting and a 
xtrong curren Only thirty-five li were made, and it 
vained in the evening, 

April 18,—Tleavy rain to-day. A head wind and 
current so strong that the trackers were unable lo make 
way against ib Abt 4 Pat the weather moderated, and 
valarl was made, After proceeding slowly for half an, 
hour, C was surprised by hearing a ory from my men 
of a ‘weigeren’ boat—that. is to say, a boat contain. 
ing an Hnglish man or men. On looking astern T sew 
a small boat flying a peculiar flag, which was evidently 
“ut first glance not Chinese. 1 slopped to allow it to 
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overtake me, and on coming up found that it contained 
a Mr. George, of Streatham, who was travelling for a 
mereantile firm down the river. Hearing that Cling: 
king was about to he opened to English traders, he had 
come up with the intention of being first in the field if 
possible, At Ichang he had hoard of my departure, 
and had pushed on with all speed hoping to overtake 
me, and we- now Wwavelled on in company. The ther 
momieter lo-day was 86°, 

April J0—A. starb was male ab daylight this 
morning, and a beautiful country passed throngh, the 
vegetation being very vich. 1 collected a umber of 
larvee from the wunks ol a species of poplar, and gota 
splendid series. They, unfortunately for me, were of 
the hairy species, and ixritated the skin very much. 1 
applied ammonia with a good result, but did not get 
mach sleep ab night, ‘he wovst of it was, that ht 
changing to pup, all the hairs were shed and were 
blown abont the cabin, gotting into the sheels and 
every available spol, the consequence being that for 
some weeks wo wore liable to be stung, I also ot 
some Coleoptora of the family Cicindola, an interesting 
class of sand beetle, + 

April 20.—Left with a light fair wind in the morn- 
ing, and made filly ll, anchoring for the night forty 
from Chung-king, which place T hope ip veavh to-* 
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morrow, ‘The country now is gotling more hilly, bub 
nob very interesting, Very few trees are seen, ‘Tho 
thermometer 79° to-day, and rain fell in. the evening, 

«lpoit 21.—Arvived at Chung-king at noon. Took 
chairs on landing, as it was not wise for Europeans to 
walk in the streets ab that time. A long and mncom- 
fortable journey, taking nearly three quarters of an 
hour, principally up flights of steps, brought us to the 
house of My, Cockburn, the British Resident, who had 
passed newly three years in this disagreeable place, 

This is a very large and important cily, being the 
principal contre for the Yimnan and Sze-chuen trade, 
many hundveds of junks trading from here as far down 
as Tehang and Shashi, Ibis a great place also for the 
distribution of foreign manufactured goods throughout 
these provinces, 

Ab Chungking a considerable change was made in 
my erew. Thad among them some men who had been 
with me to Chang-yang, and whom Thad trained as col- 
lectors. These I kept, as they would be again very 
useful, but the remainder, with the exception of the 
lowhan, were discharged, and in thelr places men from 
Chung-king wero engaged, as they were better “ac- 
quainted with the uppor parts of the rivet, These 
signed an agreement to lake the boal to Kia-ling-fa in 
eighteen days, and in getting men, it is always neces- 
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sary to have such a document prepared aud signed by 
them, as they will be noarly sure to fail in theiy duty 
if merely verbally engaged. 

A. very disagreeable incident occurred here, | had 
offered one of my men a small sum cach for the eggs 
of the white heron, and npon his bringing me a dozen 
I paid him what Thad agreed. ‘This did not suit: him, 
and because T refused to be imposed upon, he threw the 
cash T had given him in my trea, I was utterly power 
less to retaliate in the slightest manner, as it would have 
caused a disturbance among the many boats elose by, 
and probably my boat would have been looted aul de- 
stroyed. 

On April 24 T lef Chung-king ab 2 pat, accom- 
panied by Mr, Cockburm and Mr, Ceorge, ‘This was an 
tutensely hot day, the thermometer being at LOG? fn 
the boat. A short Journey ouly af twenty-five li was 
mace, when the buat was securad for the night. 

Agiil 25.—Started at 4.80 aa After haying gone 
about four miles, Messrs, Cockburn and Ceorge lett me 
to return to Chung-king ina sampan, ‘hey were the 
last Europeans seen by me, with the excaption of my 
assistant and Mys, Riley, util 1 arrived at Sui-fa, the 
lown al the junction of the Min River with the Yang- 
tae-kiang. A litle cooler to-day, the thermometer at 
90°; and fair progress made, ninety li, 
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April 26.—Left at daylight; the weather very fine 
Int hot, and the scenery beautiful, the country being 
broken into vavines and valleys with lovely vegetation. 
No mountains are secon yel. Several villages were 
passed during the day, and the houses composing them 
seemed to he of better construction than those passed 
lower down, The hoat was made fast to the bank for 
the night off'a hamlet 160 li fom Chung-king, 

April 27.—Startod at daylight, and at 8 AL 
passed a walled city on the left bank with a pagoda om 
the other side of the river nearly opposite. The 
scenery very fine about here. Clumps of graceful 
bamboos are mixed with small plantations of the 
Namvo, which is a very Ieantiful tree, having dark 
green follage, a groy hark, and a Lall but slender habit 
of growth, Though not growing to any great size, the 
wood ig thought much of by tho Chinese carpenter for 
snuall articles of furniture, boxes, &e., and it has a 
fragrant odour, The farmhouses are yenerally con- 
girnctod under ity shade, and it is used by the white 
heron, so common on the river, as a nesting-place. 
These birds have a similar habit to the common heron 
of this country, and form Jarge heronries, the presence 
of which ave thought by the Chinese to bring luck on 
the ground under which they ave found. 

+ A vexatious delay occurred now, two of the Chung- 
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king men were reported to he siek, and all the re- 
mainder wanted to" return to take them back. Now 
this would have caused a serious delay, mid: besides, 
have put me to a considerable loss, for they acl , all 
been paid half their wages to Kia-ting-fa. My lowhan, 
however, here showed himself to be captain of the 
boat by deeds and not in naune only, for alter same con- 
siderable talk he managed to fasten upon the originator 
of the trouble, and ‘seizing him by the pigtail, he gave | 
him a sound thrashing with a bamboo, which at once 
cured him of his sickness and rendered him fit for work | 
again, ‘This was, no doubt, a-vathor daugerous method 
of governing the crew in a district so fav from any hope 
of help in case of downright mutiny, but it answerud, £ 
am glad to say, perfectly, and Thad no further trouble 
with the men on thig score. 

The character. of the vegetation changed to-«lay, and 
many trees of the cedar species were scon, logethor with 
the sweet chestnut. Mighty li were made, and the 
weather was slightly cooler; thermometer 86°. 

April 28,-Maile a start at dawn as usual, and 
dyzing the day a small town was passedl, from which 
arowds of people came down. to the banks and stoned 
the boat,. crying out, ‘Il the foreign devils,’ 

Many stones, pitched on board, but, luckily no 
serious damage was done, ‘This was the first. instance. 
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of my having received anything’ but civility vom the 
inhabitants of Sze-chuen, except ab the town, of Chung: 
king, Endrons fields of poppies are passed through 
about here, which are grown for the’ produetion. - of 
‘opium. ‘Tobacco is also largely grown; and ‘of two 
sorts, ‘The boat was anchored for the night at a small 
place called Tamg-chi, after having mate - eighty Hi 
during the day, The atmosphere was very oppressive 
during the night and I fully expected a thmderstorm, 
but nonecame. ‘These ave frequent, and’ seem to follow 
“the course of the river to a great e extent, 

Apr i! 20.—Started at dawn with a fair wind which 
saon headed. us, and after having made twenty-four li, 
wo wore ol sliged to anchor for two how's. On proceed- 
ing, we passed through two rapids, one being rather 
bad, and in the afternoon heavy rain came down, °° 

On anchoring I went ashore with Mx, Kvicheldoxft 
to search for larvw, or ivhat else we might chance to 
find, Int the threatening attitude of the mob soon forced 
ug to votive to the boat without having found anything 
ta speak of, ‘The progress male to-day was sixty i, 

April 80 —Left at ‘daylight, and soon after the 
start found that a thief had been on board during: the 
night. Somo of the lowban’s things were taken, and also 
gome of Mr, Kricheldorfl’s, ‘These Jatter had been 
Rooked oft from pegs, through a window on the oppdsite 
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side of the cabin, this being the only possible means by 
which they conld have been absiracted, Daring the 
night I had been awakened by heaving the dog growl, 
but noticing no farther sonnd went to sleep again, These 
hoat-thieves are fairly common on the river, and usnally 
, are most expert swimmers and divers. Tf they are dis- 
covered, they go overboard at once, and being quite 
unencumbered with clothing, are able to make the 
best use of their proficiency in the water, ‘The low. 
_ban got some of his things on going back to the village, 
but none of Mr, Kricheldorf’s were recovered, A 
pagoda was passed during tha day, near which was a 
very bad vapid, one of two we had to ascend, ‘The 
river is rising and much discoloured, this being pro- 
bably caused hy heavy rain to (he westward, as from 
all T have hoard it is yet much too carly for the general 
vise caused by the melting of the snow. 

May 1.—A. viso of from 6 to 8 foot had trkan 
place in the river during the night, On starting, the 
hoab was taken over to the other side, ux on lopking 
out I found hey already in a rapid, and in a most dan- 
gevous place, Before many minntes we were ona rock 
forming part of a ledye jutting out into the river, Tuat 
before siviking it, one of my strongest mon fell over- 
board through the ironshod bamhoo pole, which he was 
trying to fend off with, slipping on the face of the 
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stone, Tn a moment he was carried far astern. Ile 
was a good swimmer, and after half an hour's struggle 
mansged to veach the shore—a miraculous escape. 
any sampans wore about, hut not one would pub off 
to vender him the slightest assistance. There were 
fifty-two twackers on the tow rope hesides my own men, 
and their deliberate refusal 10 exert themselves was the 
canso of the hoat getting into this perilous position, T 
have no doubt it was a plot among them to wreck. her, 
oither from il-feeling or from the hope of being able to 
steal the wreckage, After half an hour the current 
took us oll, having swept the boat clear, and then after 
gelling outside again, the ascent was safely made, My 
men now landed, and though they were in such small 
munbers, attacked the natives and inflicted a severe 
chastisement, not, however, without receiving some 
heavy blows in velurn, ‘hese trackers, I should men- 
tion, wore nob paid a single cash. I went down to the 
place where the man was who had fallen overboard, 
taking some whisky with me, I found him rather 
wouk and exhausted, but he returned on board with me, 
and was all right the next day. Unless he had been 
such a powerful man he must have been drowned, 
While the boat’ was fast on the rock, the body of a 
man was washed down the river, a poor tracker, I 
should say, for he had what I took to he a tracking- 
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belt round him. T called the lowhan’s attention bo it, 
bit he refused to look at the body. The boat was an- 
chored: off a. small village at the end of this exciting 
day, after having made sixty-four li. 

May 2.—Stovted at daylight with a slight breeze : 
soon after I went on shore with Mr. Kricheldoril. The 
scenery here is very beautiful, there being many of the 
groves of lamoo trees mentioned before, ‘To-day the 
city of Tu-chau was passed and was a sad sight, as 
twenty days ago two-thirds of the city had been burnt, 
and now presented a dismal spectacle of lawe and 
blackened walls, Official assistance had to bo rendered 
to ‘save many of the inhabitants from starvation, Tb 
was a city of perhaps 100,000 inhabitauls, sitnated on 
the left bank of the Yang-tze, just above the junetion of 
the Choong River, 

May 8—After proceeding about ton li to-day, ao 
junk was met, with a Mrs. Riley, the widow of a mis 
sionary, and. her three children on board. She was 
travelling down from Cheng-tu, and had had some 
Europeans with her as far as Sui-fa, but was now by 
herself; and on the way to Ichang. It was cooler 
to-day, the thermometer being at am, and fifty. li 
were made. : a 

May 4.—Nothing of note occurred to-day, except 
that I.noticed a. large species of bamboo which ‘more 
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resenthled the tropical types. It rained “hard all day 
and seventy-five li were made, 

May 6.—Beautifal scencry was passed through 
to-day, the country boing undulating, Ab mid-day a 
small city was passed, of a diflerent and more eae 
atyle of architecture than those seen below, ° 

On May 6 a distance of sixty Ii was made, and 
Sui-fr was reached on the following day at 8.80: a.m. 
his is the Soo-Chau of Blakiston, and. is situated ‘on 
the right bank of the Min River at its confluence with 
the Yang-tze. Tb is built on high ground, and. trees 

. growing from the banks of the river up to the city walls 
maka ita strikingly beautiful place, the waters of the 
two rivers washing the base of the eminence on which 
ib stands, The population is composed. largely. of 
Mahommedans, and they are particularly civil to 
Europeans, Tho town is very clean, with good shops, 
and there is a special wharf for the trade with Yunnan, 
which is large, the border of the province being within 
a comparatively short distance. Here, among other 
things, may be seen bules of the skins of wild beasts, 
such as bears, leopards, Hone: deor, badgers, and, 
wolves. . aes 

Thad no trouble here with my passport, and met 
two missionaries, Messrs, Wellwood and Owen, on a 
visit from Cheng-tu, from which town they had accom: 

i 
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panied Mrs, Riley on her journey down the river, The 
population of the town is considerable, there being 
64,000 registered houses, ‘There is a very pieluresqne 
temple on the opposile bank of the Min River, nile ina 
grove of trees, A vory bad vapid was reported to exist 
just above the town, bub from what 1] heard, 1 hoped 
to reach Kia-ting-fu in seven days, 

At no considerable distance up the Yang-lze above 
Sui-fu is Ping-shan, beyond which T was informed the 
river is not considered to be navigable, Very deep and 
narrow gorges are found, and the rapids are impassable, 
‘Small local boats and sampans ply between them, but 
nothing except timber rafts ablempt to pass down. 
Very little is known about this part of the river, and ihe 
navigation of those rafis is considered. to be xo dangerous 
that it is a regular part of the contract for the evews to 
be provided with their collins. Ping-shan is algo an 
outpost of the Tmperial troops, who have constant 
trouble with the Lolos, 

On May 8 a start was made from Sni-fu, the bout 
being towed by sevenly covlies through the long rapid 
just above the town, The towing path was on the left 
bank, and saw for the first time fishing cormorants 
used, Unfortunately they wore some distance away, 
but they were perfectly tame and well under command, 
being used from long bamboo rafis, each yaly having 
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about six birds. T went on shore during the day and 
saw some particularly interesting caves ent in the red 
sanistone. Tn many of these Chinese collins had been 
deposited, and in one, where the coffin had heen placed 
near the month, it was nearly covered with the roots of 
a tree which were as large round as a man’s body. 
These caves were made for dwellings by a race which 
inhabited the country before the Chinese drove them 
ow, and are probably very ancient, Some are of con- 
sideralle extent, and the marks of the gouge or tool 
with which the inside was finished may still be seen 
in most of them, Many are on the faces of precipices 
some listance up, and could only be reached by 
ladders laid up to landing-places. They appear to be 
dvy and have couches or bed places, still ta be seen, 
out in. tho sandstone. 

May 9.—The waters still very strong, and plenty 
of trackers requived. After travelling ninety li the 
oat was made fast off'a village where there was an 
ivon-foundry for casting pans or boilers for use at the 
brine wells further up the river. 

May 10.—-Tard work for the trackers against the 
sivong current, The sail is never used in these upper 
paris of the river though the mast is kept stepped, as it 
is often necessary to have the towing rope [om the mast- 
head, ‘Tho vegetation is much varied here, and in the 

HQ 
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cultivated ground, cereals, tobacco, and poppies may he 
seen. Peaches and apricols are also grawn, but these 
are always gathered and eaten green hy the Chinese, 
Turopeans scldom getting an opportunity of procuring 
them ripe. : 

May L1—Sixty li were made to-day against a 
strong current ag ustal, bub no rapids were passed, 
The scenery was beautiful and the character of the 
country changing, becoming more mountainous, The 
boat was secured olf Chien-wei-hsien, 

May 12.—The scenery became more wild to-day, 
and the country was less cultivated, A long and bad 
rapid called Chayi-iai was passed through, Tl took 
four hours’ hard work, and is, ab the present state 
of the river, a dangerous place. Just above (he river 
divides and an island is formed, 

May 18.—Passed through lovely scenery to-day, 
but still with little cullivated ground, The chief 
industry here is the production of sult by boiling brine, 
which is found in wells, many of which avo sunk to a 
considerable depth, most being on the loft bank of the 
river, To-day I had the misfortune to lose one of the 
soldiers sent as a guard from Quei-chow-fu. They were 
constantly in the habit, when a short distance from a 
town, of landing and completing the journey on foot, 
rejoining me on arrival, Consequontly their absence 
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from the boat was thought nothing of; bub this lime 
the only news I had of the missing man was that he 
had heen found quite dead, with no marks of violence, 
in asmall pool by the viver, and in which there was 
between. to and three feet of water only, From what 
T heard, and from the circumstances under which the 
body was found, T am of the opinion that it was a case 
of suicide, but for what reason I am unable to con- 
jecture, No inquiry was made into the matter, and I 
heard. nothing further about it. The boat was secnred 
for the night off the town of Chu-ken-tan, which is con- 
sidered to be the centre of the salt trade. The country 
about this place is much more thickly populated than 
the districts T have lately passed through, IT was now 
only forty-five ti from Kia-ting-fu.

rip to baso of Wa-khan Viow foiclor~ ‘Trtbutury heloy Colloo~ 
tiona ~Aurival of ninil-—Doaoription of Mount Wie 
May \4.—After a vory rainy nipht a start waa made 
early in the morning, (racking as usual against asbrong 
current, Kia-ling-fu was reached ab 8.80 2.0L, and the 
boat made fast close to the city. Bofors long, however, 
a shower of stones astonished us, and the crew seb to 
work to get the boat under way again in the hope of 
gelling to a safer place. ‘Chis was a matior of no slight 
danger, and several of my mon were injured by the 
stones, many of which, as large as big apples, foll into the 
boat, The men, however, stuck to their work, and the 


boat drifting down the river was followed by the vapidly 
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increasing mob who got out on a spit of shingle and con- 
tinued the stone throwing. ‘The water was very shallow 
and the boat touched several times but was happily 
gol oll’ again, for if she had become fixed we should 
possibly all have been either severely hurt or massacred, 
At last we got beyond their reach, and when at a safle 
distance away, the boat was secured. My passport was 
exanined and the Tao-lai sent a message requesting me 
not Lo approach the town, as the triennial examinations 
wore going on, and ten thousand students had come in 
for examination, T also heard that the two resident 
mnigsionaries had left the town, as it was nearly always 
in a disturbed state at such a time, 

L was, howevor, & prisoner in my boat until such 
lime as the students might disperse, their work being 
over, but was able to make preparations for the over- 
land journey 1o Wa-shan, the river no louger being of 
sorvice to me in the direction I wished to proceed, by 
looking over the various things T wished to take, and 
gelling them packed into loads for coolies and weighing 
then. Tn this I was assisted by Messrs. Ririe and Vale 
of the China inland mission, to whom I had sent a coolie 
informing them of my arrival. It is essential that the 
loads should be as nearly equal in weight as possible, 
ov there is nearly sure to be discontent among the 
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carriors. 
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Thad with me aman from Chung king, engaged at 
the recommendation of the Consul, who gave him the 
character of being a reliable fellow, mul to hin fell the 
duty of going to the coolie hong and sending the 
manager to mo, With him T entered into the usual 
agreement ag to price, he being responsible for the 
honesty of the coolies he was to provide and also Tor 
the head menover them. ‘The vemaiider of the Chung- 
king men were discharged and sent. home, Chis leaving 
me with five mon and tho captain, Uhiree of these wore 
competent collectors, having been under my tuition ab 
Chang-yang, and they now had orders to make collec- 
tions in the neighbourhood, and especially at tho placa 
where I intended to leave the boat, whieh was on the 
opposite hank to, and about a mile below, Ue city, close 
to a hill covered with pine trees beneath the shade of 
which several temples had heen built, one of which 
contained a groal many gilt images. ‘The lowhan was 
left in charge of the boat, a place of responsibility, as 
on the fivst indications of a Mood he had to take the 
boat to the othar side and have her secured in a back- 
water. He also liad orders lo scrape the hoat, as Tfound 
that the white colour she was painted aliracted a great 
deal of attention, and then varnish her in the sama way 
‘that all the native boats are done, 

The floods here are no trifles, and the level of the 
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tiver may perhaps rise many feat in a night, the only 
indications heing 1s sight discolouration « few hours 
before, They ave occasioned hy the amelie of the 
snow in the mountains. 

Mv, Kricheldorf and I now had our heads shaved, 
and got into Chinese clothes, including an artificial tail 
which was secured inside the cap. ‘These we found to 
le very cool and comfortable, but the chief advantage 
wo gained was, that when so dressed, little or no atten- 
tion was paid to us by the mob, 

Twas unable to visit the town at all on this occasion 
for the reason stated hefore, and am therefore unable to 
say anything about it, On the opposite side of the 
river there is a colossal image cut out of the red sand- 
stone, It is seated, with the hands on the knees, and 
must be at least 150 feet high, ‘The head is overgrown 
with eveepers, and small trees have taken root and are 
growing, ‘These will, in course of time, utterly destroy 
the work, but as yet the outline can be distinctly 
traced, 

‘Iwo days before I intended to leave, the ‘Tao-tai 
came down with his staff of about fifteen attendants, 
all most richly dressed, himself in particular wearing a 
navy blue satin tunic, covered with the most beautiful 
embroidery in different coloured silks, There was not 
room for all, but he came on hoard and informed me 
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that i was reported that Thad an infernal machine, aut 
that my intention was to dostray the city, 1 tried to 
assure him that such was not Che case, aud eventually 
succeaded in convincing him that my ehject way ouy 
the collecting of objects interesting (o naturalists, such 
as birds, butterflies, Ke, Tle could nob or would not 
understand, and asked what good could they he, aid 
what was I going to do with them. T said that T had 
a passport for the provinee and intended to go to Wa- 
shan for the purpose, when after Thad mada such col- 
lections as T could, they would ba sent home to people 
who were greatly interesterdl in such things, and who 
would highly appreciate them, 

Ile then appeared to he lo a certain extant siintiod, 
but said he could not give mo a gird to Wieshin, or 
wlow mo to proceed there, mid from whit 1 cond 
gather he wished me to go in the direction of Chong-tu, 
This I refused to assent to, and said that my desttia- 
tion was Wa-shan, aud that 1 huended ta go there 
whether I had his permission or not, as Thad a perfect 
vight to tavel in any part of Szechuon, After some 
futher conversation he lett, apparently not ina good 
temper. My object, however, was gained, for just 
hefore T left, he sent a guard of vo men Lo accompany 
me as far as Oidi-hsion, where they would be relioved 
and fresh ones sent on. I found out that hiy reluctance 
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to allow me to travel by the route I had chosen arose 
from the fact that it passed closo to the frontier of the 
Tiolos, who are an independent tribe, or rather race, 
with whont the Chinese Government are constantly in 
a state of war, aud whom they had never been able to 
subdue. Te feared that in one of the raids which they 
frequently make IT might be taken prisoner, and then 
he would be held responsible. 

On May 19, having got thirty coolies for my isla 
a start was made at 10 A.m, for Wa-shan, where I in- 
touded ta stay the whole of the summer, and return to 
the boat in the autumn, run down the river to Ichang 
an send my collections home. Besides the coolies, I 
had Mr, Kvicheldorfl, the two soldiers as a guard, and 
an datexpretor with mo. It was a soaking wel day, and 
my halting-place, a small market town called Su-chi, 
was reached al 42m. ‘The footpaths are narrow and 
the county passed through of a red sandstone forma- 
tion. Four branches of rivers wore crossed, and this 
caused some delay. I found an indifferent inn and 
was able to purchase some eggs, and felt a sense of 
velie! now that Kia-ting-fu, where T was forced to 
vemain in my boat, was left behind. 

May 20.—Telt Su-chi at 6,80, passing through a 
lovely country reminding me of Tlampshire, It is very 
fortile, and water wheels of large diameter, fitted with 
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bamboo eups, are used for irrigating, Dering the day 
LT saw © large clunp of Dendrobiian nobite in bloom, 
growing ahout ten feet front the ground on. & species of 
ash irec. Lreached Oméi-hsien in the evening, and here 
my passport. was copied. ‘The gnard was changed also, 
two fresh soldiers being sent from the Yamen. Mount 
Omi, 11,100 feet high, is twenty Ti from here and is a 
magnificent solitary peak, Tcould nob ascend it on 
this journey, but intend Lo do so when J return, 

May 21.—The country is sill lovely; weather 
cloudy, Chinese coolies were passed carrying the 
eges of the wax insect to the casiward, 

These curious insects, which ave a species of coreus, 
are bred on one kind of tee, Tmt are transported 
about 200 miles to produce the wax, whieh they do 
upon a totally diferent species of tree to that upon 
which they are bred. 

They are produced principally in the valley of the 
Anning river, a Wibulary of the Ya-lung, and I 
gathored from inquiries that the eggs appear in large 
numbers in the month of March npon the branches of 
the large-leaved privel (Ligustrum duvidum), being en- 
closed in small pear-shaped excreseances oy seals, 

The scales are gathered at the end of April, and 
made up in paper packeis weighing about 18 oz. each. 
About sixty of these form a coolie’s load, and during 
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(ransit great care is takeu of them, the coolie wavelling 
only hy night or on dull days, as the sunlight matures 
the contents of the scales too rapidly. At the resting 
places the loads are unpacked, aud the packets spread 
thinly in cool and shady places. Most of the coolies 
ivavel by way of Fulin, at which place they cross the 
Yung Qiver, but T was informed that some make a 
move direct route by crossing the country of the inde- 
pendent Lolos, who permil them to do so on payment 
of duty, 

They reach Kia-ting-fi about the beginning of May, 
when the small packels ave undone and from twenty to 
thirty scales are enclosed in a leaf of the wood oil tree 
(.leurites cordate) in which some rough holes are 
made to allow of the oscape of the insects and also 
to pags places of rice straw through, by means of which. 
ib is aulached to the branch of the tree upon which 
tha wax is produced, ‘Chis isa species of ash (/ravinus 
chinensis), which is grown, in a pollard form, in great 
quantities vou the edges of the rico fields, and up 
to the foot of the mountains in the district around 
Kia-ting-Sn, 

Tn (ine weather the insects goon creep out of the 
scales and wp the branches on lo the twigs, onthe under 
side of which the wax soon hogins to appear, This 
gradually increases, coating the tig or branch all over, 
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and in about a hundred days has attained a thickness 
of perhaps a quarter of an inch, 

The branches are then lopped off, and as amuch as 
possible of the wax is carefully seraped olf and thrown 
into boiling water, from which it is skhnmed as it rises 
to the surfree, This is the best wax. ‘The Ianchos 
and. twigs are then thrown into the pot, but the wax 
melted from them is darker and inferior, 

Té is used for making candles or coating those made 
from inferior substance, and for giving a polish to wood- 
work, &e. 

Yang-tsun was reached at 4 ea. and a halt mado 
for the night, having travelled seventy li, 

May 22.—Staricd at 0.30, and, wavelling through a 
very fertile valley, the small village of Limg-chi wag 
reached al 9.80. Jom here the road ascends, and 
Hein-chang was reached in the atvernaon, Chad w very 
had room in the inn, but was very tired and had to put 
np with it, It wag between tvo coaspools. 

The village inns ave generally built of mud and in 
the form of a square, with rooms built facing inwards 
from the outside wall, In the contre is a court which 
is sometimes paved, and in the middle of the court is 
generally a depression or hole which is the receptacle 
for all sorts of {th, As a rulo the inns are dirty in the 
extreme, especially when the village ig not on a high 
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road, mul sometimes, but rarely, a room is found in 
them better and cleaner than the rest, probably reserved 
for an official when travelling, During the night a ery 
of thieves wag raised, and about a dozen were seen out- 
side the gates. Thad twenty-two men with me, the 
remainder being at another inn, and no atlack was made, 
They left as the day was breaking, after having stayed 
for nearly five hours. Twas glad to find no reinforce- 
montis come wp, and had an anxious time, having a 
good deal of silver with me, a fact they were probably 
aware of, 

May 28,—-Left at 7 A.m, and crossed a tributary 
of the Tung River ab 9 o'clock, Wravelling through a very 
wild and rugged region. ‘Lolo houses could be seen on 
the other side of the valley of the Tung River, These 
houses can be easily distinguished from those of the 
‘Chinese, being built of stone instcad of mud, and having 
flat roofs, small windows, and watch towers. The path 
now is very narrow and dangerous; a slip might send 
one rolling down. hundveds of feet. 

After a tiring day gob to Tulu-ping at 4 pa, This 
place is at an elevation of 4,250 feet. found the land- 
lord of the inn very civil, IIo showed me a part of the 
weokly ‘Times’ of November 28, 1877, containing a 
report of part of the celebrated trial of Benson and 
others, ‘This newspaper had been left behind by Mr.

Baber on his way to Wa-shan eleven years ago, ‘The 
landlord also informed me that no Hrvopean had passed 
since. During the day, which was very wot, [ saw 
some feathers of the Amhorst phensaat lying about on 
the path. 

May 24.—'The main stream of the ‘Tang was struck 
to-day. The road, or rathor path, was dreadful, being 
very narrow, and winding about on deep dectivities, 
often with a precipice on one site whove a fall would 
be fatal, and barely room to crawl done in single 
file. 

At places the nig might he seen tearing along its 
rocky bed hundreds of feet below. ‘his is tho wildest 
region Ihave yeb Veen in, and the river forms practi- 
cally the boundary between the Chinese and the Golos, 
I arrived ab Chin-kon-ho ab 3 pat his village is 
situated in a ravine, and las a roaring Lorrent suming 
beside il, the opposito bank of the stream being formed 
by a precipice, Found a very bad inn here, wet bad a 
room given me over a cesspool, Winding the stenel: 
unbearable, I made an exchange with the soldiers sent 
from the Yamen, they not. appearing to object in the 
slightest. During tho day [ found several interesting 
species of Lepidoptera, and from what T could judge 
this hot, steamy gorge should prove a good spot for 
collecting, and I shall note it as a station for some of 
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my men by and by, At about 4 vat T saw from the 
window of my room several antclopes on a narrow 
ledge of the precipice, and hardly twenty yards away, 
My ville was unfortunately with the coolies in the other 
inn, but Timmediately hurried after it, and succeeded 
in getting a shot which secured one, This caused great 
excilement in the village, and two men swam across to 
fetch it It was very lucky, and gave us a supply of 
meat for a couple of days, making a most agreeable 
change in our diet from the everlasting rice, Indian corn. 
cakes and eggs, with sometimes, but not often, a fowl. 

May 25—telt at 6 am. The road led to the 
cast of a spur, and was partly on the bank of a tribu- 
lary of the Tung River, through the villages of Nan-mu- 
yuan, and Li-nion-tien, anc took me to Kuei-hua-chang, 
where T stayed tho night, being now only fifteen li 
from my destination at Ta-lien-chih. The weather was 
cloudy, and a mountainous region was passed through 
with vory trying paths. 

May 26.—Left at 7 aa, and arrived ab Ta-tien- 
chih at lL. Tore I found Pere Joseph Martin on a 
visit to his converts, his headquarters being at Huang- 
mu-chang about seventy li further on. He had not seen 
a Turopean since Baber, eleven years ago, and was kind 
enough to lend me the old mission house to live in. I 
appreciated this very much, as it was greatly superior 
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to any other house in the village, and vory comfortable, 
This.devoted man has lived in the neighbourhood for 
many yoars, and has no intention of ever returning to 
Burope, Te has made many converts, and is mnch 
. beloved by them. There is a good chapel at, Muang- 
mu-chang, and when he is visiting ouilying districts 
he holds services in the houses of the natives. I noticed 
for the fivst time some joss houses that had boon allowed 
to fall to ruins. 

As soon as my things had been got into the house, 
T paid off and dismissed the coolies, keeping only four 
with me, as 1 intended to remain here all the summer, 

I should mention that the mission house, the use af 
which was so kindly granted mo, was sitnated on tho 
side of a hill, and was facing Mount Wa, which towored 
6,000 feet above us, 

The day after my arrival T started. to see what could 
be done in the way of collecting, and ascending the 
slopes of a hill opposite, a spur from the mountain, 
I got into a terribly bad road, very stony and preci- 
pitous, and much overgrown with jungle in places, 
‘Old watercourses had to be traversed, T found many 
interesting plants, which I collected to be dried, ut 
came to the conclusion that it was too early and cold 
yet for butterflies, IL was bad gotting up, bub much 
worse getting down. 
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The country appears to be thinly inhabited, and I 
noticed a change in the headgear worn, for here the 
hat, instead of being small, is made of two thicknesses 
of heavy felt, the inside being of a light colour and the 
outer black, or nearly'so, the brim being much turned 
up. I found that this shape is peculiar to Western 
China and Eastern Tibet, where it is exclusively worn, 
Indian corn is grown and also potatoes, which have 
been introduced by the French missionaries. ‘There is 
not, however, much cultivated ground, the country 
generally being thickly wooded,sthe surface rugged, 
und in places large, steep, detached hills, with. sides 
partly precipitous, ave found, The long and graceful 
bamboo is not seen, its place being taken by a shorter 
and more scrubby variety, I was told that tigers, 
leopards, bears, and antelope abounded, and also that 
the wild ox, which I suppose to be the Bucorcas of 
Pore David, is found on the slopes at the base of Mount 
Wa. The only part of one of these that I was fortunate 
cnough to see was a piece of the hide, They ave 
reputed to be very active and fierce, and are hunted in 
the winter by the Lolos for the sake of their flesh, 
‘which makes good beef. ‘Chey are of a grey:colour, 
with horns large and spreading, meeting at the base 
and turned back ab the point. ‘The tragopan is fairly 
plentiful, and the beautiful Amherst pheasant is commoti, 
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‘Two pairs of these were brought to me alive, having 
heen snared by the leg, and Iprrchased them for 1,000 
cash, or about three shillings, ‘There are also two 
species of pigeons resembling the blue rock, aud living 
among the cliffs Of the smaller species [ shot several 
for food, but the larger variely was uneh move wild 
and diffieult to gob near, Tho istrict appears to ba 
vich in bobanical weasures, Quantities of fine wild 
strawberries were brought in by the boys at times: go 
maiy, in fact, that my cook made jam of then. ‘Two 
sorts of raspberrios and gooscberries aro alao fownd 
growing wild, and were often brought to the mission 
house. Very beautiful wild roses grew, the most 
remarkable being with a dark red bloom, 

Towards the end of May the weather was very 
changeable, with a good deal of rain, aud somethines it 
was vory cold, wich the game sort of climate us C found 
at Chang-yang at tho sume time last year. ‘Nhe four 
seasons are more clearly markod than in the lower 
parts of China, 

Juno 10 being a fine warm day, almost the first 
that we had had, I ascended tho first base, if L may go 
call il, of Mount Wa, and on proceeding to examine its 
southern slopes T found then, covered with viegin fovest, 
The weather had been cold, and no butterflies Lo speak 
of were seen; it was too carly for thom. It being a 
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clear day, the great Snowy Mountains above Tr-isien- 
lu could be plainly seen to the north-west, They are 
eighty miles away as the crow flies, and tho journey 
there takes eight or nine days from Ta-tien-chih. Tar 
up the mountain in the crevices and hanging from 
projections on the rocks, huge icicles could be seen 
with the aid of a glass. These, it is 10 exaggeration to 
say, were in many cases as large asa church steeple, 
and when they fall they bring down tons of earth and 
rock with them, leaving huge semicircular cavities in 
the places from which they have been suspended. ' 

On June 15 some Tolos paid us a visit, ‘These were 
not the independent but tributary or subject Lolos, and 
are allowed to travel and work in China on the borders 
of their own country. They are not allowed to wear 
the horn, the distinctive mark of a tue Tolo, and 
which is formed by the hair being knotted above the 
forehead, and then wrapped in a cloth, to form a pro- 
jection some inches in length, but had on small flat 
Chinese caps. ‘They are very different. in appearance 
from the Chinese, and evidently a distinct race. Their 
height is about the average, and they are strong, active, 
wiry, and splendid mountaineers, A few carried 
matchlocks, the remainder spears about ten feet long, 
and they had with thom a pack of hounds, miserable- 
looking specimens, ‘They told me that they hunted the 
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wild calle, and that in the neighbourhood were two 
species of bear, two species of aulclope, wolves, &e,, all 
of which they pursued, but more principally tu the 
autumn and winter, They were very poorly equipped. 
for such sport T thought. They are looked down upon 
by the independent Lolos, who are & moat interesting 
race, about which very little is known, no one as yet 
having been able to penotrate into the country. ‘The 
weather now was a little warmer, and butterflies more 
uumorous. J captured many rave and interesting 
species, Tn spare time T used Lo shoot a few pigeons lo 
vary my diet, which consisted principally of bidian 
gorn coke and egus, Thad a fow tins of provisions 
with me, but considered them luxuries. 1 was lucky 
enough also to find plenty of waterevass prowing ina 
brook flowing through the Hmestone, and ib made a: 
wolcome addition to my tablo, 

On June 16, as the weather appoored to have set in 
fine and warm, T commenced night work, aud was able 
by sugaring to obtain rare noctu, 

While T was ab Kie-ting-fa T made arrangemonly 
with the missionaries thore—Mexsrs, Rirle and Vale— 
to have my mails sont to their care, and having sent a 
coolie in from this place to inquire, he returned on 
Juno 17, bringing letlers and newspapers, which gave 
me some idea of what wag going on in the civilised

world. The mails, as far as Kia-ling-fu, are forwarded 
by the Chinese post, but the dates of their arrivals are 
very uncertain. 

T took several photographs while al this place, one of 
the mission house being here reproduced. T also took 
one of Mount Wa, which unfortunately got spoiled by the 
light getting to it, T regretted this very much, as it is 
such 2 peculiarly shaped and interesting mountain, It 
has been so well described by Mr, Baber in his valuable 
book that I cannot do better than quote from it. ‘The 
upper story of this most imposing mountain is a series of 
twelve or fourteen precipices rising one above another, 
each not much less than 200 fect high, and receding 
very slightly on all four sides from the one next below 
it. ivory individual precipice is regularly continued 
all round the four sides, Or it may be considered as a 
{light of thixteon steps, each 180 fect high and thirty 
feet broad, Or, again, it may be described as thirteen 
layers of square, or slightly oblong, limestone slabs, 
{80 fect thick and about a mile on each side, piled 
with careful regularity and exact levelling wpon a base 
8,000 feet high. Or perhaps it may be compared to a 
cubic crystal stuck amid a row of irregular gems. Or 
perhaps it is beyond compare.’ 
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My collectors were now well up to their dutica, and 
quite able, T thought, lo complete such work as might 
be done here withoul my personal supervision, 1 
therefore decided upon changing my, original plur of 
stopping here all the summer and, leaving them and 
the collections already made behind, to advance to 
Ta-lsien-lu. ‘The botanical collector was loft in churge, 
and T found that thirty men were to be put under him, 
these being told off for such stations ag I considered 
most promising, 

On June 26 my last preparations were made by 
sending Ietters down (o Kis-ting-fi, aud packing up all 
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that might be neccssary, JMnding that there was 
nothing to prevent my going, and as I was particularly 
anxious not to lose more of the season than was abso- 
lutely necessary, there being a species of butterily 
(Parnassius Imperator) found further west, a series of 
which I wished to secure, I made a start on the following 
day with My. Kricheldorfl, my cook and interpreter, 
and six coolies. ‘These covlies carry erformous loads, 
considering the mountainous nature of the country and 
the rough roads they have to travel over, to say nothing 
of the poor nature of the food they have to live upon. 
From Kia-ting-fu to Wa-shan their loads were supposed 
lo ho as nearly sixliy cattics as possible each, but T 
found that from Wa-shan to Ta-tsicn-lu the custom was 
for thom to carry vighty catties, a catty being as nearly 
us possible one pound and a third, The road ascends 
for about four hours’ march, passing through forest, 
the ground being very rocky and the path winding. 
At last the summit of the So-i-ling Pass is reached, 
which is 8,778 feet above the sea level. After descend- 
ing somo distance by a particularly tortuous road a 
very deep wild ravine is suddenly seen. The path 
leads along the southern side for about four miles, 
when ‘heve is an abrupt descent, and the neck of the 
ravine ig crossed by a stone bridge. Then. after a steep 
ascent the road leads along the opposite side of the 
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ravino to nearly the point on the other side to which i! 
entered. ‘This is only mentioned to show what a long 
distance has to be traversed in many cases when (he 
actual advance is very small, | saw several young wild 
pigs during the day, but no old ones, 

Tluang-mu-chang was my halting place for the 
night, when T again met Pere Martin and had a howty 
welcome from him and an invitation to slay ab his 
house, JTe has a nice place with a good garden, in 
which are many familiar flowers, such as sweet william, 
cockscombs, and many other things, the seeds of which 
have been sent him from France. In the kilehen 
garden also he has vegetables, such as we are acons- 
tomed to ab home, and is gradually spreading the 
cultivation of such of them ay thrive well among the 
Chinese. 

T parted from Pere Martin the nest morning 
(June 27) ab 9 o'clock, and travelling as usnal throngh 
a very mountainous region reached a market village 
called Chin-ki-za at 5.80 pa, having walked sixty li 
from Uuang-ni-chang., ‘This was a very hard day’s 
work, the roads as usual being very Dad, and I think 
that the poorness of the food upon which we had lived 
was beginning to tell upon Ma, Kricheldorff and myselt. 
At this place the soldiers or runners left me in order 
to report themselves at the Yamen of Ching-chi-hsien, 
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{rom which place their successors were to be sent on 
to me, 

June 28,.—Made a start ab 6 Aat, The road de- 
scended all the morning until Tu-lin was entered at 
noon, This is a curiously situated place, being built 
upon a low-lying plateau close to the Tung River. 
Several streams join it here, and between them are 
high barren vanges of hills, the plateau in its lowest 
parts bearing the most unmistakable signs of being 
frequently flooded, as it is covered with water-worn 
pebhles. 

Fu-lin is an important place, and does a con- 
siderable wade in wheat, barley, Indian corn, and 
millet. IMour of excellent qualily is produced, and 
very fine pears are grown, suilable only for cooking 
purposes, Apples and peaches, bringalls and potatoes, 
are also gold here in large quantities, The town is very 
thickly populated and the inhabitants most inhospitable. 
I was unfortunately without my guard, and in con- 
sequence T was nol even allowed to sit down and vest- 
in the town al an inn, so there was nothing but to march 
through and have our midday halt. and meal under a 
tree outside the boundary. It is a very hot place, 
having high hills to the north. Arrived at Tang-chia- 
pa al G6 pat and tried to hire horses to carry us to 
‘Ta-tsion-lu, ag the marching over such rough roads 
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was getting too severe, Theae having been promised, 
T dismissed tho coolies from Waeshan also, ax Twas 
informod that I could replace them. here, 

June 29,—While wo were ab breakfast the Chinese 
horse owner brought the horses round, and was told to 
wait, Ile did so for a time, and then took the horses 
away, having no doubt been threatened with violence 
if he let his horses to tho foreign devils, ‘Chis put me 
in anico fix, for the coolies dismissed the evening hefore 
had. gone back, and T had loads to be transported when 
neither horses nor coolies were to he hired, At last I 
sent a message to the headman ly my interpreter, 
saying that if horses and coolies were uot provided forth- 
with Ishould send to Ching-chi-hsien and report. him for 
having caused ine delay, ‘This message had the desired 
effect, but not wholly, for J got eoolies Int no horses, 
“Lhese, however, enabled me to leave the place, and 
after going about ten Tin man with mules was met aud 
an agreement made with him to take ua on ta Ta-tsion 
lu. The mules had no saddles, but he said he could 
procure them at Ni-tou, and so we hal to make shift 
with blankets, ‘The road all day lad by the side of a 
river bed or watercourse now nearly dry, but: showing 
unmistakable signs that.at times there must be heavy 
floods, It was a barren country with rocks -and 
boulders of red sandstone, Heavy vain fell in the 
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afternoon, and T was heartily glad when asmall place was. 
reached, wenty-five Hi from Ni-tou, where we could sleep. 

June 80.—A’ start being made at G. aa, Ni-tou 
was reached at noon, Tere the owner of the mules 
reported that the animals wanted shoeing, but, after 
a reasonable time had been allowed, they were not 
forthcoming. Truly tlie Chinese are a most vexatious 
people to deal with, All these little troubles arose 
through my not having the soldiers with me, but I 
cortainly had expected them to have met me before 
this.. There was nothing for it but to proceed on 
foot, and be thankful that I had at least some coolies 
to cary my baguage, Treached a small place ten li 

beyond San-chuo-ping ab 4 pa, and stopped there for 
the hight, as there were no houses on the road between 
this and Tua-ling-ping, which was too far off to be 
veachedl. 

July 1.—BStarted at 6 Aa, The voad was ascend- 
ing now as the Fei-yueh-ling Pass was being approached. 
This is ab an elevation of 9,020 feet, and the ascerit is 
hard work, the roads as usual being very bad. The 
principal trees ave pines mingled with other evergreens, 
and in the open spaces several species of Lydrangea aro 
seen. Lligher up. rhododendrons and azaleas flourish, 
some of the former heing still in bloom, one being con- 
spicuous from the fine deep carmine colour of its flower. 
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T took here some fine specimens of an interesting form 
of * Apatura,’ Near the summit, from whieh (hare is a 
fine view, the voad leads ina semicivele vonud a deep 
vavine or bay several miles across, and the forest. is 
looked down upon, This, with the clouds rolling 
beneath, presents a remarkable spectacle, The lom~ 
perature was cool and a welcome change from the 
stifling heat of the valleys, We now descended to 
Teng-chi, where we arrived in an exhanstod stile, and 
tumbled into the first tim that presented itself, In 
justice to the town I may hero say that if we luul goue 
a little further we might have had more decent aecom- 
modation, for though Thad some idea of what a dirty 
place a Chinese inn might be, this one for filth, dis 
comfort, and the quantity of vermin that it contained 
was entilled to take the cake, My voom was sinall, 
and with no window, a lamp having to be aged dni the 
day time, The walls wore black with slime, and in 
spite of being very tired T could get Int little rest 
during the night, my unfortunate hody being invaded. 
by hosts of vermin of all sorts. 1 left, this at am. onrly 
hour the next morning, being only too glad to pat away. 
During my travels T have been forced to take refuge in 
some curiously dirty places, hut this inn will remain fixed 
in my mind as containing the most varied collection of 
the most disagreeable things that T have ever met with 
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ab one time. We had breakfast on a spur of the 
mountains looking over the Tung River, whose course 
we had now again met, and which here takes a divec- 
lion almost due novth. The road leads partly past a 
precipice from which a headland projects, and here it 
has to be cut into the face in such a way that the rocks 
hang over the traveller’s head, The path is a little 
wider than usual, and at this spot a dwarf wall is built 
on. the outer side, Thisisa precaution for safety rarely 
seen. in the country, <A short distance further and a 
sudden descent takes us into the valley of the Tung, up 
which we proceed till a sharp turn to the left brings us 
suddenly into the town of Lu-ting-chiao, which is 
built on both hanks of the Tung River, the two parts ol 
the town being connected by a suspension bridge—a 
thing one would hardly expect to see in this remote 
region, Tt is, however, a thoroughly good piece of 
work, having substantial stone piers to carry chains, 
which are made of iron of a good inch in diameter, the 
ons of which are secured to the rocks ab the back, 
The footway is about twelve feet wide and is also hung 
by chains, the boards forming it not being fastened 
down, ‘his remarkable bridge is abou 120 yards 
long, and is perhaps 150 feet above the highest level of 
the Ting River. Tn the strect at cach end is a bazaar 
where goods and provisions are sold. I was heartily 
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mghed ab by the natives when evossing, for the oxedl 
ion was so great as fo cause me wome alien, there 
ging no hand rail, 1 therefore made a hale in the 
viddle, waiting for i la get steuly again before pea. 
eoding, ‘They being necudtomed to if ean of course 
voss Without any hesilation. 

After gotting across L heard that Chere were some 
rench missionwies ab Cha-pa, a shork distance down 
1¢ river, and instead of going on the direct road 1 
seided lo visit them, and therefore made a sharp hon 
the left, ‘The roul was in a place extremely 
wgerous, being merely a groove cub tito ty alist 
‘ecipitous abutinent, composed of shale, This Soot: 
ald—for it is nothing more, wid barely that du: to 
2 constantly renewed by anybody who wishes to pass, 
2 in wot weather the slulo is washed away, and ia 
ry weather it ermmbles, A false step woukl send a 
aveller over the slippery sinfaee inte the Corrent of 
te Tung River, perhaps adunudred feet beneath, ancl as, 
i which, owing to its violenec, a boat qn hardly live, 
ceapt in the most quich places, aver (ho most export 
vimmer would have little or no chance of stuying his 
‘e, if even that had been lofi to Tine after the fall 
rere ig considerable trafic past this dangerous place, 
ud it was curious lo notice that though sueh a eapital 

widge had been coustrneted such a short distance

away, that no eflort had been made to improve the road 
heve, 

Probably, if a little labour was expended, the solid 
rock would be reached, and a fairly good and perma- 
nent road could then be easily made. We got to Cha- 
paabl 4 PML, and found the missionaries, who gave us a 
hearty welcome, and were astonished al seeing us. 
TIeavy rain fell just as we arrived, and some time after- 
wards, as we were silting in the verandah, talking and 
smoking, a noise resembling rapidly approaching 
thunder was heard. On going to the back of the 
mission-house, where thore was a garden, at the end of 
which was a dry watercourse, we were just in time to 
sec a mass of turbid water, bearing along huge blocks 
of grantie weighing many tons each, break over a 
precipice, nearly two hundred feet high, with a deafen- 
ing voar, and plunge into the watercourse beneath. In 
a moment the flood was passing the bottom of the 
gurden, bul the scone of the wildly rushing water is 
more than my pen is able’ to describe. A brown- 
coloured flood dashed furiously along, bearing with it 
large masses of granite, and tossing them about as if 
they were mere chips. These were violently thrown 
against each other and against the bed of the course, 
with Such force as lo make the ground tremble beneath 
our feet.

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The suddenness of the whole thing-—the tremencdons 
noise, the Lorrible exhibition of the power of a flood of 
water Lo toss enormous houlders about dike playthings 
combined to fix the seene indelibly upon ay mind, bet 
no deseription ean do any justice to tt, 

Tn about three hors it was all over, and a small 
stvean of water only ran along (he corse so short a 
time before in. raging flood. Lt was enused, T have no 
doubt, by the hot weather we had lately experianced, 
and the hoavy rain acting on the snow on the mountain 
ranges, perhaps some miles distant. 

Telept ab the mission-houso that night, it ving a 
treat to gel clean lodgings after whab L had gone 
through in some of the Chinese ims, ‘The missioiarios 
were’ very hospitable, "They are under their bishop, 
who resides at Pa-tsicn-hu, 

On July 8 we loft the mission stulion ab 8 Aa. and 
found a difficulty almost dmnediately, for the storm of 
last night had washed part of the road away. 1 had 
hired some mules the evening before, ab Uhesa now 
could not proceed, and had to he left, we haying to 
(ravel on foot again is usual, T noticed the wrecks of 
many houses that had beon built on low-lying ground, 
some haying been washed away, others being filled 
with mud and rendered uninhabitable, 'Those-would 
all be put to rights again in the course of a few-Aveoks, 
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the walls rebuilt or gleared owl, as might be necessary ; 
and it is curious to A that’ though they are probably 
washed away or damaged every other year or so, they 
are invariably reconstructed or repaired, the idea of 
moving to higher and safer ground not apparently 
entering into the owners’ heads. The Tung River to- 
day was a thick roaring torrent, full of huge boulders 
and whirlpools. The general direction of the road was 
now nearly due north. It was very rocky, winding 
among the spurs of the mountains, and varying from 
160 to 1,600 feet above the level of the river, which 
made it hard work for ourselves and the coolies. 
There was a great deal of traflic, however, ag 1 
noticed tobacco, salt, and tea being taken to Ta-tsien-lu 
from the lower parts of Szc-chuen, and hides, musk, 
deer-horns, and medicines going south, all carried by 
coolies, , 

. Descending into a valley, a tributary of the Tung 
was crossed. by means of a good stone bridge, with the 
usual coolie rest-house at the end; and ascending, we 
passed round a high headland, where 1 noticed large 
«quantities of fossil shells, A few miles further on and 
Wa-ssu is seen, Prickly pears grow here, this being 
the first time I saw them. The fruit is used for food, 
Very ‘fine ,peaches, apricots, and apples are largely 
gvown, and sent to the market al Ta-tsionlu. Wa-ssu 

x2 
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is a small place, and we stopped dhe night there, Show 
is geen just hefore the village is reached, high up on the 
mountains. 

On Jidy 4 the road to Taetsienelu led np a very deep 
gorge, with immense monntaius on each side, A ve- 
markably clear atvcam van by the side, and here and 
there [oll into deep blue pools. The seenery was 
magnificont, aid the flustration gives but a taint idea 
of its grandeur, Views up ravines disclosed stow 
expped mountains, below which were lorests of dark 
pine, and the different zones of vegetation could be 
distinctly traeed. Just below the snow, geass was 
growing, and then in rotation followed pine lorests, 
thododendrons, mixed evergreens, and then in vallays 
sub-tropical plants, 1 shonld here woe that the vewe= 
tation is more Tihetan in character Caw Chincse, On 
the road Taoticed a single vope suspension lridge ever 
ativer, This consisted of a hamboo cable abort three 
fuches in diameter, glretehed aevoss about 180° feat 
Above the water, and having a free reaming plailed. 
Hampoo ring upoh it, From this ving an tuverted 
pievo, with the shank about four fect long, Inmg, andl 
light hauling’ lines wove allached to it and to each bank. 
Tie traveller seats himself on the cross of the Ty and 
then, the cable of course being in a curve, on letting go 
from the bank his own weight carries lim halfway, or 
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move, across, TTe now takes the hauling line, and 
pulls himself up the curve to the other bank, 

The city of Ta-tsien-lu is not seen by the traveller 
mil he is close to the gates, and on entering, the stveeis 
ave found to he crowded with a strange mixture of 
vaces, The houses are certainly Chinese, but the popu- 
lation is a mixture of all the nations of Asia, ‘Tibetans 
predominaling. 1 made my way through the city, antl, 
passing out by the south gate, soon found the house of 
the Roman Catholic Bishop—Monseigneur Biet—who 
received me very kindly, and interested himself in 
gelling rooms at an im. in the city, the same place that 
Captain Gill and Mx, Baber had slapped at, 
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CIAVTER X 
TISTUN-LU 
Moot Mi, Rookhill -Tie jownoy ~Miasionarios give gront nnaigtunoe 
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On my arrival at the inn [ fonnd Me. Rockhill, an 
American, who lad been previously attached to their 
legation al Pekin, and who had travelled [rom that 
place through the practically wiknown region on the 
boundary bebween China and Theb. Thad heen told hy 
Monscignour Biel that he was there, aud was agveoubly 
surprised. thal should have an Wnglish-speaking fellow 
waveller living in the same house with me for ab least 
some (ays. 

T do not know how to gufMiciently thank Hishop 
Hiel and the Fathers Soulié, Mossol and Dejemn for all 
their kindness and atuention to me during my stay. 
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Tiverything in their power was done, and as they spoke 
hoth Tibetan and Chinese, and were well acquainted 
with the peouliar ways and manners of the natives, it 
may he easily understood that their assisLance was in- 
valuable, Bishop Bict, a man with a highly cultivated 
mind and refined taste, has been here, or rather in the 
district, for twenty-five years, and here he will in all pro- 
Inbility end his days, for he told me that the missionary 
bishops ave rarely, if ever, vecalled by the Pope. The 
last Huropean he saw before Mr, Rockhill, who, by the 
way, is su American, and myself, was Mr, Baber in 1879, 
and this is 1889, ITs brother, also a missionary, was 
murdered in Manchuria, and here both he and the 
Vathers have to be extremely cautious even now, for 
the lamas bear thom no goodwill, My collectors were 
all Christians, brought up from childhood by tfe Bishop 
mul the Fathers, and were in a much more civilised state 
than the Buddhist Tibetans and mixed Chinesc, who 
refused to work for me, All the Roman Catholic mis- 
sionaries had a very hard life, and T think that people 
at home have very little idea of the sacrifices they make 
for the sake of their religion, Beyond having cleaner, 
and perhaps, in a trifling way, better houses than the 
natives, there is no difference in their mode of life 
hoy seldom see civilised people, and yel have done, 
much to civilise the almost savage races among whom 
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they dwell, ‘Their food is cowse and offen xennty, and 
their lives ave Creqnently in danger. The Bishop 
himself now seldom leaves his louse, but does al the 
Chueh work there through the Mathers and the con 
siderable number of converts that ave heen made, 

The winter weather is now too severe for him, ane 
in the autumn he goes down to Chapa, just helow 
Lating-chiao, and remains there (ll the spring, He 
was not in goo health when [last saw hin, 

On July 8 1 took his photograph, and he was 
delighted at the idea of sending copies to his (rieuds 
and relations. My camera was andonbtedly the first 
that had ever been in this region, aud hy ily ageney 
the Bishop was enabled fo send to his friends of twenty: 
five years ago a tolorably faidifal picture of himaett, 
Tho devotion of the French missionaries in yeneral te 
the causo of their religion deserves notice, No work 
is too hard for them, no living too poor, ‘They are not 
deterred by epidemics of sickness ar hy Uhretlened 
massacre, They have simply devolod their lives to the 
propagation of their religion, aul nothing cu burn Qhen 
from their purpose, Much they have done, but much 
more remains lo be done; and ib struck ine forcibly, 
during my travels, that they, above all others, are the 
most determined that it shad he done, 

The inn in which Thad my quarters was fairly com- 
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fortable, In front was a yard and stabling for a few 
horses, and a pole was erected in it from which strings 
of paper prayers hung fluttering in the wind. Round 
the walls also bils of slick were inserted here and there 
and similarly ornamented, The roof of the kitchen was 
flat, and on it there was a small dome-shaped erection 
of clay, in which every day, at about five o’clock in the 
altemoon, the branches of a sort of coniferous plant 
wore burnt with religious ceremony, 

Caravans used to slop here, and on their arrival the 
beasts of burden were unloaded in the yard and then 
driven along a passage running through the house to 
an enclose al the back, where they were left for the 
night. The animals used were horses, or a cross-breed 
helween the yak and a cow, a much smaller animal 
than the wild yak. ‘The dxivers ave all Tibetan, and are 
av rough muscular seb of men wearing their hair hanging 
ovo their faces, their skins being tamed a dark brown 
salou, ‘They wear a loose brown woollen coal reaching 
to the knees, and fastened round the waist with a belt, 
through which the upper part is pulled up till it falls 
over and hides the girdle, forming a substitule for 
pockets, Raw hide boots reaching to just below the 
knee are worn, and a curiously shaped cowl for the head 
with a flap hanging down behind, in the middle of which 
is a circular red patch, completes their costume. They 
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also wear, but whether as an erumnent ar not | eorukd 
not find out, a long thiek pigtail, plaited up ant of 
coarse black hair and ormnuented with silver bands, in 
some of which turyuoises or pieces of red coral ave set. 

The landlady of the im was a 'Pibela, whose hnaband 
was ale Lhassa, and who was, | believe, an interpreter, 
She was very comfortably off as far as TE could judge, 
and one day she showed me a gre part of her wealth, 
which consisted of imssive gold ormmments af rough 
manuacture, Tb is a common practice wmong (he 
women hore to have their forties in jewellery, heeause, 
T imagine, there ave ne Tanks or safe places where 
money ean he kept. Cold, Tamay here mention, His 
not the sume relative value to silver as it has in Lower 
China, but is considerably cheaper. 

The city of Tactsion he is moat irvegularly built, dhe 
houses being of all: shapes and sizes, the reackways 
merely layers of large stones, and a stremm ris Chirenygh 
its centro from south to north. 

Tt is inhabited principally by Chinese and Tihetaus, 
the former being generally the merelauits and shop. 
keepers, the latter for the mast part employed in the ena 
van trade, All ‘Tibetans ave dressed tr amnel dhe sania 
way ag] have before desevibed, those not being employed 
in caravans wearing a felt lit, if a hat ts warn at all, 
instead of acowl. Certain of the more wealthy wear 
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on occasions a grey fulé hat, perhaps a foot high. No 
‘Nibetur is ever without a wooden bowl, sometimes lined 
with silver, from which he eats his porridge or drinks his 
len, Tle also invariably carries a small neat tinder-hox,. 
ustully with (he steel attached to it, the flint being 
earviod inside, These two articles when not in use are 
carried tu the folda of his long coarse coat, . 

AlL races of Asiaties may be seen in the streets, 
many being tall, Qne, fieree-looking specimens of 
humanity, armed with long guns, daggers and swords. 
Their firearms ave asa rule of no great use, being 
ol tha obsolete type so frequently seen among such 
people, laut the owners value them highly; and 
though T wished to bring some home as: curiosities, 
the prices asked was so high as to prevent my pur- 
chasing, Many lamas axe seen at all times in the town, 
there being « large lamasery just outside, They may: 
he toll by their scarlet cloaks and shaven heads, and 
their music while at prayers is heard all day long. 
Monseigneur igt informed me that, while he was at 
Batang, a lama of high rank died. ‘The body was carried 
to a lofty plateau, the flesh was then cut off the bones, 
and the bones crushed and mixed with flow. Both” 
wore then given to the vultures, and the whole body 

ras thus satisfuetorily disposed: of ‘Tibetan women 
work Iuwd, ‘Shey collect firewood on .the ‘mountain 
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slopes, and domach ont ofdoo work which the Chinese 
women are mutble to do, 

A Jarge ynantity of tea comes inte Ta tsiew di, 
principally from Ya chow fi, Le is of a very course 
desoription, and is made up in slabs about forty inehes 
long, nine wide, and three and a lull’ Usiek, weighing 
perhaps dwelve to fifteen ponds each, ad are wrapped 
in walling, They ave carried by cvolies, who Cravel hy 
way of the Laeting Dridge, this being (ie only phiee 
where the Ting River can be erossnil in the distier. 
The loads carvied hy the eoolics are enormous, dad rw 
from 200 Ths. to considerably over S00 Wha, the slabs 
of fea being packed on a light wouden frame, sued 
reaching high above the coolie’s head, the Came having 
favo rope loops al the upper end, Chroiugh whieh the 
arms aro pawed A stick is abwayr earrivd, ane 
when resting, (ho weight of dhe Iurden is Caten by dae 
top of tho alick, the Dotfom being on tha pound, 
Bishop Bie showed mo an tron gue ahont tve feet 
high that had heen earried from Ya chow by ane anim. 
At Ta-tsien-In the slabs of tea ave cutup inte socalled 
bricks, which ave then packed in hide and tusen by the 
caravans to all parts of ‘Nbet. Tobaeeo cul aalt are 
also taken by the caravans, having bean firat dnported 
fvom China, and they bring fram ‘Tihet for expert to 
the East, hides, deer-horns, mugk and inedicinal plants, 
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Some of the caravans travel enormous distances, one 
going regularly to Tishulumbo, to the westward of 
Lhassa, and about 1,500 miles from Ta-isien-lu. They 
are six months on the road. Indian rupees are here 
plentiful, and are a recognised currency. Russian 
roubles ave also found, and in increasing numbers, 

I found a very useful kind of scaling-wax here, It 
is made from the refuse of a Tibetan dye, and does not 
melt or bend from the heat of the weather, It is very 
light, and of a dark brown colour, 

One day there was a women’s feast at the inn; 
what the occasion was 1 do not know, but about 
{wenty met, Chinese and Tibetan, all dressed in their 
best, the formor in silks and satins, with hair well oiled 
aul cheeks painted and powdered, the latter in dark 
woollen blouse and trousers, with boots up to the knee, 
They all wore ag much jewellery ag possible, of gold and 
silver, the latier having turquoises and coral set in it, 
and. being roughly enamelled. The earrings worn were 
vory lavge, with chains hanging down, and the re- 
mainder of the ornaments took the form of long chains, 
bracelets, and brooches, all being of rough manufacture. 
‘They met at about two o’clock in the afternoon, and 
appeared to enjoy themselves very much Lill six, when 
they dispersed. 

» In the roads, in various places near the town, large 
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heaps of broken stone slabs may be seen, covered with 
inscriptions in Sanserit character, ‘They sre nol mder- 
stood bythe natives, but ave held in great respect, wd 
if a'piece gots broken off ov thrown into the road, if is 
always carefully replaced. The Chinese take uo notice 
of these heaps. 

This town is on the high road between Rekin and 
Lhassa, and sometimes the Goverment messenger may 
‘bo sean passing through. ‘Che system is enrions, aud 
it scoms to he indisponsable that a dospateh of any tine 
portance guest He eiwried the whole distance hy one 
man. ‘he best horses are procured for hin to ride 
upon, and he never stops except lo change ‘horses, to 
the guddle of ‘which he is tied, Le is accompanied hy 
two-soltliors, who aro Changed at every station, on the 
arrival ab which fresh horso is nlways ford ready, 
and fresh guards in attendance. Me courier ts vutied 
from the horse, given a raw epg te eat, mounted ant 
tied to a fresh horse, mud proceeds on his jormney, . I 
was informed that this excessively hard wok proves 
fatal to many couriers. 

On July UL. Ma. -Rookhill loft on his return journey, 
which he made to Shanghai hy, I believe, tha same 
voad that I’ had come up, viz. by land to Kia-ting-fa, 
and then down the river by native boat to Tchang, 
where he would be able to finish his journe y by steumer,

his men had not come in, though he bad been nearly 
three weeks, T think, waiting for them, Among the 
things that they were bringing were two Tibetan dogs, 
one of which he made a present to me, if they should ever 
artive. Seven days after he left the men came in with 
a long tale of misfortunes to relate, The lamas, they 
said, had tweated them very badly. They refused to 
supply them with fodder for their horses, and conse- - 
quently they had lost some from starvation, They 
Were then bound hand and foot for teu days, while the 
Jamas sont to Chong-tu for orders about them. When 
their messenger retumed he bronght directions for 
their liberation. All this trouble was caused by their 
travelling without passports. They brought the dogs 
avfely, however, and T much regret that Iwas unable 
(o bring either home, the female dying at Tlankow and 
the male in the Mediterrancan, The latter was an 
enormous beast, the largest dog [have ever scen, with 
a black shavey coat and Llan-voloured legs, Ie had a 
broad muzzle, aud was very powerful and fierce. This 
breed is peculiar lo a province or district called Deggi, 
mul oven the logal king at Ta-tsien-lu has to send there 
for thom if he wants them pure. The female was 
smaller, with a smooth coat, but of the samo colour, 
black and tan. She was a Sifan dog, and not so savage 
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ag the male, but sly and treacherous, "Those logs ure 
used by all the caravan drivers to protect their 
merchandise at night. When they arrive aba enuiping 
place the beasts of burden Tue (heir londds vemeverk an 
stacked together. ‘They ave then covered with wt leant of 
some sort, and the dogs are secured to stakes all von, 
Te they caught a thie€ they woukl pull Tdin down ins 
moment, and probiebly kill him. : 

On July 25 1 loft Va-tsien-li fora few days, travelling: 
to Ghet-tu, ® Tibetan village about ten iiles fo dhe 
westward. ‘The momntains herve vise (own elevation of 
15,000 feet, and T fonnd Jodging ina stone built lit in, 
the valley beneath. ‘There wore two rooms dn the hau, 
one being inhabited by the owners, the other hy the 
cows, pips, cals, dogs, and fowls belonging to them. 
antl ourselves. [L was not possible to get mineh cost, 
antl the place was very dirty, ‘Nhe rool’ let the aie in, 
and the wind whistled through ereviees in tho walla, 
Lverything, however, was nol bad, for 1 fond [ eanld 
gel excellent milk, Th the mornhy T agecnudedl dhe 
mountain to sec if Teould find any Crossnptilon Tibet: 
am, After a hard walk T saw a fine couk within ten 
yards, and any cartridge missed fire, ‘Mhis was the thst 

“one Thad ever seon wild, and the only one T saw during 
the day. It was a most annoying thing. T was not fur 
now from the snow, and I found many flowers growing, 
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principally annuals, and of several, species. ‘This dis 
trict is rich in Theela, and I have taken as many as 
800 7. Bicti in one morning with my forceps off 
the droppings of the baggage animals on the Lhassa 
road. 

On the 20th I returned to Ta-tsien-lu, having 
matle a good collection., I had now a gootl series of 
Parnassius Imperator and of many other species, the 
best hours for collecting being between cight and eleven 
in the forenoon, for aflerwards a strong breeze sprung 
up TiMally, and lasted till nearly five. 
>» On August 10 I made a trip to the northward, and 
as there were no villages in the mountains I intended 
to visit I took a Tibetan tent with me, These are 
made of Chinese cloth embroidered with blue, and are 
used by the Tibetans in the swnmer, when they make 
trips to the mineral springs in the mountains, in which 

: they bathe. At 5 pat I had arrived at an altitude of 
11,000 feet. ‘Lhe tent was pilched and all made snug. 
The scenery was magnificent, the snow above us com- 
mencing ab an altitude of about 16,000 feet, the country 
between being well wooded, principally with pines. 
The next day I shot a few Crossoptilon Tibetanum in 
the morning, but none in the afternoon. The country 
is very difficult to get over al all, the slopes being very 
steep, and in other places large quantities of stones and

avalanches, and in such a loose way that anybody walk:

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CHAPTER XT 
RELURN JOURNEY YO IUHANG

On August (6 T finished my packing; and after 
having thanked Bishop Biet and the Fathers for their 
extrome kindness -and, invaluable assistance, telling my 
collectors at the same time that I hoped to be able to 
engage them the following summer, I left for Wa-ssu at 
22a. and atrived at 7.80, 

My return journey was taken by the same road that 
I had come by, and I crossed the Iei-yueh-ling Pass on 
August 18, arriving at Fu-lin on the 20th. Tlere, again, 
I had difficulties, for they were most inhospitable to me 
on my first passing through the town, Now I found 


the greatest difficulty in getting a room to sleep in, but 
La 
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al last I managed to get a den in whieh to pass the 
night. It had no ventilation; the steuch was abo» 
minable and the heat almost unibermnbles; bub it was 
better than nothing, 

My coolica wont ofl to smoke opitun as uaa Tt is 
a most pernicious habit, no doubt, but: they will do it 
whenever they have money, and ib has become with 
most of them such a habit that they cumot do without it. 

Livas glad to leave the heat aud diseomfort of Muslin 
as soon as J eould the next morning, and after a urd 
day's work over bad roads T gob to Chinedkienu in a 
delightful climate 6,000 fect above the sou level, at Gay’ 
and on the 22nd I veachod Thrang-mi-chang, whore 
T found Pere Martin, who gave me a wenn welcome. 

On August 28rd 1 sent my eoolies on in the moving 
to Ta-tien-chih, keeping lwo only with moe, my ohjeat 
in slaying behind heing lo take a pholograph of Pere 
Martin, who was very nuxious to have it dona, Laving 
accomplished this, satisfactorily as 7 thought, | made a 
start ab 2 pan, bub had a most unforimate journey, 
The coolie whom I had trusted ag a guide missed the way, 
and for some time did not find ont what a inisiake he 
had made. Jn the ond wo were about ten miles on a 
wrong road and had to return. We reached the lop of 
the So-i-ling Pass, 8,770 feet, just ag it became pitch 
dark, and the descent was absolutely dangerous, 
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Luckily we were able to make torches of dry bamboo, 
but even then the road was rather alarming. ‘To finish, 
we arrived al Ta-tien-chih at midnight, fearfully hungry 
and worn out, but could obtain nothing to eat except 
rice, 

The following day I sent to recall all ‘the collectors 
Thad left behind, and upon looking over their work, 
both entomological and botanical, I found that they 
had done very well, aud Thad much reason to be pleased 
with their oxertions, Iwas very busy packing up all 
day, getting the things dried as well as possible, engaging 
coolies and horses, of which I was fortunate enough to 
procure three, one being for Mr. Kricheldorff, one for 
the cook, and the third for myself. ; 

On August 26 started with twenty-four coolies and 
found the horse a proalassistance. Iwas unable to ride 
all day, the road being, in many places, too dangerous. 
Chiv-kou-ho was reached in the evening, and here I 
found three Yamen runners waiting for me, they having 
been sent by the local mandarin, whom Thad informed, at 
his special desire, of my return to Wa-shan. ‘This part 
of the road, that is to say between Wa-shan and Kia- 
ting-fu, is always considered to be dangerous from its 
proximity to the Lolo frontier; and I believe attacks 
ave more frequently made here than in the districts 
further west and north, 
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On the 8001 Su-chi was reached and fram here | 
finished the jowney with my men in two aampane, 
arriving at Kia-ling-a at do pan ‘The inissionuries, 
Megara. Rivte aud Vale, came to see ine, and Pwas much 
disappointed when they informed me that there were 
no letters, 

{ then made inquiries of Che Chinese agent, dis le 
had instructions to detain any letters forme, but he also 
tol mo that there were none. Later on, whon f arrived 
ab Chung-king, T saw Messrs, Butterfield and Swires 
agent (also a Chineso), and he tokl me that a arge parcel 
had heen sent to Wia-ting-(u ta the care af dhe agent” 
there. Subsequently T discovered that by a pieca of 
carelessness they had been returned to Chung-ling, the 
consequence being iat | never resolved them wuitil 
some limo after my roltun fo Tehinig, the postage charged 
being very nearly ten shillings, 

On ny arrival T took up my qnartera at onee tn the 
boat, which Twas glad to find safe, The lowhan had 
had an ovxious time, he told me, on account of the 
flood which oceurred in July; and in this he was 
borne out by the statements of the missionwiey and the 
Chinese themselves, who declared that nothing like it 
had occurred for 2 lundred years, Tn one night the 
river rose fifty feet, flowing into the cily through the 
gates, destroying houses aud properly of all kinds a 
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During the night the cries of the unforttmate people 
whose houses were flooded could be heard imploring 
assistance, but none could be rendered. IIundreds of 
boats and sampans were dashed to atoms in the roaring 
flood of the river, and the loss of life was appalling, 
Large junks broke advift, and some were not got under 
control until they had been drifted 800 li down the 
river. 

During my absence I found that the most extra- 
ordinary stories had circulated among the natives as to 
the object of my jowney. Some said that I was kid- 

‘napping children and making medicine out of their 
eyes for my photographic apparatus. It was impossible, 
they said, for anybody to take such pictures without. 
Other reports said that I was catching and killing 
snakes so large that it required five men lo carry them, 
Then, again, the old story was revived, that I had an 
infernal machine in the boat, and was only waiting for 
a favourable opportunily to utterly destroy the city. 
All these things had been reported to the Tao-tai, but of 
course he knew far better than to pay any attention to 
them; still, the rmmours were so persistent that he 
fell bound, as a matter of form, to personally inspect 
the boat again, aller having done which he did all in 
his power to reassure the people that no evil thing was 
in the boat, and that no danger was to be apprehended. 
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There being no stidents in dhe (own new, L owas 
able to visit il, and founda tine eity with geod: shops 
and the people civil, ‘Mheve isa large trade done in 
gilk, aud the town is fumons for its enthroidery. ‘There 
is also a considerble trade in the white vegetable 
WAX, 

S was now busy packing, drying, and stowing: away 
the collections In the hoa. Shis phwe is very wie 
healthy al this time of year, aul the weather was very 
gainy, but advantage was taken of every: glean of sr 
shine to spread things ont on the root’ of the cabin ta 
dvy, damp behig one’s principal eneniy in this distriat, 

‘The river was now high, and the navigation 
dangorous, 2} therefore engaged a pilot who was said 
to have a good local knowledge. 

All being wt lash arranged nid veady to aturt, dhe 
lowhan came on board with two Yano amers, who 
were Lo accompany me dawn (he river, Cle tformnert 
me that if we had not got a flag we shonld be foreed fo 
stop ab all the hsiens, or smaller towns, amd dhat he 
conld procure such at flag. Te algo suid dit it would 
save ws from mich amoyance from the quutives, who 
were badly disposed towards fovoignevs, L told him 
that T only intended to stap ate the fas, or large cities, 
and gave him an how to procure the flag. [fe then 
went on shore, and afler a while relurned with it, It 
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was of while calico, about a yard wide by three long, 
and had some characters painted in black on it. I 
have not entered into a full description of the procuring 
of this flag, as I shall have more to say about it later on. 
The boat was wider way at 8 A.M, on September 4, and 
the journey down, with the river high, was made ata 
very different rate of speed from the journey up. The 
first day 280 li were made, and the boat secured only 
eighty-five li from Sui-fu. A place was passed where, 
on the voyage up, a thriving village was situated. Nota 
trace of it now remained, ib having been utterly destroyed. 
™ py the flood and many of ils inhabitants drowned. 
During the day the pilot took a wrong channel and 
van the boat on a bank. She swung round and stuck 
fast. The rudder had to be unshipped, and some of the 
crew gelling overboard gradually worked her off into 
deep water, Thad purchased a sampan as a measure of 
precaution at Kia-ting-fu, so that in case of my boat 
getting on a rock the collections might be landed. 
She, however, on this occasion took the proper channel, 
and was swepl past us in a moment, and I need hardly 
add that it was impossible for her to return against the 
current to om assistance. She would only be of any 
service by keeping at a considerable distance astern, 
On arriving at Sui-fu the next day I got tid of the 
“pilot and got another. I stayed here only long enough

for this and to send a letter hat 1 liad bronght frou 
Bishop Biel at 'La-tsien-lu to the Bishop, ‘The distinee 
made was 866 li, On September GP pnased Liedun, 
where a considerable tada seems to he goin on, 
especially in timber, A head whid stopped us # Jitte 
and several dangerous places were passed. ‘This pilot 
seems to be up lo his work, ‘The Iutloes are kept goitug 
to give the boat way through the water, Just sullteient 
to make her answer her helm. A village was passed 
to-day where a robbery look place on our journey up, 
and part of the crow landed in the sampan to iy and 
recover some of the stolen avticles,  Direetly dhe" 
object of their visit was understood the natives burned 
out in forea, and they had to beat a hasty retreat, nos 
without having revived many hard blows fron’ stools, 
bamboos, or anything that (irat came to land, Made 
806 li today and anchoved, being now 200 li from 
Chung-king, 

September T—Could not start to-day til 7, and 
then soon had to anchor again, the rain boing so heayy 
that ib was impossible Lo soe far enough ahead, ‘Thiy 
was very annoying, as T had quite expected to reach 
Chung-king, bul, as it was, had to anchor eighty It from 
it, However, I got there on the 8th, and alayed till the 
LOth, during which time 7 paid visits to the Bishop:and 
the Fathers at the Myench Mission, ‘They were very” 
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glad to hear about Bishop Biet. Mr. Cockburn, the 
British Resident, very kindly asked me to slay at his’ 
house, and T gladly accepted his hospitality. Te lives 
onhigh ground at some distance from the river, in a good 
Chinese house, which he has made very comfortable. It 
is situated in the middle of the city, but has a fine open 
compound where there is plenty of fresh air; a matter 
of considerable importance where the climate generally 
is close and damp. It is, however, nob a convenient 
place for taking exercise from, as if the road is taken 
inland nearly half the day is spent in getting out of 
“the own and its suburbs, the same objection holding 
good if the river is crossed. Iwas informed that in 
1880 no less than 150,000,000 lb. of cotton passed 
the town, having come up from ILankow for sale in 
Western China. There is a large archery ground in 
the western part of the cily situated on high land, and 
from which a splendid view of the city is obtained. I 
much. regreticd that when I was there Thad not taken 
my camera, for though the weather was dull I should 
have much liked to have had two or three negatives. 
After having said good-bye to all my friends, among 
whom T should mention My, and Mrs. Wilson, mission- 
aries, I left on September 10, Ginding the travelling on 
the river very bad and dangerous. Fourteen men were 
/ yequired to keop the boat under any sort of control, 
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and the bow sweep was in frequent uae, On the 
following day the viver was, il possibile, worse; Dut dhe 
rate of speed was high, aout 3O0U being made each 
day. On September (2 the haat was auule fast aft dhe 
village of Tu-lin, aul the people were very disagrecalte, 
My dogs were chained up an Che heaeh, and they eae 
down and stoned than. Fearing that someone might 
geb bitten, | was obliged (a move (he doge into the 
boat. 

On the (th T arrived ab Quel chow-fi, having 
travelled 420 Ti duving the day, and here Twas delayed 
ill the Léth, the river being daweronaly high, 17 
found several hundreds of junks waiting here till the 
river should fall suficiently Co make the piasige sale, 
and Theard that a day or Gve ago Ciree Jnnks were 
knocked to pleves ab a had place a short distance 
below. Their crews wera all drowned, and one of Chem 
had a hundred gouls on bonrd.  Sometines Che aude 
tion is stopped here for weeks at it time. There are 
certain marks on the city walls, wud when the water ts 
above the highest it is net considered safe to desea 
the viver; algo when it is below the lowest ft is 
dangerous, 

On the LGU the water had fallen a Bile, and ik was 
considered safe to travel, Am of 420 ]i waa made 
(luring the day, and on the 17th, which [ though the\ 
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most exciting day of all, the Me-tan and Lu-kan Corges 
were pagsed, aul the Si-lan and Ta-tung Rapids, the 
boat being scoured in a backwater about thirty li below 
the latter, "This was a difficult place to get into, for if 
the boat was not hulocd into it at exactly the right 
moment she was liable to be swept past, and then it 
could not be regained against the stream. ” All the way 
down the boat appeared to be a mere toy in the stream. 
The utmost skill is necessary just to keep the way on, 
so that she could be sieercd. Sometimes she was swept 
into wt whirlpool, and could not be got out for half an 

shour or so, just being drifted round and round. In 
the wider and shallower parts the shingle can be dis- 
tinctly heard rolling along the river bed under the 
boat. 

Many small waterfalls were seen during the last 
part of the voyage down the river, some being of great 
height and all very picturesque. ‘They had been 
caused by the exceptionally heavy rain of the last few 
days flooding the watercourses, 
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On Septomber (9 Tarrvived ab Teh at Borat Th had 
‘heen raining heavily all day, maul the river was rlaing, 
My boat was anchored opposite the Brilish Consulate, 
Tho next morning tho British Consul eame on board and 
asked me what lag [had been flying, as a deputation 
of loading citizens had waited upon him Chat morning 
saying that his Ministor had arrived, and that they were 
anxious to pay thoir respects, 1 showed it tohim: this 
was the flag that I allowed the lowhan to procure at 
Kin-ting-fa, and he read immediately that ib bore the 
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characters of the late Sir Harry Parkes. Upon calling 
upon the lowban for an explanation he smiled and in- 
formed me that it was a ‘No. 1 piecee flag,’ and for him 
no doubt it was so, for he had made use of its protection 
to smuggle a quantity of various kinds of excisable 
‘articles, such as salt, musk, and medicines, past the lekin 
stations, the Customs authorities not interfering with a 
Minister’s boat. I had noticed at Kia-ting-fu that the 
evew were busy shipping a lot of sali—so much, in fact, 
that I had to put a stop to it, as we were getting Loo 
deep in the water—but that it was all to be smuggled 
under a false flag never dawned upon me. I certainly 
noticed with some pride that at places the boat atiracted 
a good deal of attention, the people firing crackers, &c. ; 
but I put it down to her smart appearance or to the 
presence of a mandarin whose boat I had not observed. 
+ Twas now very busy drying, packing, and sending 
off the collections 1 had got together, and after all were 
despatched I spent the time in shooting at different places 
on the banks of the river that I visited in nty boat. 
There is very fair sport to be obtained, wildfowl being 
plentiful, but difficult to approach, Pheusants abound 
in places where there is suflicient cover, and a few deer 
aré to be found. The weather generally was fine but 
cold, and the river in the winter had run down to its 
lowest level. o 

On November 15 a leopard suddenly appeared on

tho bank of the river, right in the middle of a crowded 
boating population, An old man foolishly attieked tt 
with an axe, wpon which ib sprang on Tin nil severely 
lacerated his head, neck, ancl shoulders with its claws 
and teoth, but was quickly despatched before doing any 
further damage. ‘The ald man died front the eflbats of 
his wounds a Sow days aller, Such a thing had never 
been heard of before. 

Lhad just finished breakfast at the time, and, seeing 
a crowd, walked down to see what the niuatler was, 
accompaniad by one of the Crstoms stuf) On keeling 
me someone in the crowd declared that the beast had 
escaped from my bout, whereupon L was roundly abnsed 
by the wife of the wounded inn, and in less time Chan 
it takes bo write this | was accused of having: brouglit 
down in my hoat elephants, lions, tigers, and all sorts 
of impossible animals. = The nob quiekly got so 
threatening that we thought it advisnhle (o retire with 
as much specd as was consistent with diguity. 

In December T lett in my bent tor Uankow, more 
for a change than anything else, for neither Mr, 
Kricheldorf! nor myself had fully recovered from the 
hardships of our jowney to Ta-tsion-lu, and T thought 
that the journey would do us both good. We went 
down leisurely, and arrived at Unnkow on the 20th, 
Hero I remained till Vebruary 4, and having previously

sent my boat back to Ichang, T went wp with My. 
RKricheldorf in the steamer Kiang-tung. During my 
stay al Ilankow, being rather undecided as to whether I 
should proceed again to Ta-tsien-lu, I sent some collec- 
tors, both entomological and botanical, there overland ; 
but having decided before leaving to go there myself in 
the boat, I was able to stop them by telegraph at Ichang, 
The telegraph line is laid (rom Hankow to Ichang, then, 
still following the river, to Chung-king, from which 
place it goes direct to Cheng-lu. The local mandarins 
are responsible for the safety of the line, and repairs 
are done by workmen who are stationed at intervals. 
Messages are sent in TEinglish, Chinese not being, I believe, 
adapted to the purpose. 

When deseribing my boat in a former chapter, I 
mentioned that I had the cabin and topsides painted 
white with the object of keeping the cabin as cool as 
possible, The native boats and junks ave varnished all 
over with the vegelable varnish, and present a light- 
brown colour. My boat was therefore 2 very con- 
spicuous object, and, being so uncommon, very likely 
to atiract attention, This I found she did, and I think 
that her colour was the principal cause of the attack 
made at Kia-ting-fu; and, as mentioned before, she 
was scraped and varnished while waiting there. 
‘During my stay here, however, the following letter

that she had attracted atlention ina quarter where J 


had not suspected it,

The Viceroy “Ya? mentioned in the above is the 
Viceroy of Sze-chnen, and the enclosure is as under ; 


Sir -Wang-tsmeven, Prefect of Cling king, has 
forwarded a representation from Chow Chow Chao 
Ol’ng, magistrate of Pa TIehien, that on April 21 Last 
the Chiang-pa sub-prefect sent on under escort the 
Englishman Pratt and the German trader Kricheldorfl, 
who had come to Ching-king prefecture in their small 
foreign boal with a Chineso crew, and that on the 24th 
they procceded on their journey (o Sia-ting-fu, saying 
in reply to questions that they were purchasing goods 
ag they went along. The Vrefeet submits that for

Englishmen to enter §ze-chuen in a foreign boat while 
the question of steam navigation is still under discus- 
sion is a most rash proceeding. If at the present time, 
when people and converts are mutually suspicious, the 
people of Sze-chuen should assemble and stop them, and 
trouble should arise, the local authorities would hardly 
accept the blame of failing to afford efficient protection. 

‘Te had therefore reported for our instructions, and 
we have replied, we would write for requisite orders 
to be given. With regard to the question of steam 
navigation to Chung-king, no decision has yet been 
come to, although officers have been sent to Ichang 
to confer with the Consul, The Sze-chuenese are now 
suspicious and distrustful, and popular feeling is greatly 
excited. Should they at the sight of a foreign boat 
collect in a mob and interfere with il, grave trouble 
would surely follow, for which the local authorities 
could not be held to blame. We have the honour to 
request, therefore, that it he stated in the passports of 
all foreigners who shall hereafter enter Sze-chuen that 
they must travel by land or hive native boats, and may 
not any more bring trouble on themselves by attempt- 
ing to use foreign boats. This is of the last importance, 
and we have written to Tsung-li Yamen to notify to 
Tl. B. Majesty’s Minister to transmit the requisite in- 
structions, We beg also that you will instruct the 
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officers at places where passports are: issitedl to net in 
compliance with our request. 
(Signe) Ya, Viewroy of Sve-chuen? 


‘The boat was evidently taken for one of forcign 
build because of her colour, andas to the statenonts 
said to have been made hy My. Bricheldort! and myself 
that we were purchasing goods as we wont along, they 
wore mere fabrications, 

© Tlowever, tho Consul wrote to Sir Jolin W: isha at 
Pekin, enclosing & copy of the letter, and Taleo wrote 
explaining matters. After Thad lott on a secontl 
jouney to Kia-ting-fe a reply camo, saying that 
TL, 3. Majesty's Minister considered that it was a rash 
proveeding to have gone as fur as Choyeling ina beat 
thal might be mistaken for n foreign onu, 

"Lahoud ade that when the bout was varnished al 
over she aliracted. no attontion whatever, 

Arviving at Tehang on February 8, 1800, -T seb te 
work at once preparing for the journey up river again, 
ongaging trackers and crow, aud seeing that. a large 
supply of boxes, nets, de, were gob on board, and T 
left for, my second trip up the river on Eebruary 18, 
being determined, to got to Ta-tsien-ln in time for the 
“earliest species, 

a seer Tiang-yang-mu, just beyond the Ivhang Gorge, 
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T saw snow still lying on the sides of the steep hills at 
the back of the town, - The river was‘now at its lowest, 
-and.-when in that’ state the se Faas fond is not 
dangerous, ng 

After leaving Quej-chow-fu I was suspicious of two 
of the-men of my crew, my boat having been, I thought, 
maliciously put upon a rock, One of them was the 
pilot, ‘and I noticed‘that he frequently had disagree- 
ments with the lowhay. I pot rid of both of them at 
an early opportunity, The boat, however, was damaged, 
and next mor ning the water‘was above'the cabin floor, 
She was soon baled ont, the leak discovered and tem- 
porarily stopped,, permanent repairs’ being made’ at 
Yong-yang-hsien, No serious damage was:; done, hut 
the delay was annoying, . 3 he eas 
AG ‘Shi-po-chia there isa ‘very curious ~ pagoda, 
which, instead of being: built, as ustial on the top of 
a hill, is constructed against an. ‘enormous isolated 
limestone rock about 400 yards from the river bank, 
where it forms a very conspicuous object, the top.of the 
pagoda appearing just above the rock. a pad? 

Chung-king' was reached on Maych 12, and I waited 
till’ the “L7th, Mr, Cockburn very kindly inviting me to, 
stay with him... Here I’had to change my. trackers and 
get an up-river crew. q also sent ‘a collector from here 
to Quei-chau, a poor but ‘interesting proyjnee abort 
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which very litfle is known, f had to leave the choice 
of locality to him, and before leaving | was able, 
throngh the kindness of the Resident, (o haye ® paper 
declaration pasted on his collecting hoxes to the elect, 
that they contained no contraband articles, ‘This saved 
a deal of examination and trouble in passing from 
Sze-chuen inte Quei-chau, 

On the 17th T left, aeeompanied by Me. Cockburn, 
who remained with me Ul the Wth and then retuned 
to Chung-king. 

Mareh 29, (890,.—Arvived ob Sulfa, and carted wp 
the Min River the next day. ‘This river ja very clear, 
and forms a striking contrast to tha muddy Yang-tze. 
The current, however, is strony, and many ex(re (Wackars 
had to be engaged. On April §, heavy rain fell ant a 
freshet came down, ‘This mate the worle ati more 
trying for tho trackers, and on the day affer the tow 
rope carvied away three times, Tam thankfnt to say 
ewithout causing any disaster. 

April 7.—~Arrived ab Kia-ting-fn, having heen pass. 
ing through rapide nearly all the way fram Sai-f, 

Tnow sent back the trackers, discharged those of 
‘the crew that were not collectors, and left instruotions 
with the latter to work all likely places, Aa they were 
now pretty well up in thelr work, the districts were loft 
to their own Judgment, My hoat waa left in charge 
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of the lowban, as on the former visil; and as she 
was now varnished brown like all the native craft, 
instead of being painted white, she attracted little or 
no attention and there was no trouble given by the 
authorities. 

On April 10, having everything prepared for a stay 
at Ta-tsien-lu, my boxes, &c., making loads for thirty- 
five coolies, I sent them off with orders 10 wait for me 
at Kia-kiang, as I intended to visit Mount Oméi, it 
heing but little out of the way. I left Kia-ting-fu on 
the same day, and slept that night at Oméi-bsien. This 
“place supplies all the priests living on Mount Oméi 
with food, &c,, and during the winter large supplies 
have to be laid in by them, as the road up the moun- 
iain is blocked with snow and ice. I noticed skins 
of a species of armadillo exposed for sale in the 
shops here, 

The next day I proceeded to Wan-nien-tze, situated 
on the mountain at an elevation of 3,500 fect, the road 
consisting largely of series of stairs, and many temples 
were passed. The name signifies ‘ the temple of 10,000 
years.” There are many fine images in the temples 
about here, but they are nearly all much too dark to 
take a photograph in. In one, however, I managed to 
gel an excellent negative of a very large Buddha made 
of clay and gilt. Ina temple close by, which is entered 
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throngh a dark aveluvay, is an elephant cad in brane 
and of large size, quite ay luge as the halest ford hn 
nature, and very lielike, exeepl Uhat it daw six tusks, 
tice each side. This has bem east in three horizontal 
pieces, On his hack ia hnge lotus flower in which 
is seated a gilt image of Buddhas The whole is snr 
rounded hy a hexagonal stone palisading throngh which 
there is & doorway. : 

The interior of the bailding is very dark and ds squire 
ab the base, or nearly so, changing (oa elroutar domed, 
vook, This was the most interesting image T srw on the 
mountain, ‘The castings must be of immense weight’ 
and are undoubledly of great age. Who the workmen 
were, ib is, J believe, dupossible to find ont, and also 
why che figure of an elephant hag been intvadneed, aa 
they are unknown dn the vegion. TP have never geen 
an image of one before iy China, 

On stalls near the temple anay be ween pleces of 
crystal for sale, Theye are said to came from eaves in 
Wa-shan, and some of them contain a small quantity 
of water, which much inereaves their value, A. very 
peculiar kind of tea ix also sold, and is, Uhelieve, only 
found here, When prepared for use in the ovdinury 
way, it is very sweet without any addition of gupar, 
Long carved sticks ave to be purchased to help one up 
the steep ascent, and also to tke away as inementos, 
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The temples are very clean, and travellers are, as arule, 
permiited to sleep in them on payment of a small sum. 
The priests generally are very civil and communica- 
tive, Wan-nien-tze itself is buried in the forest, but 
on the road up many beautiful views are obtained, 
The slopes of the mountain ,ave clothed with pines in 
the upper paris, and lower down with evergreen trees 
of many varieties, several species of flowering currant 
(Ribes) growing in profusion underneath. Ilere and 
there a view is obtained from the head of a deep 
ravine, and the beauty of the scene impresses itself 
~ deeply on. one’s memory. 

Ata temple close by I left four collectors with in- 
structions to work the whole locality, and, later on, to 
exanine the mountain thoroughly up to the summit. 

J found here a Tibetan whom I had met at Ta-tsien-lu 
last. year, and who had come with his wife and two 
children to worship. The Chinese treat the Tibetans 
very badly, and will not pexmit them to use the temples 
to live in, but only allow them to worship there. This 
man, therefore, after his long journey, had to camp out 
with his family on the side of the mountain. Ie was 
very intelligent, and I had some conversation with him 
through an interpreter. : 

On April 12 I started for the summit, the road, 
generally being very winding and steep and covered 
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in places with snow and jee. Tho smnit was renched 
ab 3.46 wan, and it was bitterly coll; but diia wag 
not to be wondered at, for it in elevated 11,100 leat 
above the sealevel, dust before reaching the top the 
rou passed through gloomy pine forests, aud the views 
down the ravines to the lower. spurs were very fine 
when the clouds below admitted. 

The * Golden Stammit,’ as it is called hy the Chinese, 
has once had a magnificent tomple orceted on tt, but 
this ig now wimass of ruins, having Deen destroyed by 
lightning, This comple must have been constructed 
entirely of bronze, as there are a large munber of slabs, 
pillars, and pieces of architraves Lying about ina eon. 
fused mags, all being made of thatmetal, Tn the wooden 
temple which has bean erected lose by, a few att tho 
bronze panels have been wed by being let inte the 
walls and gilded, lut all those outside seam ta have no: 
cave bestowed wpon thom, aud are lefé to perish, All 
theso slabs ave ornamented with the flgure of Buddha, 
ag may be seen in the iustration. ‘here is a bronze 
pagoda about fifteen feet high erveted on a wooden 
platform close to the edge af prohwhly the lighest pre- 
eipice.in the world. Tt is not much out of the perpen- 
dicular, and at least a mile in depth, The cde is 
guarded by rails and chains which no one is allowed 
to touch, but it is easy to seo down. Tu the tomple 
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SULOIDES OF PILGRIMS 1t 


there is a statue of Buddha about fifteen feet high and 
closed in by curtains, many incense bowls, and othor 
things commonly found in such places. 

There were a large number of pilgrims, who worship 
at all the temples on the way up. Many tales are told 
by the priests of tigers carrying off pilgrims, who are 
never heard of again, All men so carried off are put 
down as being very wicked. T may add that if this 
is the case, the tigers on Mount Oméi differ very much 
vom, those in other parts of China that I have been 
in, for everywhere else a man-eating tiger is unknown. 
This mountain is considered to be the most holy in 
China, and many pilgrims commit suicide every year 
by casting themselves over the precipice. 

The morning of April 18 was beautifully clear, and 
a splendid view was obtained from the summit. Over 
the clouds beneath could be seen Mount Wa to the 
8.8.W., while to the northward of west the snowy range 
above and beyond Ta-tsien-lu could be seen clearly 
cut against the sky. The upper surface of the clouds 
appeared remarkably level, and the appearance of range 
after range of mountains showing above them formed a 
magnificent spectacle. T efi the summit at 10 a.at,, and 
soon after got into mist, then rain, and, after having 
travelled sixty li, reached Chang-lao-ping, still on the 
mountain, and one of the temples of Wan-nien-tze. Here 
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T stayed the night, ‘The priests dif_er as to the number 
of temples on the monntain, sone saying there ave gixty- 
four and others seventy-seven. They all agreed in giv. 
ing the number of priests aa 1,000, all, of course, being 
strict Buddhists, No lifeis permitted to he taken on the 
monntain, and before Left my collectors LE saw the head 
priest at Wan-nien-tze, having provionsly seen the ehie! 
at tho srmimil, and made them presents, alse giving a 
subseription to keep the road in repady getting dren 
permission for the collection af insets, and promising 
further presents on my retarn, 

Lavrived at Kia-kiang on April 14, and foul any 
-coolies waiting forme, T put up atan iin, which was 
very dirty and uncomfortable, but had myself te bhime, 
for there was a much better one in the village, 

Making an carly start the next morning, [passed 
through a comury well wooded, in he valloy of the Ya. 
Much of the land is enttivated, fruit, Tadinn corn, 
and poppies being grown, ‘The wax-produeing treo ix 
common here. I reached the village of 'Psieko-ki in 
the evening, having travelled vighty Hy and on April 17 
much the sane deseription of country was teaversert, 

On April 18 T arrived at Yaechow at 12.30, and 

‘stayed only long enough to allow the head coolies. to 
get their silver changed into cash. 'The eoolies in their 
charge ave paid at certain iutervals, und there iy ne silver 
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sufliciently small to pay them in; consequently, a con- 
siderable number of cash. have to be carried. The 
quantity is always kept as small as possible because 
the weight is a serious matter. 

Ya-chow is about 2,600 feet above the sea-level, and: 
is a well-built city, It is a busy place, all the tea for 
export to “Tibet being made up..here into slabs. . This 
tea is of a coarse description, and in the slabs are, besides 
the leaves, twigs and chopped bits of stem, The leaves 

ave not ‘picked, but branches are chopped from. the 
plant’ andl ‘dried in the sun. 
: ‘The Chinese look down upon the Tibetans, and say 
‘that: this escription of ‘tea is good enough for them, 
“pit even: the! poorest Ohinese will not use'it, Tobacco 
‘exported to Ta-tsien-lu, « 
fevy few jtinks are seen on the Ya River, the navi- 
ation being too: dangerous, brit goods are sent down in 
arrow bamboo rafts. Many of these come up 
th ‘samshew (native spirit) in large ear thenware 
= javs, holding perhaps ‘fifty gallons each and cased in 
bamboo.’ ‘These are stowed in a single line right along 
‘tle’ centre of the raft, which may carry as many as 
thirty, and are brought from Sui-fu. sak 
Passing through Ya-chow, the village of Tzu-shih-li 
was reached in the evening. - Here the valley of the Ya, 
through which we had travelled for the last three days, 
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crossing the viver six times, comes foam end, and the 
mountainous region commences. Pho weather was very 
hot, andi my ‘Thetan dog, dat was se knocked wp dit 
Twas obliged to have hin carried ina chair hy Gwe 
coolies, 

On April 19 the road fed up the roeky hed of a 
small stveam for fifteen Ti, Qe growntl rising (ill an alti- 
inde of 4,500 foot was attained. Yung ely hsien was 
reached in the eventng, and here my Yrnew momers 
wore changed. Just before reaching the town a amall 
river had to be crossed. There is a Targe qnintily of 
ivon manufactured in this place. ‘Nhe pans for the 
evaporation of brine are east, andinany smiller articles 
are produced both in cast and wrought fren. Going 
out the following day by the wesb gate of the eity, 
T passed throngh a whole street of blacksmiths, and 
reached Tunngniepy, 8,600 feet abave the seas 6 8.30, 
having travelled fifty Hi. 

On the 2186 the caolies struck wark. ‘Chey xatd dias 
thoy were too tired to go any further, and that the roads 
had been very bad. They certainly Tad deen havd- 
worked, hut nob more so than (hey are aeenstomed to. 
Towavor, as there wag no official in the place to appeal 
to, I was forced to grant a day's rest, and the time 
was spent by them in idleness and opitm-smoldng. 

The next day, April 22, a start was made without 
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any trouble, and the ascent of the pass Tai-hsiang-ling- 
kwan, 9,270 feet above the sea, was made. From the 
top of the pass there is a fine view of the snowy ranges 
to the westward, Ching-chi-hsien, at an elevation of 
4,750 feet, was seen down below, and reached in the 
evening. It is notorious for high winds, and on this 
occasion its character was well kept wp, for it blew a 
gale and was a particularly stormy night. I found a 
good inn, and the officials were civil. 

On April 23, after a very fatiguing march over bad 
ahd steny roads on a very hot day, I reached Ni-tou in 
the evening. This place lies at the head of a very deep 
and stony ravine, The ground is much cut up by small. 
watercourses, which occur in great numbers, leading 
off the slopes of the mountains into the ravine. In spite 
of the stony nature of the surface there is much vegeta- 
tion, and I subsequently had a collector here, I joined 
the road traversed the previous year al Fu-chuang. 
The Fei-yueh-ling Pass was reached at 2.80 the next 
day, and at the summit I found a very fine mauve 
primula in bloom, I reached Hua-lin-ping in the even- 
ing and stopped for the night, 

Lu-ting-chiao was passed through on April 25, 
and I went on to Cha-pa, where I was most kindly 
received again by the missionaries, with whom I stayed 
for the night. It was a hard and dangerous march, the 
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road having been destroyed by landslips ta mumy places 
since 1 last passed. 

On April 27 2 veached Ta tsi In for the second 
time, Before reaching the eity gatos, 1 gota letter from 
Bishop Biet telling me that a veport Taek been xpread jn 
the place that Mr. Keicheldort and mysell’ were two 
foreign mandaring, and diag he expeeterl TP omight have 
trouble with the authorities. Tlawevey, on producing 
our passports we were allowed Co enter without any 
opposition, 1 found that a new anindarhy had heen 
appointed since my last visit, who wes amneh propidiced 
against foreigners and not so enay to got on with. 

T fornd accommodation at the same ina 1 lad ahayerd 
at before, and was very Dutsy for the next few days 
paying off coolies, telling off collectors, and unpacking 
and distributing apparatus, 
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CIIAPTER XI

I rounp the same missionaries that were here last 
year, and they were most kind in every way and of 
great assistance to me, Bishop Biet very kindly cash- 
ing my cheques. 

On May | Left for a trip to the snowy mountains 
to the south-east of Ta-tsien-lu, taking nine men and a 
good tent with me, Leaving the town by the south gate 
the path led up axocky ravine, and up to an altitude of

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4,000 Cook dwaet pink anleree atl sraemiantes were pir 
Henktrly noticeable among many: yarivdies of flowers, 
Above this rhododendvons grew in the erontest abnad 
ance and of large size mummy shane being over a fuel in 
diameter, ‘Their lowers were linge wall nian shades 
of colour, and their dimit was abort [2,000 feet above 
the level of the sea, also sn neu tine vavietios of 
primula growing among the rhododendrons, The tout 
was pilelod atan alligde of 12,500 foot, and seine (ime 
was spent before a sufficiently level piece of grenud 
could be fond, Ovo fred was Togs of the Largest thodo- 
dendrons, and a good fire had fo he kept up, for though 
we were hia sheltered place it was very cold: direerly 
the sun went down,  Croxsepfilon appeared to be alas 
dat; Ts a great many fevding: on the rocley slopes 
of the spurx tnd alse heard then calling, whieh they 
invariably do at earky diwa and disk, thas betayhig 
their presences, 

During the night there was a fullal snow aud a 
severe frost, 7 find (hat lam about twe honrs' founey 
front the Tne of perpetial snow and glaciers. ‘The days 
are hot but the nights intensely cold, There are ato ine 
habitants within some quiles. Mather Soulié arvived: on 
the evening of May 2, and on the following day we 
ascended, to Mind, if possible, a suitable camping-place 
higher up, and algo lo see ifn road contd be found, leads

ing to the southward, through the pine forest that grows 
there, by which I might travel in the direction of Mo- 
si-mien without getting onto the regular track. This 
Iwas anxious to do if possible, as I should thereby 
avoid any contact with the lamas, who were, I knew, in- 
clined to be troublesome, and who are found in swarms 
on the roads near Ta-tsien-lu. Unfortunately I could 
find no voad, the southern slopes being covered with 
virgin forests of pine which I was unable to penetrate. 

_ I discovered during the day a lovely lake of the 
clearest and purest water, and very deep. Onthe banks 
quantities of sulphur were lying. It was surrounded 
on all sides except the north by precipices many 
hundreds of feet deep, and had the appearance of 
receiving the overflow of a lake above by a waterfall 
at the south end. I can only conjecture the presence 
of such a lake, but the formation seemed slrongly 
to indicate it. Its elevation I made to be 14,070 
Seet above the sea, and its overflow supplies a tributary 
of the river flowing through Ta-tsien-lu. It took 
me two hours to walk round, so that a rough idea 
may be formed of its size, At the north end were a 
number of Tibetan prayer-sticks, with thin strings and 
papers flutiering in the wind, I saw some salamanders 
in the lake, and on the precipices round it were some 
hirds much resembling the chough.

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Tiowas a henntifid place, and a splendid view was 
obtained to the northward. Commeh reprettod tint 
had not got my camer with me on this oveasion—the 
only tine T ever was there, 

On May 4, lenving the tent and my me on the 
mountain, Frehimned fo Ta tsien tain erder ta despatch 
Me. Kricheldoei! to Mow pin, n pliee. ten days’ joumoay 
to the TAN. Hof Ta-tsien-ltn, whieh is bit little known, Peeve 
David aud amether Proneh missionary being, | believe, 
the only Buropeans Civ have ever visited it, Lunve him 
directions to establish at least fomr stations, and genta 
cook and iulerprater anc six collectors with him, fitting 
him out wilh a good tent, as [wits nearly are ie could 
find no houses to live in. 

Before this, on any entering the town by the xouth 
gate, Lose five ‘Tibet heals hanging in beuhoo 
caves, Thoxe, | Teamned, belonged to five: men who 
hac been exeeuted near hitting while [owas away, 
Che frontion seemed to he ina very rmsettiod atate, and 
Twas told that on the military maderin hencing of a 
disturbance, he promptly proceeded to the plaee and 
had these five men, whom he considered to he the ring 
lenders, beheaded at once, One of the hela had 
belonged apparently to a mere ladtof ahont sixteen. 
or soventeon, After they had been expored hera for 
a certain time, they would be sent on to Cheng-tu 
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as a warning, and also to show that the sentence 
had been carried out, Cheng-tu being the capital of 
Sze-chuen. 

The people here appeared to be much oppressed and 
ground down by the lamas. ‘These worthies form a 
very considerable proportion of the population and do 
no work at all. They, however, lend money to the agri- 
culturists when they can, at ruinous rates of interest, 
the result being that in most cases the whole of the 
unfortunate borrower's property falls into their hands, 
or rather into the hands of the principals of the lama- 


series to which they belong. As a natural consequence , 


these ave nearly all very wealthy. The people are also 
heavily taxed upon every sort of property, and are so 
poor as to be hardly able to live. 

T returned to my camp on May 7 and made another 
atlempt to find a way to the south, but failed; and then 
moved my tent higher up on the mountain, pitching it 
at an elevation of 13,000 feet, The next day I received 
a message from the Tibetan king forbidding me to ve- 
main camped on the mountain, as it is a sacred reserva- 
tion ; but before leaving I determined 10 try again for a 
pass southward, and was again disappointed, My coolies 
also were sent oul, but they too failed to find any way 
higher up the mountain, as there was so much snow. 
‘The tent was pilched at the head of a valley, the sides 
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of whieh eouhd he seen for miles dewa eovered with 
vhododendrots di blossart at atl adultes at) wlite, pink, 
aud rek= a perteet sen iol bloom, On May LOL felt 
obliged to comply with the directions contained tn the 
King’s mossage, and retained fo Pa tsivn fa, 

Thaving heart af a platen te che north, ahaut a 
day's journey frou the town, where plenty ef pate was 
to be found, Lleft te try and revel it on May E25 lit 
afer a hard day’s march | found that {dual bem mis 
iuformed, andl a Christian pide told me: (hig sucha 
place ag Lavay in searel af existed tour days! journey 
away. 1 had no tine, however, ta proceed furbher, snd 
J had reached an elevation of £4,000 feet Phe monn. 
batins were covers where possible hy pine forests, bat 
the surface was very rocky, and Cieve were nc nnher of 
isolated sugayoat shaped rocks to he seen, same heh 
quite 1,000 feet high, On the rites, slightly lower, 
vhododendvans werd Titersporkerdd with wares ater 
bushes, 

T saw no signs of any inhabitants, and | found, among 
other interesting plints, a dare terrestrial orohid from 
seven bo cight foot bigh, bearing sevanl hrondt opposite 
leaves on thestam, and at the top aloose spike of incon. 
spicnous flowers, small and of a greenish-purple colour ; 
and a plant that reminded me of a gigantic marsh mari- 
gold, the lower leaves being quite twa foot in diameter, 
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“aud the flower stem over four feet high and at least 
four inches in diameter. he flowers were yellow and 
about favo inches across, 

On the 18th I returned to Ta-(sien-lu and then 
prepared for a journey lo Mo-si-mien, where I intended 
to slay, if possible, for the summer. I found time 
to search for the larvee of Parnassius imperator and got 
aboul tiventy, and one pupa. ‘The larva is found an 
a species of umbelliferous plant and is of a dark slate 
colour, with Len orange spots on each side, each spot 
with a black rim. It is covered with short grey hairs, 
and when touched curls ilself into a ring. Its length 
ig 12 inch, The pupa is brown, and is found attached 
by a silk web to the under surface of stones. 

On May 16, having made all arrangements, I left 
Ta-tsien-lu for the neighbourhood of Mo-si-mien, having 
fourteen coolies carrying my apparatus and a tent, 
Leaving the town by the south gate, the road passes up 
a valley, the west side of which is covered with pine 
forest and is strictly preserved by the king. Many 
musk (eer are trapped in il, and the sale of the musk. 
they yield forms a considerable part of his income. 
IIe allows no timber to be cut in it. Further on 
the mountains are rocky and barren, or nearly so. 

At a distance of about twenty li from Ta-tsien-lu 
the palace of the local king is situated. This is a large, 
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ranbling sort of plaee, with walls of and sat Chinese 
tiled root, leis duilt prety aver acnatind: het spring, 
which may be seen rani sivas trons the fonnelations, 
(he stemn passing ont by the caves of na pautof the 
qrlace, Close hy isa large farm where noticed mnany 
very good tooking ponies and a hires miaber of cows, 
Those are kept for milking adi are of acmiteh anperion 
class to (hose usiatly seen dba’ Ceeeountes cesenddinge 
the Alderney in appenrines, bateatberlirper and compser, 
Calsa saw ahout dwendy elk, all fomiles, inate enelosure, 
hore was plenty of capital grass teed ahont the place, 
principally on the smudler pluteaix whieh abound in the 
neighbourhood. Besides being a bree finer and horse 
Inveder, the king ix great sportsaiin, wid when T imet 
Trim close ta Tis Carmel Tate at preload? heads at his 
heels, Heda an elderly man and does wet enjoy gaod 
health, but is a great believer in thee yirties af the vard 
ons hot apripps whieh abound in the neishhonrhood, 
from one of whieh he was returning when Tomet him, 
Tle was dvessed in Che usuat costume af the Thecus of 
the bottler class, and liad a age searlet umbrelin eneried 
over his head by his attendants, Ou seeing me he 
stopped, and wished to enter into conversation, which 
was accomplished by ny cook acting as interpreter. 

Te Cold me that he lad never heard of ny areival, 
This did not exactly agree with the message 1 hid

received when on the mountain some days before, and 
T never was able to find out whether he was telling a 
falsehood or whether my men had invented the message 
said to have come from him. I strongly suspect, how- 
ever, that his royal memory was rather short. Ie was 
much interested in the gun I was carrying (an ordinary 
12-bore double), and wanted to know how far it would 
kill, Ile seemed to be an intelligent man, well in- 
formed considering the country in which he lived, and 
he had been to Pekin, Tle is a practically independent 
chieflain, but sends tribute once in two years to Pekin, 
and has frequent disputes as to questions of jurisdiction 
with the Chinese officials at Ta-tsien-lu. He is wealthy, 
as things go there, his riches being principally in land, 
cattle, and ponies, owning several hundreds of the latter. 

About ten li further on I reached a Tibetan hamlet, 
being, in fact, one of his daixy-farms, where I slept in 
a house owned by his Majesty, and I was lucky enough 
to get delicious milk and butler, though the place 
was vather dirty. The house was built in the Tibetan 
fashion, of loose stones, clay being used to fill the inter- 
stices, the roof being shingled with long split-pine shingles 
upon which were placed large stones to prevent the high 
winds, so prevalent here, blowing them off. Here there 
ave three hot springs, each issuing from the top of a 
yellowish-brown conicalrock. These coneshaveevidently 
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Doen formed hy the continued ineruitation al the 
minerals contained in the water, the laqest being when 
fifteon feat high, and the other two slightly lew. ‘The 
water issing front them ix very hot, and has a very 
offensive odour, reseubling deeaying seaweed. ‘The 
three springs mite and fame a streua, whiel) rane 
through the valley, a black slime accunudating on its 
edges in which green aqiatie plants grow even wheat 
the water is still quite warm. ‘The kiye haga wooden, 
bath Imilt round with stones here, and it is Hed hy 
means of a bamboo pipe leading to dhe top of one of 
the cones, 

Starling carly the next mornings (May (0) tlie secant 
became more steep, and the stunted: vegetation and 
seareily of even pines soon showed. if there were 
no other iidicutions, that a high elevation was) hedge 
reached, Small grassy platens, however, wore frequent, 
and the Tibetim pheasant (Phasdcens decud/atis) aye et 
to be very common, | shot several, and notieed salve 
that a species of Lthayinis was very common, as (hey 
were constantly running seross the path. ‘They are, 
however, of not muelouse for food, being very tough 
and having an unpleasmutly strong fiver. dat before 
reaching the summit of the pass | notiewd a very eau 
tiful dwarf blue iris, and av little higher up T found 
patches of snow. Lt was bitterly cold, aud on reaching 
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the top T made the elevation to be 12,800 feet above 
sca-level. Tivery winter lives are lost in this pass, for 
though poles are put up to mark the track, if a snow- 
storm should come on it is very easy to lose the way, 
the pass not heing just a passage over a ridge, but the 
road leads right across a depression about three miles 
across, called by the coolies, ‘the cup.’ Any deviation 
from the path here would put them in deep snow, from 
which they could only with the greatest difficulty 
extricate themselves. On commencing the descent, in 
most dlisagreeable weather, snow and sleet falling heavily, 
Twas glad to reach after a lime a place named Ya-chow- 
kun, where there is a rest-house frequented principally 
by the Ohineso collectors of medicine. There were 
nearly fifty of them when I arrived, and a huge fire was 
burning in the middle of the place, fed with logs quite 
two feet in diameter. There was no chimney and the 
inside was black with smoke; the heat was, however, 
very comforting, and I found that there was a small 
room built off at one end which I appropriated to my 
own use. The house, though built. strongly and on a 
level piece of ground, had been blown much out of the 
perpendicular, and had it nol been supported by struts 
on one side would certainly have fallen. The principal 
room was about sixty feet long by thirty broad, and 
in il the medicine collectors lived and slept. Just out- 
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wide the door was a hansentiug heap of all mane of 
filth, the acemmulation of years, The medicines collected 
here are rhubarh, Vehdag-tsad (Splueria sinansts), on 
plant the root of which bears an ulnest exiuct resem 
blance to the hhody of a caterpillar, andl peymod 
(Fritillaria Roylit), 0 soul] buth sthont the size of a 
marble, to whieh tonic principles ave ableibnted, 

The next day 1 started te fiud al suitable place for 
cunping in the neighbourhood, and after having crossed 
avsmall siren opposite the Thouse by means of a loge 
bridge, T found a path gradnaly ascending Hirough 
virgin pine forest, ending al tush uta abuuoned lea 
ing about twenty 1 from Yaechowekun, 1 saw ab 
ones that ib was a very suitable place for eampiny, 
ancl 1 espeeially wanted a clear place in order tobe able 
to suger al night for moths, Near hy wet snl hue, 
the banks of which were clothed with rhododendrons, 
The pine trees yound hada beantifal tichen growing 
on them of a peaswreen colour, whieh Inmg from the 
limbs and branches in graceful festoons, ‘The elevation 
was 12,000 feet above the sea, Tsené back aud had 
all my baggage Drought up, the tout Deine pitehed ag 
soon as possible, Lhe climate being very chunp, T saw 
that it would be almost impossible to preserve speehnens 
unless a house was built, and {xe my men to worl to 
erect one the day following, Tt was Tilt of logs after 
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the manner of the log huts of North Amevica, the 
smaller trees being cut down and notched near the 
ends, which are then fitted over one another, Oneside 
was built higher than the other, so as to have a lean-to: 
roof with a good slope. This, being well covered with 
split-pine shingles, kept the wet out perfectly, I even 
went so far as io have glass windows made out of spoilt 
photographic plates ; and I insisted on having a wooden 
chimney built, though my men were very averse to it 
and wished to have the room always full of smoke and 
allow it to escape as it best could through the roof, 
This hut was about twenty feet by fifteen feet, and 
was, when finished, very comfortable. It took about a 
fortnight to complete, and then a fire was kept burning 
day and night drying botanical papers and specimens. 

On the lake I noticed some yellow ducks of the same 
species that is common on the Yang-tze, and in the 
forest there was a woodpecker, speckled black and 
white with a red crest. I saw but few butterflies, the 
weather being so cold, and those were mostly of the 
genus Pieris. 

On May 20 I went out in a north-easterly direction, 
and ascended to an elevation of 15,200 feet above the 
sea. Lfound a lake at this altitude, and collected a 
good many beetles from under the stones, Iwas rather 
surprised to find them in such numbers so close to the 
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line of perpetnal snow, Abont here is a grunt plaice 
for Che medicine collectors, ud T fond fine species af 
wild onion of good flavene growing in omoist: ground 
‘Shore were also many lifes of-varions species, bt none 
in bloom, C toak seme phetagraphs Ceaut this place, 

One night Lnoticed that the tent wits decking through 
the drip from a pine trea falling on it, and PE told a 
coolig to ont it down and to he sure to lave a rope 
made fast to elewe it af the tent dn ity fill The ove tha 
fave down Tmt took no preenntion, die consequence, 
being that it fell right aevoss the yvidge pole, and ind it 
nob been for a tvee on the other side, auaiuat whiel: it 
fol, everything in the tent moat have been smashed, 
Aa ib was, a ood deal of damage was done; butt only 
mantion this Ga show how careless Uese peaple wa, 

On May 28 TU reeeived a letter from Mathor Sandia, 
telling ne that live of my cofleelora had eeme ie from 
Wiessie-kou, nad were in want of nore collecting boxes 
and a larger cyanide bottle. Twas, therefore, obliged 
to ret to Ta-tsienli (a see to their requirements, 
Crossing the pass, the weather being fine mul elear, 
splendid views were obtainedl both to the saath, aver 
the forest-clad valley as fue ias the eye vould reach 
beyond Mo-si-mien, and to the north, as fie as the snow- 
clad mountains heyond To-tsiewla. ‘fo tho left was a 
conical-shaped mountain covered with suow-—1 most 
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conspicuous object. Descending to the valley small 
plateaux are constantly passed, covered with rich grass 
in which many buttercups are seen, 

Having given the collectors what they required, I 
started southward again on May 26, and slept that 
night at the dairy-farm I had’ before visited. I was 
somewhat disconcerted at finding that a very dirty 
lama was to share. the' only room with me, but there 
was no choice. He was very busy chanting prayers 
(the only thing they ever do), and his accent seemed to 
remind me of Italian, 

Leaving at daylight I had a stiff walk to the top of 
the pass, and just after’ passing the summit I came to.a 
horse, evidently just dead, ‘lying on the path with a 
_ bridle.on, I’ could never find out who his owner had 

“been or how he:came there, but I strongly suspect that 
’ there had been foul play. I reached camp in the even- 
ing, and during the night there was a heavy storm of 
thunder and lightning accompanied by. hail and snow. 

May 81.—Snowing very fast, the ground covered and 
the branches of the trees loaded with snow, looking much 
more like midwinter than three weeks from midsummer. 

The first of June was a fine day, but the snow lay 
thick on the ground and light fleecy clouds floated ‘in 
“the air, I managed to ascend to about 15,000 feet, 
-, and collected in the ‘sheltered spots some beetles 
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from under the stones, Next diay TD eallestod a fay 
butterflies. 

June SemnL Look a walle of ahont twenty-five HE to tho 
soutlivard. ‘The path Jed through a forest of magnif- 
cent pine trees aso sttnight ae an arrow, nuny heing 
thres feet in diameter, ‘They would make splendid 
timber if there was ay uae for it ta the place where ib 
grows, but there due uo ronda ar mesos off Granaporting 
sttch Tange trunks, Th places the rhedeadendrons were 
very Deantifi, and prow Tanger thay at the higher 
Mevations.. Ouk trees, several apecies of heeehy larch, 
limes, wahuu, shonted bamboo, and many evergreens 
we also plentifil. ‘Phe bark of the pines was covered 
with lichen and ferns. To rettiamed te enmp in the 
evening, 

June bom A. honvy snowstorm mal biterky cold, all 
the Bloom being ct all the rhadadendvans, Really 
terrible weather, and like a Canadian winter ta the 
evening. there was a footef snow on the proud, A 
coolio camein during the day with the news uit the 
road to ‘Te-tsion-li was blocked with suow, and that the 
people ab Mo-si-mion, having heard from the medicine 
collectors «that there was a foreigner rosiding in the 
district, attributed the severe weather to hia presences, 
They being much lower down the valley had heavy 
sleet-storms instead of snow. 
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The coolie also lold me that the horse that had been 
killed’ near the top of the pass had been almost entirely 
devoured by leopards. 

The snow-storm continued till June 9, on which day 
there was a rapid thaw. Before this set in there were 
three feet of suow on the ground, and on the 12th, the 
weather appearing lo be more settled, I made a trip to 
the southward, and, again passing through the forest, I 
crossed a tributary of the Tung River by a wooden 
bridge at ‘Ta-chiao 8,000 fect above the sea. ven at 
this lower elevation there were not many species of 
lepidoptera out yet, the recent snow-storm having doubt- 
less retarded their appearance. T arrived at Pu-tau- 
fong in the evening, where there is a hut which gives 
a bare shelter, but not much more, to the medicine 
collectors who frequent the neighbourhood. 

This appeared to be a very favourable spot for col- 
lecting later on—probably next month would be a very 
good time—and I resolved to have a station here. I 
therefore lef the botanical collector with dixections to 
gather specimens of plants during the day and 1o sugar 
for moths at night. He had two men under his orders 
for day-work with the lepidoptera. 

On my way to this place [noticed sorhe black currant 
bushes, which grew to a height of nearly eighteen feet, 
bearing bunches of fruit at least a foot, long, the berries 
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heing about Hee size af the ordinary black ema mud 
having a thie Maven, They were boro thinly‘on the 
Danehes, tat the whole phon hiel the peentiny odour of 
the common kind, 

A gpeeios of dart Thus, about six inehes high and 
Dearing a single yellow berry af excellent favour, was 
gomion, the fait being afte eden dy my edolies anid 
miysell when on Hie amvell They ae alka gnthered 
Ly the Chetan women sad sold ut Pa tsien di. Wild 
atrawherries ad sina) wih gooseherries of ne value 
were also Conmlon, 

While at Pu tvuefonp fb ohoard that all sorts: of 
rumours were abroad ahowl aay presenee heiug: the 
gauss of the severo weather and Chie thee inhabitants 
of Mo sian were xo exeited on the aubjeet, andl so 
furious withoame, that i weuld tie nasties to visit the 
place. Tht therefore velnetantly to abandon my 
project of seeing il, and the next day TP oreturned: te 
Celestial Cottage, as FE enlled myc liat on the hills, 

Bafore inaking the rip just inentioned, (had sent 
byo collectors down to Puetzi fon, one leing a expital 
man whom | thought Teould trast, He was pilot af my 
boat, and had) dhe your before dong very well indeed, 
collecting ab Chiu-kon-ho. After teu days’ slay, howe 
ever, they came back, saying Uiat the uuives: would 
not allow them to colleet, but dhat they know of t place 
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where splendid collections could be made. [ allowed 
them to go, giving them the necessary moncy and appara- 
tus. Some litle time afterwards I heard that they had 
tramped all the way back to Ni-lou, where they were 
spending their time and my money in opium-smoking, 
there being also a further attraction in the shape of a 
Chinese damsel. Of course I recalled them immediately, 
‘but it was most annoying to have the valuable time so 
wasted. 

, On June 14 I noticed that the medicine collectors 
were all absent, instead of being scattered over the hills 
as usual, This, together with what my men had told 
mé, looked suspicious, so I decided to go to Ta-tsien-lu 
and sec the magistrate, as perhaps he might be able to 
make things go move smoothly. ‘Leaving camp at noon, 
I crossed the pass, and on the north side, at an elevation 
of 10,000 feet, and where the ground had lately been 
covered with snow, I found a plant in’ bloom: much 
resembling a gloxinia, theflower béing crimson. 

T veached the city in the evening and went to the 
inn, where I found quarters. 

On Jume 17 the mandarin received a despatch at 
9 e.u., which he sent on to Mgr. Biet, from whom I 
heard the conients. It was a petition from Mo-si-mien, 
signed by a large number of the inhabitants, and also 
by the medicine collectors, who had left the hills for 
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the purpose, stating Chit my presenee hid ented: the 
severe weather lately prevalent. aml resenting that | 
might be orderert ta leave the lintriet atonee, — [exeamed 
tobe a curious extihition of ignores and superstition ; 
pot the mandarin had one friendly featings towards 
forcigners, so that it was ukeless to try to dive: in the 
hat any longer, the dnandarin tefising fo allow mie to 
remain long onto the eity. 0 laut, however, pained 
some knowledge of Che country, andl eould send my men 
to any places that | considered: likely, ay the niives 
raised no objections to (heir living antl collecting whore. 
ever they were sent, 

On June 1) the annul cauavan arrived from Shi- 
gietze, nor the frontion af Sikkine and the eapital of 
the provinces of Fiahlimbhe, the lawn being new eraweded 
with ‘Tibetuia, This caravan travel hy tie way of 
Velamdo, this route being chosen as it lords: suflicient 
pasture for the large avanber of aninials Cat are nude 
we of, hoy consiat of Tharsen suit the evassbred 
animal between a yak and a eow. bE eould forme ne idea 
of the number employed: as Che yrentea part were in 
eunp, some being utiles gway trom the city. ‘Chis is 
necessary inorder to get saffieient teed. ‘They being 
quantities of goods, principally nurrow, alriped woollen 
cloth, and very (hiek woollen rigs, whieh are much ised 
for saddle-cloths, ‘The colors ace green, ved, snd yellow 
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of subdued shades. The caravan usnally stays about a 
month, and they take back Ya-chow brick tea,in exchange 
for their goods, The journey from Shi-ga-tze takes five 
months. They brought news that a French prince, with 
several Europeans and a strong escort, had arrived at 
Batang on his way to this city. 

A. few days later I had a message from Mgr. Biet 
that a European had arrived from Tungalow, three days’ 
jowney west. On going to the palace, I found Pére 
Jeridot, who seemed from his emaciated appearance to 
have led a life of great privation. With the exception 
of the Fathers here, he had not seen a European for 
thirteen years, Hespoke a little English with an excel- 
lent pronunciation, but told me that he had forgotten 
most of the language. From Tungalow there ig hardly 
any communication even with this place, and all letters 
have to be sent secretly hy means of converts who trade 
between the two places, 

Originally he was at Batang, but the mission build- 
ings were burned by the Tibetans, and everything, in- 
cluding a valuable library, destroyed. He and another 
Father had to return to Ta-isien-lu, and after some time 
got a promise of indemnity from the Ohinese Govern- 
ment, which, however, hag never been paid, there being 
a (lispnte as Lo who were liable to pay, the Chinese or 
the Tibetans. They then got a pass permitting them to 
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vetnn to Bataig, but were stopped at Pungow bys 
the qnilitary mumdarin, whe refused: to low them ta 
procecd any fiether, ‘They, however, declined (a re 
lian, wid estiblished aomiasion there. 

Mer. Biet tells me that there ia a missionary living 
near the frontier of Yani whe, tides he saw Aly 
Cooper when he passed through, has xeon no Buropenn, 
with the exception alae brother missionary now and 
then, at long intervals, for the last thirty years. 

daw 24. Vines Tesi of Orleans arrived from 
Litany and took up his quarters at the hen 1 was stay 
ing at. Tle had travelled right aerosa het from 
Kuldja by way of Lolnor, Mouget ner and Batu, 
having been “lose to Ghee. whieh city he was ueble 
lo enter, Tle wi accompanied by two Hirepenns, 
Measrs, Bonvalot and De?

He had oa levee number 
of followers and pack animals, having made laye 
natural history collections an the farrney. ‘Though, aa 
{ osaid before, he was unable te outer Lhasa, he 
received a very valuable present frome the Cirand Lame 
which was sent owt of the city to hin, , 

The next day Mgr. Biot had a dinner party, bo 
which Lo was invited, 1 found Pere deridet and 
Hathers Vejeu and Soule, Prinee Ueuri, Messrs. 
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Bonvalot and De’ Deken, a party of cight Europeans, 
certainly the largest number ever assembled. before at 
Ta-isien-lu. Prince Henri informed me that he and his 
patty had suffered severe hardships on their journey. 
The cold in the high aud previously unexplored passes 
between Lob nor and Tengri nor was intense, and he 
had lost two men fiom the combined effects of frost- 
bites and the rarified condition of the atmosphere. Ile 
had taken ten months in crossing from Kuldja, and, 
together with the whole of his party, was much fatigued 
by his long journey. The next day he showed me some 
of the skins he had collected. Among them was one 
of amagnificent yak, and several of bears and antelopes. 
He had also the head of a white antelope with spiral 
horns, probably a new species, Tle had camels as far 
as Lob nor, from which place he despatched home, 
by way of Kuldja, the collections already mace, 

June 29,—Great excitement in the town to-day, as 
the Tibetan king has his annual race mecting. These 
races begin early in the morning, between five and six 
o'clock, and last all day. The riders are boys, who wear 
distinguishing colours as in more civilised countries. 
The start is made on the hills above the town—perhaps 
a thousand feet higher—and the boys and ponies race 
down the sleep descent and through the town as hard 
as they can go. All the inhabitants of the city twn 
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out to look on, the races bebe one oP tie preat events 
af (he yea ‘The king, bowas iaftrated, pave throg 
prizes, but the riches wed on nll day. at large amber 
of ponies being unite nae of 

Aily a Yesterday Vinee Henri sent his hierpreter 
(Mons, De" Deken) to the Yaonen, with a repost Co see the 
mandarin, ‘Theomanchiris retiscd to gent nn ditervdea, 
andl upon the request hele repeated, again declined, 
Tle then spread a report cat the interpreter had come 
to the Yanien for the purpese of rebibiag the trenaury,, 
This, ofcourse, eased great excitement among the Lamas 
antl inhabitaats, whieh wees inereased: when it hecame 
known Une he (the muudarin) had seat to lie anilifary 
nuundarin Cor galdioes fo avrest the Burapenia his che 
mnititary mandarin refused to de, amid: the ‘Tthetan kine 
Dehyg applied to foe the samt: purpose, alse retiaed to 
soulany men, siying that he did net hele dt anid that 
the mandavin was ou lim. ‘The binge wis alwayd on 
had terme with Che umcderin, and to find hin withont 
support from the avilikery authorities was exactly 
what he wanted. 

Things, however, bem to lak very queer ant 4 
did not know how they were yoing ta fur out. A 
mab had collected, ancl (hey are in Chinn always digger 
ous, A trifle might incense them against the foreigners 
and cause agoneral attuek tele nade. ta Ute evening 
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things quieted down a little, and on July 8 it was 
reported that the mandarin had sent a courier to 
Cheng-tu for instructions. The missionaries tell me 
that they have never known such anxious times. The 
people appear to have hecome quieter. Had this mob 
assembled at places like Chung-king or Kia-ting-fu, all 
the foreigners would probably have been massacred, 
but here the people are all traders and more peaceably 
inclined, 

July 16.—Last night Prince Henri was robbed of 
gilver'to the value of 300 taels, and various other 
articles, the thieves effecting an entrance by a window 
after having climbed over the wall of the inn courtyard. 
The mandarin, on heing informed of the theft, acted in 
a very half-hearted manner, and none of the stolen 
property was recovered, ‘I'he Prince had no passport, 
and therefore no responsibility rested with the mandarin, 
If he had been properly provided with one, the former 
trouble would probably not have arisen, 

Soon after I arrived at Ta-tsien-lu I found that, by 
taking trouble, I could procure eggs of the Crossoptilon 
Tibetanum, and I thought that by getting these hatched 
out under fowls, I might be able to take some young 
birds of this remarkably fine species home, considering 
that they were well-adapted for acclimatization in a 
European country. T accordingly sent out collectors to 
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the mort likely places, and they brought in at differant 
times about a hiuulred cpp, whieh ae ofa Hpht olive 
dun colour. Brooly heme were proenred. not withont 
dilieulty, aud then, with elatehes of mera, were cise 
inbuledamong sueh of thenative converts as hadsaitable 
placos for veariyg the young birds, "Phe heather ualtives 
gould not be trasted withaueh things, beige much inere 
rough aud less velinble, Inthe end fot a good per 
contage hatehed ont, and fifty tHheee were ative at Nia 
til, having hear envied down fron ‘a tend hy, 
coolies, Boing se young, the Journey was ine severe, 
and immy were ina bad state et health trout the over 
land joumey.

on. Prince Ilenri of Orleans had determined 1o return 
by way of Yunnan to Hanoi, and as by this route he 
- would have greater difficulty in transporting his collec- 
tion of natural history specimens than by the river 
route to Shanghai, he asked me to take charge of them 
as far as Hankow, at which place he wished them given 
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over to the French Consul, Uponony deciding to take 
them, he sent oe eighteen eating tends, Those, with 
Iwonty coolie Toad of my ewan, formed the total that d 
started with, Twa uew very hoy paeking up all the 
collections and petting: dy hose Trou Questations ontside

been nearly destroyed by a landslip, or, rather, mudslip, 
since my last journey through. Quite half the houses hatl 
been utterly destroyed, and many of those remaining 
wore filled with a deposit of mud and stones, It may 
seem difficult to understand how these houses are thus 
filed with rubbish, because one would be apt to think 
they would be thrown down; but the Chinese build their 
houses in a different manner to what we are accustomed 
to see, for they first get uprights of timber fixed in the 
ground, upon which plates are laid and the roof is built 
upon-them. Then the walls are built between the 
uprights, and are composed of stone, brick, or mud, ac- 
cording to the locality and the means of the builder. 
When a flood or a landslip occurs and reaches a 
house so built, the first thing {o go is one of the wails, 
and if they are nob all demolished, a laige deposit takes 
place, naturally, within the building, On my journey 
westward a hill had to be descended, here a dry watevr- 
course was crossed by a bridge, and an ascent made on 
the other side. Now there was a nearly level road 
across, and the bridge was either swept away or buried. 
Tundreds of acres of level and cultivated ground, had 
_» been covered with earth and stones to a depth of seven 
or eight feet, and all the crops destroyed. ‘What had 
been a scene of prosperity was now one of desolation, 
and the mischief had probably been caused by the sudden.

for the medicine. In the evening Ni-tou was reached. 
July 25.—After two hours’ march, I left the road 
by which I had travelled before, and turning to the 
lett passed up a fine open valley and through highly 
cultivated land. The surface was rolling, the soil 
evidently very fertile and of a red colour, with granite 
boulders cropping up in places. Much Indian corn 
was growing, and clumps of walnut trees were plentiful. 
The road was gradually ascending, and the summit of a 
ridge 6,500 feet above the sea was reached at 10 a.st. 
Descending at first by a road that was trying in places, 
the village of Chih-pan-kow was reached and a short 
halt made. Then passing through Chih-pan-kow and 
Fung-ya-ping, both villages, the road ascended again 
till a second ridge was reached, called San-yan-kwan, 
7,350 feet above the sea, From here I descended to 
Yo-so-po (6,250 feet), where I intended to stay the night. 
Chin-chi-hsien is seen from here, being about three miles 
off in the valley. I believe that this route has never 
been taken before by a European. 
-* Tshot a bird here that had never seen in China 
before; it was black, with breast and rump of an intense 
scarlet. During the day I passed coolies carrying tea 
from Ya-chow-fu to Ta-tsien-lu. This is a shorter but

view. In the evening Itaueni po was reached, he 
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roads during the day had been rough, but shacly in many 
places, and just before the halling-place was arrived 
at, two small suspension bridges were passed over. 

July 27.—Azrived at Shih-chia-chiao, a small village 
seventy li from Ya-chow-fu. The mosquitoes were very 
troublesome here. 

July 28.—Starting at daylieht, the road commenced 
almost immediately to descend. Many coolies were 
passed, those going westward being loaded with tea in 
paos or slabs, tobacco, coarse cloth, small china basins, 
urass sundals, salt, rice and several kinds of paper. 
Those we overtook going east were carrying iron 
utensils, probably from Yung-ching-hsiew, medicines and 
coal of apparently good quality. A ridge 8,750 feet 
above the sea was crossed during the day and Ya-chow- 
fn reached at 6.30 pa, 

July 29,—This niorning I was visited by a custom- 
house official, who brought a host of underlings with 
him. Tlis business was to ‘inform me that orders had 
‘been received from Cheng-in directing that I was ‘to 
wavel by Hung-ya-hsicn. After changing coolies, dis- 
missing those {rom Ta-tsien-lu and hiring fresh ones, I 
found that the loads had to be altered to suit q different 
system of carrying. 

A start was made al 11.30 a.w. and a tributary of 
the Ya was crossed by myself and a few coolies when a 
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dorvific Chanderatorni accotapaniod hy a deltas of rain, 
caused thee river tocrine so rapidly tau the boat cond

After 
travelling fifteen li, dhe country heemne hilly and rice 
was cnllivated in feveaces, The river had now fo he 
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crossed and the passage was dangerous, the current 
being very strong and with many whirlpools. The 
river was crossed twice move to-day, andin the even- 
ing a halt was made for the night at a village called 
Tsi-ho-kia, 

August 1—In the morning I discovered that & 
robbery had taken place during the night, a case con- 
taining bird skins having been stolen. This placed me 
in an awkward position, as the landlord wanted me to 
xemain till he could catch the thief, but I was anxious 
to report the matter at Hung-ya-hsien and started at 
8.30. When the landlord found that T was determined 
to go, he, with the object of being the first to report, 
started before me. T had not gone far when one of the 
Yamen runners came up with the box that had been 
stolen and which had been found in a field close to the 
inn. It had been covered with hide at Ta-tsien-lu, and 
the thief no doubt thought that it contained musk. A 
small hole had been cut in the lid, and upon the con- 
tents being found to be only bird skins, it was thrown 
away. I was very glad to recover it, for it contained, 
among others, the skin of a Lophophorus L’huysti, and 
hone of them were damaged, After two hours journey 
the Ya was crossed and Hung-ya-hsien, on the left bank, 
entered, Tere my-passport was copied. T found the 
landlord locked up. When he heard that the stolen’ 
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property fad heen tecovered: he elatuarred: ta be sey 
free, bat the authorities would wat Histon te hin, Ty 
was vat cnough they said for the property Co be found, 
the thief nat be found before he coukt be released, 
When T left he was stil in custody, aad T have no 
Qouht that helore he wot his liherty: he wis senieeged: for 
some Chousends of cash, 

The taikeepers donot seent Co fieve a very happy 
time of it, for they are made responsiile: tor robberies 
committed ou their premises, aid when oficialy pass they 
have to put them ap for next to nothing, ‘ 

Crossing again to the right bank of The Ya Tomet a

agne brought on by dhe reat heat. 

Piwas also ina very poor state af healt, owing (o 
hart work, and the hisnilicieney: and poverty: of the 
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food Thad been able to obtain, and an attack of dysentery 
at Ta-(sicn-lu had left mem a weak slate. Indiau-corn 
cake, rice, and occasionally eges were the food upon 
which I had lived for months. Beef and pork were 
procurable, it is true, at times at Ta-tsien-lu, but the 
former, being the flesh of worn-out beasls of burden, 
was so tough as to be uneatable, and as for the pork, 
no European who has seen the scavenging done by the 
pigs in towns, would I imagine care to eat it. In the 
sountry il is curious to note the difference, for there the 
pigs are kept very clean and most carefully fed by their 
owners. 

I should mention that my boat was not moored near 
the city, but about teu li below it, and close to the right 
bank of the river, on which were growing some remark~ 
ably large and graceful chunps of bamboo, which fur- 
nished a most welcome shade during the day. The 
nighis were, however, very hot at this season of the year, 
and sleep difficult to obtain on account of the perse- 
cution of a small sand-fly which principally atlacked 
the feet. The bites caused a severe irritation which 
lasted for about a week. 

On August 6 I left at 9.80 am. for Oméi-shan,. 
where 1 hoped to be able to spend several days in more 
fully exploring the temples than was possible in my 
previous short visit, and also to sec how the collectors 
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had got on with Uieivwork, During the day 1 travelled

On August 9 I left Wan-niengsu and continued the 
ascent of the mountain, the road leading through beau- 
tiful scenery, there being many fine forest trees, and in 
the more open places a luxuriant undergrowth. Some 
Jeep gorges are seen, and numerous streams course down 
the mountain side, Lodging was found in a small 
temple called Ta-chung-ize Nearly the whole of the 

road up the mountait is made of flights of stone steps, 
and fn places they ave very steep. 

On August 10 the summit was reached at 10 aan, 
and here 1 found Mr. and Mrs. Lewis, of the American 
Mission, staying at a temple called Chang-fu-ting, or the 
Thousand Buddha summit, Mrs. Lewis was the first 
Muropean lady who had ascended the mountain, and 
she was carried up on the back of a coolie. She told 
me that this mode of travelling was not at all disagree- 
able as long as the coolie was moving. When, however, 
he stopped to vest, and placed the stick under the frame 
fo take the weight off his back, there was a most un- 
comfortable feeling as if she was on the point of being 
thrown backwards down the road that had just been 
ascended, Many Chinese ladies ascend the mountain, 
and they are all carried up in this way. I remained at 
the stmmmil for (en days, during most of which time the 
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weather was wee cud aisty.  Oeeasionally ib would 
vleny, and then offen chatiebs eat he xeon below snd, 
to the soutioyard, whieh, when they stateh the thee of 
the precipice, would voll up and envelope dhe stmt 
mist. Que day only was eleu enough fo allow the 
great snowy cange al manidadis cord Te tie be to he

Tt is very wieertain when the Cory enn he seen, ad 
the amt shinhyy on clouds below does not always pre 
duce il, and ihmay appear at any Cre when the sin is 
ever a certain height above the horigens leis held in 
grout respeet by Che Gnildhists, and Chonsandsof pilyrins, 
some comng from great dishiices, visit the momitain 
in the hope ef being able to see iL A considerable 
manber of then: ave se overcome by excess at religious 
feoliug on heholding it, that Chey thraw Cheutsels ex over 
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the frightful precipice into the clouds upon which it 
appears, their bodies as a rule falling upon an inaccessible 
spur covered with forest, perhaps a mile or more below. 
There were a good number of pilgrims on the moun- 
tain at the time of my visit, but the principal time for 
pilgrimages is in the autumn, after all the harvest work 
is completed, which is about the end of September. 
All the temples are built of wood with tiled roofs, and 
many have a barnlike appearance, but most of them 
ware fairly rich in idols and incense jars, They have, as 
a rule, bells, some of great size, and many of them have 
heen damaged by fires, which appear to be very fre- 
quent. Isaw the ruins of several temples that had been 
recently destroyed. When a bell has been rendered 
useless it is thrown outside, and no further care appears 
to be taken of it There must be many hundreds of 
tons of bronze and bell metal laying about uncared for 
and unsheltered, going to ruin on the mountain. The 
ruin of the bronze temple at the swnmit has been men- 
tioned before. No one seems to take the trouble to 
gather the valuable metal together for recasting or any 
other purpose. ‘When a temple has been burned, it is 
nearly always rebuilt, the trees on the mountain being 
allowed to be used for this purpose and also for the 
priest’s firewood, but for no other purpose; the place, 
therefore, is not likely to be ever denuded of its timber.

On August 17 Lleft the summit of Oméi-shan on my 
return 10 Kia-ting-fu, reaching Su-chi on the evening of 
the 18th, just at dusk. 

Being anxious to reach my boat as soon as possible; 
T hired two sampans, for myself and my coolies, hoping 
that with the favouring current the short distance 
would be quickly and safely traversed. i 

{4 soon became very dark, however, and the boat- 
men seemed to lose either the way or their heads, for 
before [ apprehended any danger, I found that the sam~ 
pans had been swept into a rapid, and that mn the dark- 
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an 


poss, inateatl of hein kept inshore, had fava envied 
oat into Che anein atau oof the Min River, and 
wore in danger of hei awept dawn beyond the place 
where my bout was anehored, Hy dint ef aed work 
they wore got inshore againg Iuehily above her and 
she was soon found. On petting on board E found My, 
Krieheldorf who had mvived front Mou pinion Stmday, 
Ve reported having: haul pres ditientty with the natives, 
who stole his tont and interfered xe minted with dia col.

1 was now fully employed ie aeruigging iil pack inp

A. fow days after my arvival Dreveived a tetter ia Chinese 
from Ta-tsiewlu, comphuning of (ie hal eouditet of ang 
of my collectors al Purtaefong: towards o Tibetan giv, 
and which had so preyed upon her mind that she uid 
hanged herself, Aldhongh | greatly deplored. che elven 
stance, for which Twas inne way responsible, | was 
very glad to have lett the neighbonchoad hefore it

ocuurred, as IT should certainly have got into trouble, 
and probably have had to pay a heavy indemnity, 

On August 24 the river rose rapidly, probably 
fifteen fect during the day, the boat rocking so much 
as Lo prevent writing. This flood was caused by the 
Tung and Ya Rivers, the Min above the town being in 
ils usual state, so that probably hot weather caused a 
large quantity of snow to melt in the mountains around 
Ta-lsien-lu. 

The following day the river was still rising, and the 
“boat in an awkward place, from which it was impossible 
to move her, the river rushing past in a roaring torrent 
and aboul twenty-five fect above its ordinary height, 
being the colour of mud. Three anchors were down, 
aul luckily all the cables held, or we should have been 
swept miles down the stream and probably wrecked, 
‘The water was rushing down the Tung and Ya Rivers 
with such violence into the Min that it had not time 
lo run down to a level surface, but could be plainly 
seen running up in the centre to a height of several feet 
above the level at the banks. Without having seen 
such a flood it would be difficult to imagine the force 
of the cnormous volume of water so suddenly set free. 

On the morning of the 26th the flood began to abate, 
aul as soon as practicable the boat was shifled to a 


more secure anchorage,

On Angus 80 the mail arrived from ‘Taelsionlu, 
and T received a etter from Myr. Hie telling me, 
among other things, hat the fa) power of government 
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of the town and district hac been turned over to the 
civil mandarin. This will probably be a bad thing for 
the missionaries, for he is an ignorant man and much 
prejudiced against foreigners. I took his photograph 
while there, as he was particularly anxious to have it 
done, 

My collectors arrived the next day, having been 
delayed slightly on their journey down by the floods 
on the Ya River. They had all done very well, and I 
got the collections on board at once to arrange and 
pack. The living specimens consisted of fifty-three 
Crossoptilon (mentioned before), three Amherst phea- 
sauls, one Lophophorus L’huystt, two pheasants (Phasi- 
anus decollatus), onc tragopan and two bear cubs. There 
was no room in my boat for these, and I was obliged to 
hiro a large sampan for their conveyance, I also got 
the I'rench missionaries to hive a boat for the collection 
had taken charge of for Prince Henri, as [thought they 
would be able to do so on more advantageous terms 
than I could. They only chartered her for the voyage 
to Chumg-king, however, and at that place I had to 
hivo afresh, All my arrangements were completed on 
September 4. Mr. Vale, of the China Inland Mission, 
came on board, and said good-bye, and a start for home 
was made at twelve o'clock, with such a strong current 
in our favour that Sui-fu was reached the next day.

On the night of the Tih, the boat was seoured: oll’ 
Qe town of Basacton. celebrated far its distilleries, 
where nalive spirit, known as simishew, i peodiueesd ia 
large quuntilios. Here Tsaw the lastot the long, arrow 
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bamboo rafls which were familiar sights further up the 
river, They appear to be extensively used for the 
transport of the spirit, the jars containing il being stowed 
in a single row for nearly the whole length. 

T landed, but the conduct of the natives rendered it 
prudent for me to return on board as soon as possible. 

Chung-king is 280 li further down, and was reached 
at 2 p.m, the following day without anything occurring 
worthy of notice, except that one of the large huloes 

. broke when. the boat was in a dangerous place. Luckily 
no accident occurred. but there was no spare one on 
hoard as there always should be. 

T found Mr, Cockburn, the British Resident, still 
here, his successor, Mr, Pulford, having been wrecked 
on his passage wp, and being now forced. to retwn to 
(ankow and wait for the river to fall. 

Owing to the high, changeable and dangerous state 
of the river—it rose fifteen feet in one day during my 
enforced stay—I was not able to leave for some days, 
an while thus delayed, T was most kindly entertained, 
as on former occasions, by Mr. Cockburn, and I had 
also the pleasure of the sociely of several Europeans, 
Mx, and Mrs. Wilson, English missionaries, and Dr and 
Mrs. Cameron. The Doctor had. some years ago, made 
a journey to Bhamo unaccompanied by any other Euro- 
pean, While I was here, two French missionaries came

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in from Tadan, said te he SU TE intent, aad trons 
whieh place they had, with ditlealty, exeaped with their 
lives, a reward of S00 Cael Teeving been oflbved for thei 
heads, A few days dater the news came from Ta tat 
of the ernelinieder of eleven muive converts, who were 
reported to fave been same hailed and others barnt ts 
death by the sauvage mob, AT Te mission houses and 
property having been looted and then slestrayed,

{oll 2} feel, as I measured on a stick stuck in the bottom, 
close to the boat, for the purpose. ‘This, however, 
tnade but little difference in the rapidity of the stream, 
and whirlpools and strong eddies were very frequent, 
Though many dangerous places were passed, no damage 
was done until Hu-lin was reached. Just below this 
place the sampan containing all my'living specimens, 
suck hard upon a rock and knocked a hole in her 
Dottom., This was temporarily stopped in the usual 
way, by ramming in a handful of rags, a supply of which 
always appears to be kept handy for such purpose in 
navigating this river. She then came on and caught us 
up at our evening anchorage, her ctew being anxious 
to roach us bePore making any further repairs as my 
boat carried all the food. She now had to be completely 
unloaded, baled out, and then have the damage made 
good in the best-~way that we could manage it, This 
did not take much time, and she was loaded again the 
same night and remained fairly watertight till I had 
finished with her at Ichang. 

The Crossoptilon weie by this time much reduced 
in numbers, many having died from want of strength to 
stand the voyage, all being under six months old. The 
other birds, being mature, stood the journey much better. 

A slight delay occurred at Wu-shan-hsien, where we 
wore forced to remain a day, the whirlpools and current 
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in the Wreshan Corgi fading: reported ies foo dangerois 
for my boats to pips thins Vheviver, lawiever, fell 
diving the dyad night oad we wore able to proceed, 
but fonnd the stream in the garpe stil very cieloat, 
The wreeka of two fucks were passecl i ire the erews

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1 was now fully engaged in arranging and repacking 
the collections, paying my'men off finally, and giving 
thom the usual cnmshaw, which, of course, varied in 
amount according 1o the time they had been with me, 
and the way in which they had behaved. 

[ was lucky enough to find an immediate purchaser 
for my boat, which I had feared might wait a long time 
on my hands, such articles not being in frequent demand 
ab Ichang. She had been well looked after, however, 
, and in spite of her four journeys up and down the river 
was'as good as new. 

Wailing here for the river fall, in order to get to 
Chung-king, were Mx, Thobson, Commissioner, of Customs, 
with his stall, fnd*Mr, Fulford, Consul, who were going 
there Lo oper. the’ pott to uropemn trade. No steamers 
belonging to fordignérs were, however, to be slened 
to proceed above, this pork... boos , 

When all my work (was Soanplstel: IT took & passage 
in the steamer ‘Riang-yung, which carried me to ) Shanghai 
without the nnjsance of changing iboats al *Hankow. 
On my arrival T had a bad allack of fever, which I felt 
more severoly through being in a weak state of healtli, 
T having for the last year, newly, sttbsisted almost en- 
lirely upon the poor food consumed by the lower classes 
of Chinese, 

While hore, Me, T. Woo, whom, Lhad previously met

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On October 22 1 left in the 8.8. Neckar for South- 
amplon, ab which port I arrived on December 4. To 
ny gveat disappointment, my Tibetan dog, Ja-ma, died 
in the Mediterranean, When I showed him to the genial 
caplain of the Neckar he utterly refused to have him on 
hoard unless caged, and this I was obliged to have done. 
Tle was certainly the largest dog I have ever seen, and 
handsome aswell, Though he had bitten severely several 
Chinose, I never knew him attack a European. 

, One of the bears also died on the passage, the other 
being sent Lo the Zoological Gardens. 

Thad originally intended 10 supplement this book 
with an appendix, giving the names of all the new 
species obtained during my journey, but in the case of 
the Jepidoptera this has been found to be impracticable, 
ag tho Classification is likely to extend over several years. 
‘the few only that have as yet been named are given. 

| have to thank Dr. A Gtinther for his valuable 
yemarks upon my collection of reptilia and fish. 

J cannot conclude without expressing great regret 
at the way in which the missionaries, from whom I
